His Last Words Were “I Am Feeling

LAST SACRAMENTS OF THE CATHOLIC

Bis Sickness Came on Early Yesterday 
Morning and He Did Not Lead the 
Band Yesterday Afternoon—Friday 
Night He Was in His Usual Good 
Spirits and Madea Speech at the Ex- 
position—How the News Was Ke- 
ceived by the Band-Sketch of the 
Great Leader. 


' Gilmore is dead. This is the sad news the 
‘SUNDAY PosT-DIsPaTca brings to the homes 
of st. Louis and the surrounding countysy to- 
Gay. How like a message of personal be- 
reavement it will be to the hundreds of 
thousands who with clapping hands rewara- 
ed his efforts and commanded his obedient 
talents?. He has made his last bow, 
the baton has marked time for the 
Jast note in a harmonious life throughout 
which there was not a single discordant 
gound.

Mr. Howe and Mr, Chassaing were whisper- 
ing with William Olayton, the librarian of 
the band, and several friends of Mrs. Gilmore 
Satin chairs near in silence. In the next 
room, with a fur tibbet around her neck to 
shield her from the cool wind that was blow- 
ing through the open windows, sat Miss Gil- 
more by the form of herfather. She was 
thrown back in the deep, cushioned chair, 
her hands clasped tightly in her lap and her 
eyes fixed on the dead face. Now and then 
she sighed, and again she would exclaim: 

**Ah, you did not wish me good-bye,’’ 

Librarian Olayton entered for an instant 
and gave her a look of sympathy. she 
changed her position with a start. 

**Oh, isn’t it dreadful?’’ she said,

THE STRICKEN FAMILY. 


Miss Minnie Gilmore [ells the Story of 
Her Father’s Death. 

In room 104 of the Lindell Hotel, just to the 
left of the head of ‘the wide staircase as It 
reached the first floor, the body of the great 
band leader was being dressed in the cere’ 
ments of the grave by Undertaker George N. 
Lynch, who had opeen  ~brought to 
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through the hotel, from the ground 
floor to. roof, was the nge stillness that 
seems to be possible only under the numbing 
hand of death. But one subject could be 
spoken of, it seemed, and from guest to 
est, from employe to employe, even pass- 
ng out into the ceaseless whirl of the street, 
went the sad messaze: ‘*Gilmore is dead.’ 

It was Such a scene as this that awaited 
the Post-DIsPATCH reporters sent to the 
Lindell immediately following the first news 
of Col. Giimore’s death. It was hoped that 
amidst their sudden sorrow the widow or 
dauutter of tre man 80 cherished in the 
hearts of all St. Loulsans, who alone could 
tell the sad story of his last hours, 
would see representatives of the press. 
Olerk Bass Henderson, who was 
asked if this were possible, went in person to 
the Gilmore rooms to prefer the request ne- 
cessitated by the urgency of the occasion. 
He returned with the statement that Miss 
Minnie Gilmore recognized the feeling that 
prompted the intrusion upon her sorrow, 
and consented to see the Post-DISPATCH rep- 
resentative. 

Seated with bowed head upon a sofa in 

106, Miss Gilmore was accordingly 
found. Her brown eyes were stained with 
tears, and a handxérchtef had to be frequent- 
ly applied to themasthe tears came afresh 
with the recital of her story of bereavement. 
Directiy at Miss Gilmore’s side as she half- 
reclined on the sofa, was the huge stand 
of flowers that had been presented 
to her father only the night before at the Ex- 
position, ashe stood strong and happy, in 
thp full flush of triumph, before thousands 
ofadmirers. . 

**My father came home from the Exposl- 
tion last night,’’ said Miss Gilmore, ‘‘appar- 
entiy unusually well and light hearted, 
even for him. He laugned 
and joked and chatte d with 
mamma and meinthe way socharacteristic 
of him until the hour came when he felt like 
retiring, which was before midnight. 

**At8o’clock this morning he was seized 
with what we thought was a severe attack of 
indigestion, sickness at the stomach, accom- 

anied by great pain, ‘his continued and 
nereéased, and 5 o’clock we 
sent for Dr. Mudd, who cameatonce. After 
exainining papa he said that his heart was 
invoived in the attack. Torelieve the pain 
which papa was suffering Dr. Mudd admin- 
istered morphine, which was kept up from 
that time onward through the day. The 
doctor remained for probably § an 
hour, and then left, promising 
to return. He did not sav that 
papa was in grave danger at tnat time. At 
1 o’clock in the afternoon, Dr. ° udd sent his 
assistant to see papa, being prevented from

**Papa was 63 years old, but always seemed 
much younger than that because he was so 
active, so light-hearted, and always 
so full of enthusiasm in his work. This latter 
has, I fear, been the cause of his death. He 
had worked unceasingly until, unknown to 
him, his heart began to fail, and finally 
broke when he was still full of plans for more 
work to be | carried . through. Papa 
would never take a vacation. We have for 
several years urged himtodo so, especially 
at the close, of his summer season at 
Brighton Beach, even for alittie while, but 
he would not do it. Why, 
this season he had only 
concluded his Brighton Beach enage- 
went two days when he came right on to St. 
Louis for the Exposition season. ‘This sort of 
pom ps dev otion to work was bound to tell 
on him. 

**Do you know why I was particularly will- 
ing tosee you? It was because papa was 
alwaas so fond of gentle- 
men of the press. He had a 
warm spot in his heart for every ‘newspaper 
boy,’ as he called them, and sol felt that it 
was risht for me to ses you. Oh, we are 
heart-broken. The world can never know 
what papa was in his ily life, so cheerful, 
so affectionate, so « always.

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PATRICK SARSFIELD GILMORE 


Sketch of the Great Band Leader and His 
Achievements. 


Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore was born in Athe 
lone, near Dubiin, Ireland, on Christmas 
Gay, Dec. 25, 1829. At his earliest infancy he 
showed a talent for music and at his school 
was the drummer boy for the mock battalion 
gotten up inthe schools in imitation of the 
soldiers. He left school very early at the 
age of 15.. He became connected with a band 
in a garrison at Dublin, and after remaining 
three years in the English garrison band he 
accompanied the band when it was sent to 
Canada. During his stay in Canada Gii- 
more made freauent excursions to 
the United . States and)6 6saw.s:séNthe 
need of bands in large cities 
and the lack of music. In 1838 he severed his 
connection with the English Garrison Band, 
and wentto Salem, Mass., with the deter- 
mination to starta band there. He was only 
19 years of age, but his native inter- 
est for music and his great enthusiasm 
on the subject soon drew to hima class of 
young men more or less proficient in the art 
of music. In a few months he gathered 
around him a nd of twelve, and it 
became known as the Salem a 
After some years of practice and 
drilling, during which he enlarged the band 
to twenty pieces, he moved the organization 
to Boston in 1855 and thereafter called it 
‘*Gilmore’s Band.’’ Boston received . the 
young musician kindly, and his concerts were 
always well attended. He played in Bos- 
ton until the war broke out 
in 1861, Gilmore had at this 
time become familiar in Boston for his rene 
dition of martial music and military airs, 
marches and war songs. It seemed his par- 
ticular delight to have his band play them, 
so it is no wonder that at the outbreak 
of the war he was seized with 
the spirit which was always strong in him to 
piay the songs and marches of the battle 

He joined the Twenty-fourth Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers as band master, anda 
number of his band went with him, In

Director Gilmore went tothe Lindell Hotel 
from the Exposition in his cabat 10 o’clock 
Friday night, the plaudits of the throng in 
Music Hall still ringing in his, ears. He 
bas for years lived very" freely, and 
he was fond of wine and porter at meals, but 
for a long time past he has made it a rule not 
tostay up later than midnight and not to 
partake of late suppers or any stimulant 
efter his night concerts. He carried with 
him to the hotelin his cab the enormous Tal! 
of flowers which had been given him, and 
elated by the success of the morning, it is 
said that he broke through hisrule, and in- 
Guiged in a glass or two of champagne. 
The physicians last night had not 
ascertained with certainty what he 
haa eaten or drank, but they 
believed that tlie indiscreet indulgence, 
trifiing thoughit might have been, was the 
primary cause of hisdeath. About 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning the ban !master arose 
with pains in his stomach anda bow- 
els. Mrs. Gilmore rang for a 
bell boy and a telephone 


message was sent to Dr. Henry G. Mudd,who 


got in his carriage and came to the hotel im- 
mediately. He worked with the sick man for 
an hour without leaving ~Mhis_ side, 
temporary relief 
for him, went about attending to 
bis day’s calls, dropping {n now and then to 
see how he was getting on. Upto noon the 
doctor had to deal only with a case ofcholera 
morbus, but after that the heart began to 
fall, and the physician began to stimulate its 
action. 

Shortly before noon, Sergt. O. W. Foeuden- 
voll, who has been with Gilmore for sixteen 
years and always leads the band in the ab- 
gence of the director, came into the room, 
having been summoned by M. Donohue, the 
valet. He wentuptothe bed and spoketo 
Gilmore, saying: 

‘ **Good morning, sir!’’ 

**How are you, old fellow, I’m glad to see 
you,’’ saidthe Director, opening his eyes. 
He closed them againatonce, and seemed 
to forget that the Sergeant was there. 
A Iiittle later ~——*Dr. Mudd found 
Gilmore sinking so fast that he 
gent out for consulting physicians, and got 
pr. W. E. Fischell, Dr. Gustav Baumgarten 
and Dr. J. C. Scott. They all arrived about 
the same time, and all three agreed, 
as soon as they had made an examina- 
tion of the Director that his ilfe could 
not be saved. His heart was beating faster 


and fainterand his lungs were filling with 
‘fluid. By the request of Mrs. 


Gilmore, a 
messenger was sent fora priest. Father Mc- 
Caffrey responded quickly, and-asked the 
doctors to let him be alone with the dying 
man for a few moments as Gilmore was then 
conscious. The physicians went into 
the next room, and the priest’ re- 
cefyed the confession of the director, 
and administered extreme unction. At the 
dying man’s request @ messenger was sent 
Fr. Hayes to bring him the last sacrament. 
The priest arrived quickly and the holy viat!- 
cum was administered, the dying man being 
perfectly conscious. Father McCaffrey then 
leaned over the bedside and told the leader 
with a priest’s prerogative that death 
was approseching, and in the res- 
ence of the physcians and. grief- 
stricken wife and daugbter, who 


were kneeling in prayer by the bedside, he 


administered the bepediction ‘tin articulo 
mortis,’’ the dying man conscious end

THE “POST-DISPATCH” EXPERT VISITS 
STANHOPE AT HAMBURG. 


His Body Inoculated With the Writhing 
Germs of the Terrible Scourge—So Far 
He Has Been Proof Against Their 
Venom—What the Correspondent Says 
of His Mission—Nursing the Stricken 
in the Pest Wards. 


Dr. William Shaw Bowen, the special rep- 
Fesentative of the PosT-DISPATCH sent from 
New York to Hamburg to investigate the 
fTavages of cholera there, has visited Mr. 
Stanhope, the correspondent who was re- 
cently inoculated with cholera germs in 
Paris, and gives his impressions in the fol- 
lowing special cable: 

HaMBURG, Sept. 24.—While on the Unter 
den Linden at Berlin yesterday the idea oc- 
curred tome that it would be interesting to 
go to Hamburg to visit the plucky corre- 
epondent of the New York Herald, who, after 
being subjected to innoculation with cholera 
bacilii at Paris went over to the plague- 
stricken city on the Elbe and immured him- 
self in a ward of the great Eppendorfer 
Krankenhaus tn or der to test the efficiency of 
the alleged preventive measure. To think 
Was to act. A telegram was dis. 
patched immediately to the pro- 
prietor of the Post-DisPaTcH in Paris 
for the necessary permission. Its theme was 
that a novelty in journalism would occur and: 
that one great newspaper can afford to 
recognize the enterprise of another great 
paper. The answer speeded back over the 
wires, *‘Go immediately.’’

Istoodand paused a moment; very still 
was the interior. I caught the first oundof 
a@ labored breath and asI glanced down the 
vista of the interior I saw a double 
row of iron cots ranged along the wali on 
either side.

He did not observe my approach and con- 
tinued his task ofturning the helpless form 
in his arms. Then he slowly arose, and, 
perceiving me, asurprised look passed over 
his face. 

‘**This is Mr. Stanhope,’’ I said.

Mr. Stanhope over. He is of medium stature, 
with a handsome face. His dark brown 
eyes and heavy mustache set off 
his reguiar features. The shoulders 
were broad and theentire figure muscular 
and well setup.

Ithink you don’t look quite 
comfortable, my man,’’ and Mr. Stanhope 
changed the position of the sufferer, who 
gazed upon him stupidly with sunken eyes 
down deep below the level of his highly 
flushed cheeks, 

These cases make a better showing than at 
any previous time, There is one more of 
them who seems as tf disposed to recover. 

**How are you, old man?’’ said Mr. Stan- 

hope, pointing to a  gray-headed, 
good natured looking patient, who. ap- 
peared convalescent. A boy was/ de- 
scribed as having only 20 pfennnigs to 
hisname. ‘‘I have been writing a letter for 
this one,’’ as another cot was reached. A 
tall thin faced man with inteusely Diack hair, 
eyes and whiskers, lay with flushed face 
breathing slowly and. heavily and partially in 
a stupor, 
' **This is my bad case,’’ safa Mr. Stanhope. 
**He fought me when I tried to hold the ther- 
mometer under hisarm,. I have noticed chat 
bad-tempered patients have not done well. 
As for the alcoholic subjects they don’t seem 
to be favorable for treatment. Theyall have 
done poorly.’’ 

When the tour of the ward had been com- 
pleted Mr. Stanhope accompanied me out- 
side. 

‘*You see, I have been nurse, laborer, 
scrubber, closer of dead eyes, whatever you 
I have tried as hard as possible to 
contract cHtolera. Ihave drank Elbe water 
and the total lack of precautions I have per- 
mitted myself in the ward—well, I won’t de- 
scribe what Ihave gone through, it won't 
bear repetition. 

**I submitted to inoculation at Paris with 
the best of intentions and 1 have tried, but in 
spite of everything I don’t getcholera. What 
can Ido?’’ Mr, Stanhope stopped short and 
looked me in the face with 
an earnestness that was almost comical. ‘‘I 
have thought,’’ he said, ‘‘that if one was 
disposed to commit suicide he had better 
take some easier, more certain and more 
pleasant method than trying to do himself up 
by cholera. ' 

**I feel all right,jexcept that my feet are 
fatigued.’’ 

I took Mr. Stanhope’s temperature. It was 
36-2 on the scale on the Celsus thermometers. 
Ifelt his pulse. At first it was very rapid, 
attaining 120 beats to the minute. This 
was probably due to the excitement 
of seeing me, for it subsequently fel! 
to about 90. Mr. Stanope sald that this even- 
ing he willend his term of service in the 
ward, and that he will remove to a room in 
the large pavilion, neartheentrance of the 
gate where he will go into quarantine, 

**‘ITshalltake a disinfecting bath. Every- 
thing that I have worn I will cast aside and I 
will remain in isolation until Monday night,’’ 
said he. 

‘*‘Dr. Rumpf wishes meto do this, for he 
proposes observation. If any  chol- 
era germs have found lodgment 
within me they will do their 
work before the expiration of limits, if not I 
shall zo away believing Iam cholera proof,’’ 

ihe physicians of Eppendorf have treated 
me with great courtesy. I have had kind 
treatment, and lam satisfied that Mr, Stan- 
hope has come out of his undertaking 
in behalf of science and journalistic enter- 
prise with entire good faith. The question 
of utility of the inoculation of cholera 
bacllliasa preventive ofthe Asiatic disease 
is not proven by his experiment. The cholera 
poison, according to Prof. Koch, is intro- 
duced into the stomach and the bowels 
generally by water. Healthy digestive action 
of the stomach will destroy the germs, 
and only a deficient digestive process allow 
them to pass through the stomach to the 
bowels intact. Mr. Stanhope’s digestion, 
as he described it to me is 
like that of a horse. Hence, he has 
swallowed water from the River Elbe with 
impunity. 

He hastried his besttocatch the cholera 
and has failed up todate. Ashe piteously 
exclaimed: ‘*What morecana fellow do?’’

FOUR CASES IN NEW YORK. 


THEY MAY NOT BE CHOLERA, BUT HAVE THER 
SYMPTOMS. 


New YoOrK, Sept. 24.—Daniel Machinsky, 
whose residence is at 78 East Broadway, was 
taken to St. Vincent’s Hospital this evening 
suffering from allthe symptoms of cholera. 
The surgeon in charge refused to admit the 
man into the hospital when he was brought. 
He said the man was suffering from cholera. 

To-night at 8 o’clock Machinsky was walk- 
ing on the Bowery and when he reached 
Houston street he began to vomit and fell 
down, evidently suffering intensely. A 
crowd of fully 1,500 people quickly gathered 
about the prostrate - man. A report 
circulated that it was a cholera 
victim lying on the sidewalk and for a 
long time no assistance was given the suf- 
ferer. After lying there helpless, vainly 
pleading for help, a dose of morphine was 
given him and an ambulance was finally 
summoned. He had been prostrated for nearly 
an hour, surroufided by a gaping crowd who 
kept at what they deemed a safe distance: 
The ambulance then bore him awayto 8&t. 
Vincent’s Hospital, where he was refused 
admission on the ground that the man was 
attacked with cholera. He was finally taken 
to the Reception Hospital. 

John Davlin, living in the rear of the house 
156 West Twenty-seventh street, was taken 
to the Reception Hospital on West Sixteenth 
street, suffering from choleraic symtoms. His 
condition is critical. 

A butcher, whose name is not known, liv- 
ing on the second floor in the house No, 322 
Frost avenue. was taken to the Reception 
Hospital to-night, suffering from what is re- 
ported to be cholera. 

The Hamburg-American Line steamer 
Aueusta Victoria, from Southampton, has 


arrived at upper quarantine. She has sig- 
naled that all on board are well. 


ALL FEAR HAS PASSED, 


PARIS NO * LONGER DREADS THE ASIATIO 
SCOURGE. 


Panis, Sept. 24.—All over Europe the fear of 
cholera has passed. Nobody is talking or 
thinking about it now. Even the 
newspapers say little on the _ sub- 
ject, and hardiy a line about cholera 
is printed. The boulevards have brightened 
up and Paris is gay. Several of the shops 
are beginning to do more business. Alto- 
gether there is a brighter outlook. The fig- 
ures all over Europe show that the plague is 
being stamped.out. Havre is almost free 
and Paris expects to be free. *some 
doctors say that the spread of 
the disease is practically at an 
end now. England’s freedom from it shows 
what good quarantine can do. There is not 
asinglecase there. There has not beena 
single one in a week, yet for every ship com- 
ing to America irom infected ports,

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England has had hundreds from Havre, 


Antwerp, Rotterdam and other ports across 
the narrow channel. With this constant 
communication there is not one case in Great 
Britain to-day. This shows how little Amer- 
ica hastofear. The deaths from cholera this 
week were only 91; last week, 117; the week 
before, 844; the week previous, 224. 
The Bureau of Statistics has just finished its 
compilation of the number of deaths from 
cholera in Paris andthe suburbs. The city’s 
rate by this report appears low, because it 
includes only the cases inside the fortifica- 
tions, while the suburbs are really part of 
Paris. The Combined City and suburban 
deaths are: Arril 25 
882, AUgust 852, September 23 days. There 
are 681 deaths from all causes for the week 
ending Sept. 17; 987 for the week pre- 
ceeding.’ One thousand and forty-seven has 
been the average for this season 
in post years. There were 854 deaths to last 
midnight. Casesand deaths have been on 
the increase since Wednesday, but for eight 
ore before Wednesday the epidemic has con- 
stantly decreased. On Tuesday there were 
nine cases only. 


IN GERMAN OITIES. 


MEASURES ADOPTED BY HEALTH OFFICIALS TO 
CHECK THE PEST. 


BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The Imperial Health 
Board is untiring in its efforts to check the 
spread of cholera. 

The examination of trains is repeated 
four times between Colegne and Berlin. 
The inspection is of a_ superficial 
character, but doubtlessis adequate. It is 
noticeable how perfunctory the. customs 
officials become. They handle baggage as if 
they did not desire to disturb the repose of 


the bacilli. The whole city, especially the 
public office, is redolent of the odor ofa dis- 
secting room. The failure to comply with 
sanitary rules and regulations is 
punished with a fine if the 
offender is a poor person, by 
impri onment ifthe guilty oneis rich. The 
cholera will provea Doon to Hamburg and 
other large citiesifit leads to the better 
housing ofthe poor. Aithough it cannot be 
compared with Hamburg, Berlin is deplor- 
ably overcrowded. One case in point isa 
single building which is occupied by 250 
tenants, mostly families. Thirty-six smaller 
dwellings open off into one passage. The 
windows of these structures are often stuffed 
with rags and paper instead of being supplied 
with glass. The average size of the rooms Is 
16 feet by 10. Some familiesin which there 
are five children have only one bed. The 
condition of these dwellings defies descrip- 
tion. Theyare full of dirt and vermin and 
are veritable hotbeds of disease. 


RUSSIAN REFUGERS. 

LoNpDon, Sept. 24.—Advices from Hamburg 
state thatin future the exportation of Rus- 
sian Jews will be chiefly diverted to other 
ports. Itis quite probable that, in view of 
the embargo on the German frontier, the 
Jews from the North of Russia will be trans- 
ported from that country in steamers and be 
met at Stettin or other ports by steamers, to 


which they will be transferred and thence 
conveyed directly tothe United States. The 
twenty days’ restriction upon reaching 
America wiil have but little influence in re- 
tarding the traffic, as tiese p»ople are sup- 
Ported on shipboard atan expense of about 
10 or 15 cents a day an: then live better 

han tin Russia, where theiraverave waye 
has seldom exceeded two roubles a week. 
the purpose, it is understood, Is to continue 
the emigration or exportation o!f the Ku-sian 
Jews as long as itis permitted by the United 
States. Whenthat country, if ever, decides 
to shut out these emigrants then another 
land of refuge wili be sought. The Argentine 
Republic ts showinga disposition to exclude 
the Russian emigrants trom that country, as 
those already there are yjrovinga mulsance, 
having mostly abandoned the lands on which 
they were settied and crowded to the towns 
where they seekaliving as tradesmen and 
ped:tlers. 

ve British sanitary officials bya rigid en- 
forcement of the recent order of the local 
Government Board are making it very dim- 
cuit for emtiyrants from Russia to get into 
Great Britain, and this is swelling the tide 
toward the United States. 


PLAGUE IN PERSIA. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 24.—Mr, Fox, the 
American Vice-Consul at Teheran, Persia, 
reports that the hospital for the reception of 
cnolera stricken patients, managed by the 
American mission station, 1s now In opera- 


tion and uptothe present time ten cases 
have been received, one being fatal. 

The hospital under the cliarge of W. W. 
Torrence, assisted by the Rev. s. Lawrence 
Ward and the Kev. Lewis F. Esulstyno, hasa 
capacity of twenty-one beds and this number 
can te increased by placing larve tents in the 
gardens should it prove necessary. 

Teheran is practically deserted, the Da- 
zaars closed and the force necessary to con- 
tinue the business at the Imperial National 
Bank Is receiving 50 per cent aiditional sal- 
ary, so the establishment by an Amert- 
cap association of a charity so commendable 
at this particuiar time must strongly add to 
the prestige of this country in the East and be 
of mucn good. Money was had sufficient to 
start the hospital, but funds are now grow- 
ing very low and unless additional funds are 
forthcoining, the usefulness of the charity 
wili be greatly impaired and that, too, ata 
time when its existence is of the greatest 
benefit. 

In addition to this hospital the mission has 
treated and cared for elghteen cases in alf- 
ferent houses, 


SAILORS REVOLT. 
LONDON, Sept.24.—The British bark Bayard, 
Capt. Richards, trom Pisagua May 25, arrived 
at Queenstown to-day and there received or- 
ders to proceed to Hamburg. When the 
crew learned that their vessel was bound for 


a cholera port they refused to sail in her and 
demanded that they be discharged at Queens- 
town. Argument was of no avail, forthe 
crew steadfastly refused to take the 
bark to Hainburg. (apt. Richards 
thereupon engaged fifteen seamen at 
Queenstown to replace his old crew, 
offering -them $40apilece to man the bark. 
This money he declared he would deduct from 
the waves of the old sailors. Whentold that 
they were to be compelied to pay for anew 
crew they were greatly enraged. They 
armed themselves with mariine spikes, hand 
spikes, pins and capstan bars and threatened 
that if the new men who were alongside the 
vessel came over the side they would kill 
them. The men fromthe shore did not pro. 
pose to run this risk even for the large wages 
offered ,or a short voyage, and they refused 
to go aboard the bark. Capt. Richards 
thereupon had his crew arrested and ar- 
raigned for mutiny. 


SOME ALARM AT QUEBEC. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 24.—Some alarm is felt here 
at the news received from quarantine that 
there have been two more deaths on the 
steamer Lake Huron, upon which there were 
four deaths duringthe Voyage. The official 
report of the deaths states that they were 
both children and that one died from dlar- 
rhoea and the other from a throat disease, 
Lut there isalarm and suspicion notwith- 
standing. 

BORDER QUARANTINE. 

Austin, Tex,, Sept. 24.—Instructions were 
yesterday issued to border quarantine in- 
spectors to the effect that trans- 
continental trains and cars sealed and 
destined to places of the Rio 
Grande and ail mail matter in cars for places 
west or beyond Staie lines, and money, 
metal Fg mln in express safes, have been 
exempted from the recent proclamation and 
will be permitted to pass quarantine without 
detention.

PECK INDICTED. 


New York’s Labor Commissioner at 
Large on Bail. 

New York, Sept. 24.—Labor Commissioner 
Charles F, Peck and his stenographer, Elbert 
Rodgers, were in the Court of Ses- 
Sions this morning with their counsel, 
Edward J. Meegan, for a quarter

ned the indictments against Mr. 
Mr. Rodgers for feloniously remov- 
ing and destroying public papers were read 
by the District Attorney. Both gentlemen 
stood upto plead, when their counsel inter- 
rupted and asked for an adjournment 
as he would be very busy until next Tuesday, 
District Attorney Katon said he wished to 
move the case to trial as speedily as possible. 
It was finally agreed to put it over until 
8 p. m. next Wednesday, the time 
for the two men to plead tothe indictments, 
and they were each put under $1,000 ball, the 
bondsmen being the same gentlemen that 
became their suretiesin the Police Courta 
week ago. 

Commissioner Peck has so “suddenly 
achieved national notoriety that Httle is 
Known of his history outside of the circle of 
his personal friends .n New York State. Peck 
was made Commissioner of Labor for 
New York by Cleveland when Governor of 
the State in 1883, and he has since held the 
post. He was, atthe time of the appoint- 
ment and for four years previous, editor of 
the Hornelisville (N. Y.) Evening Tribune. He 
isa native ofthe Kmpire state, having been 
born in Nunda, Lexington County, July 26, 
1845. Atthe age of 16 he was fitted for col- 
lege, but in deference to the wishes of 
his parents, who were averse to his leaving 
home at so early anayve, he abandoned his 
plans for a university education. Subse- 
quently he entered the serviceof a large 
wholesale dry goods importing house in Phil- 
adelphia, but, the business not beine to his 
taste, he returned to New York and engaged 
in journalism, establishing, in 1867, the Avon 
Springs Journal. Here it was that Ne learned 
the printing trade, setting the type and run- 
ning offthe editions of his paper on a Wash- 
ington hand-press. At times he was 
obliged to ink the roller and perform 
all the work entailed in the primitive meth- 
ods of the averaxe country printing office a 
quarter of a century ago. In 1869 he pur- 
cha-ed the Livingston County Democrat, pub- 
lished at Nunda. He sold the Democrat in 
1877, and in the spring of 1878 removed to 
Hornellisville, where he still resides. At 
the ninth national convention of the officers 
of Bureau of Labor Statistics, held at Den- 
ver, Colo., In May of the present year he was 
unanimously elected President of that body 
for the ensuing term, succeeding Carroll D. 

“ right, Commissioner of the United States 
Department of Labor. His father, Luther U, 
Peck, was an eminent lawyer, who for many 
years was recognized as among the most dis- 
tinguished members of the barof western 
New York, and who was one of the first Whig 
members of Congress, having served two 
terms in the House of Representatives with 
conceded ability. 

Peck was the first arrival at Chicago of the 
Hill contingent when the clans were gather- 
ing for the National Democratic Convention 
last June. He made himself very conspicu- 
ous in declaring thatthe labor voteof New 
York could under no circumstances be de 
livered to Cleveland. 

The charge against Peck isthat he caused 
to be destroyed the public documents upon 
which his recent report was based. ihis re- 
port claimed that wagesin many branches of 
industry had been greatly benefited by the 
operation ofthe cKin.ey law. He refused 
to exhibit the documents from which these 
figures were drawn—replies from manufac- 
turers to questions sent out from Peck’s 
office. When served with a legal process 
compelling him to make public these papers, 
he Claimed thep were lost. 

The indictment is based on the testimony 
of the janitor of the building in which Peck’s 
office is situated, who alleges that the docu- 


ments were carried fromthe capitol to Peck’s fF 


room on Sunday evening last and destroyed 
by burning in the furnace. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


Report of Government Directors on the 
Union Pac fic. 


WASHINGTON, D. U., Sept. 24.—The annual 
report of the Government Directors of the 
Union Pacific Railroad has been received by 
the Secretary of the Interior. The 
property of the company is stated 
to be in the highest degree satisfactory. 
Its business has been conducted 
with the strictest ‘economy and its expenses 
even on an increased volume of business 
largely reduced. Notwithstanding this re- 
duction the physical condition of the road 
and equipment has been fully maintained 
and even improved. The general business 
ofthe company, both In gross and net, has 
improved, From local causes, operative 
in the Northwest, the Oregon lines have 
suffered a considerable loss of earnings, but 
the lorge and decided improvement upon all 
portions of thesystem has more than com- 
pensated for it, and promise a very gratify- 
ing increase of earnings for the whole 
system for the current year. The board 
depr. cates the practical abandonment of the 
roads in construction two years ago in Ore 
gon, 

GEORGIA CENTRAL ROAD, 

NEw YORK, Sept. 24.—At a meeting ofthe 
Georgia Central to-day H. B. Hollins was 
elected chairman and by a formal resolution 
was given authority to investigate the affairs 
of the company, with the view of arranging 
for its speedy reoruvanization. Actingon this 
resolution he held a conterence with Receiver 
Connor, Cashier Cunningham and Auditor 
McIntyre of the Georgia Central and submit- 
ted alist of questions on points on which 
they desired information. The Georgia Cen- 
tral officials will send the desired in- 
formation from Savannah next week. 
ihe parties who have been 
working with Speyer & Co. arein close rela- 
tions with the Hollins committee and will 
support It in its efforts to effect a reorganiza- 
tion.

Ing fuentiy, among many others, Arabic, — 
Armenian and Russian. He ts the Cardinal 
in Disraeli’s novel, ‘*Lothair.’* Perhaps tf 
we knew the heart history of Edward How- 
ard before he exchanged the scarlet coat for 
the biack gown it would be a romance worth 
reading. 


I spoke last Sunday of Margaret Fuller and 
ofthe irreparable loss té& literature of the 
history of the Roman Revolution of 1548, which 
she wrote as an eye witness and which per- 
ished with her on Fire Isiand beach. It was 
a strange and yet Kindly fate that drew ta- 
gether for a Hittle while ip the 
mutual sympathy of a common cause, . 
the most remarkable of American women, 
and the noblest Itallan of modern times 
Joseph Mazzini. They met, for the first 
time, Ithink, at Carlyle’s house in Cheyne 
Row, London—where so many notable peo- 
ple have met—anias Margaret was then on 
her way toltaly to study the political situa- 
tion on the spot, as an ardent champion of 
Italian freedom, they became fast friends 
atonce, After that meeting ‘‘Miss Fuller** 
is frequently mentioned in Magzini’s letters, 
He had then (1846) opened a night school in 
London for Italian organ boys, and one Sun-'. 
day evening Margaret paid him a visit—-when 
an incident occurred which he could never 
recall without deep emotion. Being asked to 
address the boys, she rose, spokea few words 
of earnest sympathy, then burst into tears, 
and could say no more, save ‘‘God biess 
you!’’ : 

They met again, and for the last time, in: 
Rome, in 184% In a letter written home 
Margaret said: 

‘*Last night I heard a ring, then somebody 
speak my name—the voice struck upon me 
atonce. He looks more divine than ever, 
after allhis new and strange sufferings. He 
stayed two hours and we talked, though 
rapidly, of everything. He hopes to come 
often; but the crisisis tremendous and ell 
will come on him, since, if anyone can save 
Italy f rom her foes, inward or outward, It 
will be he, But he is very doubtful whether 
this be possible; the foes are too many, too 
strong and too subtle. I only grieve I 
cannot ald him. Freely would 
Igive my Ife toaid him, only bargaining for 
a quick death. I don’t. Ke siow torture, 
Ifear that itisin reserve for him to survive 
Mefeat. * * * Mazgziniis a great man; ig 
mind a great poetic statesman, in heart a 
lover, in action decisive, and as full of re- 
sources asa Cesar. Dearly dol love him,.** 

Sixteen months iater Margaret was at rest 
beneath the sad sea waves. Magzsini lived 
twenty-two vears longer—lived to see ‘Italy 
free from the Alpstothe Adritatic.’* Eighty 
thousand Italians followed hig coffin to the 
grave, and his name and fame will endure 
while grass grows and water runs on [Italian 
soil, 


Only we old people—ana not very many of 
us—remember anything about Anna Letitia 
Bartyuld, who had rather more than 
respectable rank in English literature fifty oF 
sixty years ago. In those faraway days, 
‘*Evenings at Home,’’ *‘Early Lessons for 
Children,’’ ‘*‘Hymns in 
others were bodks to 
in every well-selected library; 
much better booss, I may say, than 
many that get into libraries of the present 
generation, ‘rs. Barbauld—who was a suc- 
cessful teacher as well ag writer—Wwas & ré- 
markable woman tn many ways; one of ‘*the 
old school women’’ now gone 
quite out of fasiton, and not likely to 
return. Dying in 18%, at the age of 
82, she retained her mental! faculties in undi- 
minisbea vigor almost to the jagt, and with 
thema perfect equanimity and cheerfulness 
which the approach of death did notin the 
least disturb. The feelings with which she 
contemplated and waited forthe inevitable 
event, are shown inthis littl poem—which 
has been a favorite of mine since I first saw 
it, I will not say how long ago.

It 
has not forgotten those two epistolary incidents 
ofthe Foster ‘‘fat frying’’ circular and Dudiey’s 
**blocss of five’’ i:etter. And it is not ready 
to believe the chief participants iu those outrageous 
performances and the principal beneficiaries of this 
wholesale corruption are other than hypocrites and 
belayersof the country’s welfare. The liavenport 
bill, instead of being in the interestof pure elec- 
tions,is a direct thrust at them To prevent 
such scenes as characterized the elections of 
1888, several States have recently passed 
reform laws which, It is believed, will make bribery 
end intimidation almost impossible. New York has 
such alaw. In Indianatnereis one. In Connecti- 
cut and New Jersey, each have one. Numerous 
other -tates now have them. But the Davenport 
bill, if enforced, wouid practically render those laws 
useless, aitheugh its provisions are carefully 
worded to produce an opposite impression.

AN OLD STORY OF DUPLICITY AND 
SWINDLING RETOLD. 


Dismissal of an Indictment Found Against 
Him in New York City Twenty-Nine 
Yeoars Ago-—Suicide While Insane as a 
Result of a Murderous Assault. 


New YorK, Sept, 24.—An indictment 
twenty-nine years old against Zugene Mit- 
kiewicz, Count, adventurer, man of the 
world and all-around social enigma, was dis- 
missed yesterday by Recorder Smith on mo- 
tion of District Attorney Nicoll. This docu- 
ment, found by a Grand-jury in 1863 when 
Oakey Hall was District Attorney, had never 
been acted upon, but why is not and may 
never tie known, Thefirst known of Mitkie- 
wicz in this country, wasin 1863, in Novem- 
ber of that year, when the great Russian ball 
(to officers of the Russian fleet in this harbor) 
took piace. At that ball he figured 
asaman called Count Mitklewicz. He was 
tLere presented to a young beauty of the 
greatest respectability, Miss Julia Lumelino 
of No. 61 East Fifty-fifth street. With her 
mother’s permission he called on her and in- 
gratiated himself intothe good opinion of 
the hostess and daughter. During the 
call the Count’s attention was attracted toa 
beautiful dlamond ring on the young lady’s 
finger. The young lady took the jewel off 
and handed it to him. The Count, as the 


story goes, succeeded in slipping the | 


ring on his little finger and “finally 
succeeded in changing the subject of 
conversation. An hour or two passed and the 
Count, as other visitors dropped in, bade his 
hostess adieu and made ready to depart, 
when the young lady asked for her ring. It 
is alleged that he expressed great surprise 
and assured her that he had given it 
back. Asthe well-bred beauty was unwill- 
ing to create a scene, it Is said the illustrious 
foreigner was allowed to depart without 
further questioning. Thering, it is alleged, 
contained two stones worth $1.250. Shortly 
afterward, as the indictment averred, the 
Count returned the ring to Miss Lumelino 
with profuse apologies, saying he had 
accidentally found it in his pocket. Some 
time after this the gemsin the ring were

WHILE INSANE RESULTING FROM A MURDEROUS 
ASSAULT. 

MASCOUTAH, Ill., Sept. 24.—A post-mortem 
examination of the remains of John Piatt, 
the young man who committed suicide by 
hanging himself yesterday, was made this 
afternoon by County Coroner Alexander 


Woods and Dr. Carl Rombes. After the post-

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


HUGH O'DONNELL, THE HOMESTEAD STRIKER, 
REFUSED BAIL. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 24.—In the Crimtnal 
Court this morning Judge Porter handed 
down a decision in the application of Hugh 
O’Donnell, the Homestead strike leader, 
charged with complicity inthe murder of J. 
W. Kline, a Pinkerton detective. The appli- 
cation was refused and O'Donnell must re- 
main in jail until histrfal. When O’ Donnell 
was brought in from the jail be looked cheer- 
ful, and evidently expected to be released.

HEAD-END COLLISION, 


TWO ENGINES COME TOGETHER WITH DIS- 
ASTROUS RESU'TTS. 


PperRU, Ind. Sept. 24.—A disastrous wreck 
occurred this evening atthe west endof the 
city. It was a head-end collision be- 
tween a west-bound freight and train 44, 
fast express on the Wabash Rallroad. 
engines were badly wrecked. The express 
car completely telescoped the passenger and 
thentumbled down an embankment, burst- 
the car open.

LOUIS, 
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J. J. MeNally Tells His Experi- 
ence at the Four Courts. 


Since Early in 1889 He Has Tried to 
Prosecute a Criminal. 


*. 


HE COMES BACK FROM VIRGINIA TO 
MAKE ONE MORE EFFORT. 


A Court of Criminal Correction Record 
Makes a Showing Which He Stands 
Reacy to Swear Is False—Sheriff Pohl- 
man’s Subpenas—He Says Everything 
Possible Has Beson Done to Wear Out 
the Prosecution—His Story. 


If there are any people in this city who still 
believe that what has been written and said 
of Four Courts methods is overdrawn, unjust 
or exaggerated let him read this story and 


ponder, : 

It is the story of a man who had been 
robbed of all he possessed on this earth, who 
had located the thief and had the 
satisfaction of seeing him captured 
by the police, who had every 
reason to expecta speedy trialand the con- 
viction of the culprit atthe bar of justice, 
and yet was doomed to disappointment. 

It isa sample of Four Courts justice, show- 
ing how the very officers of the law defeat 
{ts enforcement and stand between the crim- 
inals and the ends of justice. 

It is the story of a longand persistent ef- 
fort to wear outthe prosecution that should 
have been successful. 

To-day thereis a man in St. Louis who 
nearly four years ago was robbed of $1, 434. 50, 
a@ndhas so far received neither money nor 
redress. There is also in the city to-day, un- 
less he has received a kindly tip from his 
friends at the Four Courts, the mdn who was 
accused of stealing the money—arrested, in- 
dicted by the Grand-jury and released on 
Dail. In all these years the case never 
came to trial. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The history ofthe caseis peculiar; outside 
of St. Louis it would be unique, here it is typ- 
ical of Four Courts methods. On March 12, 
1889, J. J. McNally, a publisher of mercantile 
directories, was robbed of $1,434.50. This 
money wasin his trunk in a room he had 
rented from a Mrs. Lynn over Capelli’s sa- 
loon on Fourteenth and Chestnut streets. 
One thousand dollars of the amount was in 

-enbacks, $399.50 wasin gold, and $35 In sil- 
r. Among the gold was an English sover- 
eign, which Mr. McNaliy had carried for 
‘twentj-six years and on which was a pri- 
vate mark by which he could readily identify 
it. When Mr. McNally discovered his loss he 
reported it to the police, furnishing a com- 
plete description of the money and offering 
$400 reward, Mrs. Lynn, his landlady, has 
acson living witn her, Kobert Lee Nor- 
man. He had a large amount of gold 
changed to paper money atthe pawnshop of 
Julius Van Raalte. He offered a sovereign in 
exchange, but the broker would not take it. 
The next day Mrs. Norman offered the money 
toa Mrs. McCowan of 1210 Washington ave- 
nue in payment for a board bill, and the lady 
sent her servant to the grocer’s withit. On 
his refusing to change it, Mrs. McCowan said 
it was no good, but Mrs. Norman said it must 
be, for had been given it to her the night 
before. 

When the police heard of the story Norman 
was arrested, accused of stealing $1,434.50. 
He was released on a bond of $800. When the 
Grand-jury got bold of the papers he was in- 
dicted, re-arrested and his bond raised to 

2,509. 

' From the very first the greatest difficulty 
was experienced in getting the case to trial. 
Continuance after continuance was granted 
{n the Court of Criminal Correction, all un- 
necessary and taken against his wishes Mr. 
McNally avers, but on the récords of the 
court they appeared as having been granted 
witb his consent. ? 

The witnesses for the prosecution were all 
business people, who were worried and an- 
noyed beyond endurance by the seemingly 
useless attendance incourt, The case was 
continued five times in the Court of Criminal 
Correction and as often in the Criminal 
Court. . 

The history of the continuances is a small 
matter compared with other proceedings in 
this remarkable case. The subpcenas made 
out and served by Sheriff Pohlman’s deputies 
were misleading and deceptive. 

Issued on Nov. 10, 1889, they were not 
served on the State’s witnesses until Dec, 2, 
the day previous to the day set for the hear- 
ing of the case In the Criminal Court. Another 
queer feature is that on the subpcnas the 
date set for appearance called for ‘‘Dec. 3d,’’ 
the *‘d’’ being made exactly like a cipher, so 
that it would certainly be read _ tlJec. 30. 
What made it more misleading was that the 
Gate of service written exactly below ap- 
peared Noy, 10, with no ‘*th’’ behind the 
P30, °! 

Of the sfx witnesses. for Norman, all but 
one were served personally, while he was 
reached with a copy summons. Out of 
the nine witnesses for the State only 
three were served personally, aithough they 
were mostly business people, their addresses 

were furnished and they were people who 
had a settled place ofabode. Remembering 
galithisand adding to it his present treat- 
ment, is it wonderful that Mr. McNally 
should despair of receiving justice in St. 
Louis? 

While the charge presented by Mr. McNally 
against Norman was pending the defendant, 
he says, committed another offense of a more 
trivial nature—the theft of an overcoat from 
a fellow prisoner in jail. Instead of prose- 
cuting himon the prior and more serious 
charge of the theft of over $1,400, he 
was permitted to accept sentence 
for the minor offense. Thistemporarily dis- 

ed of the charge Mr. McNally had made, 

as nothing was done during the delendant’s 
confinement: Afterthis sentence wag sat- 
Mr. McNally yd he reasonably ex- 

scted his case would ushed, but another 
vial proceeding against Norman inter- 
vyened and now he has eome nearly a 
thousand miles to make another effort to 
ecute this case. !His success he tells him- 

sif in his story of his visit to the Four Courts. 

After despairing of ever bringing the case

of time ep opinion might have wrought a 
remed the crying abuse. He had learned 
from the Sheriff of Clinton Couuty, Mo., that 
Lee Norman, the defendant, had been re- 
leased from the penitentiary, where he had 
served a term for grand larceny, and was 
again in 8t. Louis. Laying aside his business, 
he at once came to'this city. 

Last Tuesday found him again within the 
walis of the Four Courts, whose flags he had 
trod almost as often and opelessly as Bon- 
nhivard in the dungeon of Chillon. He made 
his way to the office ofthe Circuit Attorney 
and introduced himself. He recalled tothe 
memory of the officers the details of his case. 
He added that he had learned that Lee Nor- 
man was in 8st. Louls, and that 
he had laid aside his business 
and traveled 1,000 miles to assist in 
bringing him to justice. The attorney’s an- 
Swer was that he would have tosee the proper 
officer before doing anything with the case 
and invited Mr. McNally to call again.’’ 

He left still hopeful that justice might be 
done him, but hope died when he called the 
nextday, The attorney told him thatthe 
proper officer had not been seen. Not one 
word of encouragement, sympathy or hope 
was added tothe curt sentence of dismissal. 

That same sentence was repeated forthe 
fourth time yesterday morning and Mr. Mc- 
Nally has again learned that the ends of jus- 
tice are not all that are served at theSt. 
Louis Four Courts.

It Promises to Eclipse All Previous Ex- 
hibitions. 


In just one week from to-morrow the big 
Fair willagain be the center of attraction 
to the thousands of people who yearly visit 
St. Louis, and the directors of the time-hon- 
ored association which has done so very 
much toadvertise and build up St. Louis, 
are happy tn the belief that the coming Fair 
will be one ofthe best ever held.

Among the cattle al- 
ready booked to Col. Clarkson are 
fourteen head of Herefords of the Latham 
and eighteen of the Clough and thirteen of 
the Washington (Pa.) herds. The shorthorns 
include fourteen of the Fisher, twelve or the 
Robbins, thirteen of the Albin, ten of the 
York and fifteen of the David McKay herds. 
The list also contains many Ayrshires, Jer- 
seys and Holsteins. 

orse entries are also coming fast, among 
which are antmalsof very highclass. The 
cream of the Kentucky saddle«jorses and 
coachers are promised, and the best draft 
horses the world can present will also 
show. One lot in particular will at- 
tract great attention in: the ring. This 
isthe exhibit of draft horses of different 
breeds whichis to be shown at the World’s 
Fair next year as the Nebraska.State Fair 
exhibit of heavy horses. These horses are 
the property of Mr. Frank lams of St. Paul, 
Neb,, and consist of different breeds, 
namely, Clydesdales, Shiresand Black Per- 
cherons.

Wanted in Springfield, Mo., for Embezzile-

A case of alleged embezziement in whicha

On Friday night Acting Chief Reedy re- 
ceived a telegram from Sheriff John C. Day 
of Springfield, Mo., notifying him to arrest 
on arrivalat the Union Depotone Gustave 
Gall, wanted at Springfield ona charge oT 
embezzlement. The telegram stated that 
Gall would be met at the Union Depot, on 
the East-bound Frisco train, by a woman 
named Dora Fuhr. Gall was described as 
being 5 feet 6 inches in height, with dark 
complexion, dark eyes, hair and mustache. 
This was all the information contained in the 
telegram. 

SPOTTED THE WOMAN. ' 

Detective Ziegler wasat once sent toth 
Union Depot to await the arrival of the east- 
bound Frisco train. He Kept his eyes open 
fora female awaiting the same train, and 
when it pulledinto the Union Depot he was 
rewarded by seeing a well-dressed and hand- 
some young lady start for it with an 
eagernes that showed she was awaiting 
someone with considerable anxiety. Ziegler 
followed the woman closely, ana when she 
met, witha decidedly effusive and affection- 
ate welcome, & man who alighted from that 
train and who answered Gall’s description 
the detective promptly stepped up to the 
joyful couple and placed the man under 
arrest. Ziegler had not made a mistake. 
The prisoner was Gustave Gall, and 
when he was taken to the Four Courts his 
feminine companion, who was none other 
than Miss Dora Fuhr, went loyally with him, 
only leaving him when, aftera brief exam- 
ination before Acting Chief Reed

THE WARRANT FROM SPRINGFIELD, 

This morning Deputy sheriff H. C. Green of 
Springfield arrived in St. Louls for that pur- 
pose. He produced a warrant for Gall’s ar- 
rest on a charge of having embezzled $250 
from the Springfield wholesale liquor firm of 
A. Schartt & Bro.. by whom, he stated, Gall 
had been employed asa traveling salesman. 
This was all straight and Deputy sheriff Green 
after having atalk with the prisoner stated 
that he would leave for Springfield with Gall 
in charge on the evening train. 

But beforethat time arrived there was an 
interesting series of affecting scenes, devel- 
oping aromantic story, enacted at the Four 
Courts. Miss Dora Fulrr made her second ap- 
pearance there, and from the moment of her 
arrival and conference with Gall, who 
had already ackdowledged his guilt, tele- 
grams to New York began to figure in the al- 
leged embezzlement case, These telegrams 
were addressed to Gall’s father, whose ad- 
dress, it was learned, ig No, 183 West Forty- 
fifth street, New York, and whols a wealthy 
wholesale liquor dealer, 

Miss Fuhr, while these steps were being 
taken, was considerably excited at the Four 
(ourts and was throwing out hints that the 
sudden arrest of Gall had been brougut about 
by enmity to him on the part of his relatives.

The Venerable Status Saved bya Skilifa 


Mechanic. 

One of the most wonderfal pieces of me- 
chanical work ever undertaken by human 
hands has just been completed abroad. The 
celebrated landmark of Venice, the Lion of 
San Marco, has, during the past months, 
been greatly missed from the top of the 
mighty column of the Marcus Place by 
strangers visiting the city of lagoons. The 
many centuries during which the city has 
lain in the shadow ofthe mighty monster, 
have gnawed at its vitals toa degree which 
made immediate repairs necessary. Last 
year when an examination of it was made, 
it was found that the statue had

fallen into more than fifty pieces,which were 
liable tocome down at any moment. This 
discovery gave rise toa desire onthe part of 
some of the ci fathers, to transfer the 
originallion to’the Civil Museum, and to 
make forthe Marcus column an exact copy 
of the historical monument. But the Vene- 
tians were stronuly Opposed to this, and 
urged that the original lion should remain 
inits place. Thereupon Sig. Luigi Vendrasco 
devised a plan torepair the damaged mon- 
ster. With infinite labor and care the 
decayed statue was lowered to the ground 
and its fragments carried to the arsenal, 
The experiment by which it was thought 
the loose pieces could be reunited by a'‘smelt- 
ing process proveda failure. Giovanni Bon- 
tempi, one of the finest mechanics of Venice 
was called in, and resolved to repair the 
fallen hero by welding the pieces together in 
the presence of several of the municipal 
officers. Morethan three hundred and fifty 
screws were used toreunite the separated 
pieces of metal, and the cracks and inter- 
stices were filled out with an inside lining of 
bronze. This difficult piece of work was 
brought to a happy close with marvelous 
skill. Nothing cat be seen of the repalrs ex- 
ternally, and as of old the Lion of San Marco 
bids the stranger welcome as he enters the 
beautiful city of the Doges.

1888, and is said to have found his position as 
an instructor of royalty a peculiarly pleasant 
one, while the Queen is enthusiastic over his 
merits as a teacher.

A New and Quick Method of Watering the

The machine for watering streets shown in 
the accompanying lillustration presente ex- 
ternally the aspect of an ordinary street car, 
in order that it may not frighten horses, but 
it consists in reality ofa large iron-plate 
reservoir filled with water, says the Scientific 
Axerican. This latter is distributed over the 
track and at the sides by means of a horizon- 
tal pipe containing numerous apertures. 
This pipe ‘is jointed at the extrem- 
ity mear the car, and can, through 
a simple maneuver, be lifted 
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against the side of the car to allow the pas- 
sage of the few ordinary vehicles that hap- 
pento be onthe street during the hours in 
which public sprinkling fs usually done.

rangeinent assures a rapid and regular 
sprinkling.

An old almanac for 1814 gives the following 
as the rates of postage prevailing at that 
time: ‘‘Forevery single letter by land, for 
40 miles, 8 cents; 90 miles, 10 cents; 150 miles, 
12% cents; 300 miles, 17 cents; 500 miles, 
20 cents, and more than 509 
miles, 25 cents. No allowance to 
be made for intermediate miles. Every 
double letter is to pay doublethe said rates; 
every triple letter, triple; every packet 
weighing one ounce, at the rate of four sin- 
gie letters each ounce. Every ship letter 
originally received at an office for delivery, 6 
cents. Magazines and pamphiets, not over 
fifty miles, 1 cent per sheet; over fifty miles 
and not exceeding 100 miles, i cents per 
sheet; over 100 miles, 2 cents per sheet.’’

BUILT ON SNOW, 


An Observatory on the Summit of Mon 
Blanc. 

Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
CHAMOUNIX, Aug. 18.—Several futile effort 
were made last year on the part of French 
engineers to build an observatory on the 
extreme summit of Mont Blanc, but the 
elements interfered in every instance. It 
was essential above all things to determine 
the density of the stratas of snow and ice 
which covered the rocks. Eiffel of Eiffe] 
Tower fame andImfeld, the noted Swiss en- 
gineer, in order to achieve success, began to 
erect a horizontal gallery about thirty-eight 
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feet below the summit. More than seventy 
feet had been traversed by this shaft-like 
structure in its downward course to strike 
reck bottom and, although the snow was 
found to be exceedingly hard and compact, 
not even ice Was reached. Engineer Janssen 
then began toerect a second similar gallery 
on the side opposite from Chamountx, where 
thefirst wasstarted. with the same result. No 
rock was struck. In view of this fact Jans- 
sen conceived the idea of erecting the build-

The city of Hamburg is one of the great | 


gateways of Europe which open outward for |

America.

Commerce has made Hamburg great. Next 
to London and Liverpool it is the greatest 
commercial place in Europe, and with New | 
York itis one ofthe four great seaports of 
the world. Its imports amount to more than 
a Dillion dollars annually. Fromit are sent 
thousands of emigrants to America, 

Hamburg les on the Lower Elbe. It is sev- 
enty miles from the North Sea and 171 miles | 
from Berlin, on the Upper Elbe. At Hamburg | 
the Elbe is broad and deep. The harboris | 
magnificent. There can be found more vVes- 
sels than are seen in New York Harbor. 

And itis inthis port, withits thousands of 
vessels and its intimate connections with the 
commercial centers of the world, that the 
scourge of cholera is more rampant than in 
any other place outside of Russia. Had some 
monster of evil selected a distributing point 
he could scarcely have found one more fitted 
to disseminate the germs of death. 

The harbor, until death placed its hand 
upon the people, presented alwaysa busy and 
picturesque scene, The quays extend along 
the right bank of the Norder-Elbe from Al- 
tona to the Billwarder-Neuendeich, a dis- 
tance of more than three miles, and accom- 
modate upward of four hundred sea-going 
vessels and as many Darges and river craft, 
The west end of the quay, opposite St. Paul, 
is chiefly occupied by the English colliers and 
the steamers of theHamburg- American Co, 
Adjacent is the Neider-hafen, intended 
principally for the reception of salling ves- 
sels during the season of floating ice, and 
connected with the Elbe with several outlets 
which are called Gatts. Further east are the 
Sandthor-hafen, 1,100 yards long and 100 to 
140 yards wide, with the Sandthor-quay and 
the Kaiser-quay, and the Grasbrook-hafen 
with the Daimann-quay and the Hubener- 
quay, both suited for vesselsot heavy ton- 
nage. The latter are used principally for the 
Atlantic liners. 

Still further east are the Ober-hafen and 
other harbors for river craft, und finally on 
the other side of the Elbe, on the small Gras- 
brook are the large Holz-hafen, or wood har- 
bors, for the storage of timber. Between tbe 
Brookthor-bafen and the Ober-hafen, to the 
south, is the large Venlo station of the Paris 
line. Nearitare extensive warehouses and 
custom-house premises, A little above the 
Station is the handsome iron ratlway bridge 
whose design looks so strangeto American 
eyes, 

The Steinwarder and Kleine Grasbrook are 
little islands opposite the Nelder-hafen. They 
are occupied by extensive wharves, the ship- 
building yards and the dry-docks of the Ham- 
burg-American Co. They command a fine 


foundation, but ‘the most violent storms of | 


view of the Hamburg quays, which are said 
to be the equal of any in the world, which its 
saying much, for it was popularly believed 
that no quays could ever hope to equal those 
of Liverpool. 

As itis this harbor which has made Ham- 
burg great, itisa good thingto know some- 
thing about {It from the first. And it is along 
this part of the city that the cholera was first 
discovered and there it is now raging with 
such fury. 

the wateris deepin the Elbe, and itis so 
large that the ocean steamers can come up 
intothe city. All the vessels do come up ex- 
cept the big twin-screw steamers of the Ham- 
burg line. One ofthe big twin-screws might 
make its way uptothecity, but there would 
be no certainty when it would beable to get 
outagain. Sonowthe twin-screw steamers 
land at Cuxhaven, onthe North Sea, which 
is three hours ride by rail from Hamburg. 

There are two rivers about Hamburg. They 
are smali, but they add muchto the attrac- 
tions of the city. They are the Alster and the 
Bille. Theformer, flowing from the north, 
forms a large basin outside the town anda 
smalier one within it, called the Aussen- 
Alster and the‘ Binnen- Alster respectively. It 
is about the Alsters, which would be called 
lakes or ponds inthis country, that the fine 
hotels, the fine houses and the fine shops are 
found, They are beautifully located, It is 
the fashionable part of the city. 

The little rivers, the Alster and the Bille, 
are discharged by locks into the canals, 
which are called fleetes. These canals make 
a network of the lower part of the city. They 
run off from the Eibe. There are many of 
them and on all merchandise is transported. 
There is no trucking in Hamburg to talk 
about. The cargoes of vessels and other 
merchandise is placed on large, flat-bot- 
tomed boats, which are poled about the 
canalsin a manner curious and strange to 
the visitor. 

Down among these canalsis St. Paull. St, 
Pauliis the Bowery of Hamburg. The con- 
cert ball and the beer garden flourish amid 
vay and furious fun withthe hawker and 
Zakir, The city is the most tangled up place 
imaginable. The streets wander about in 
the most haphazard way and everywhere the 
visitor comes upon water. St. Pauli is called 
a suburb. A fright-angle triangle, with 
the Eibe asthe base and the apex beyond 
Altona will give an idea of the general shape 
of the town. But- Altona Is not a part of 
Hamburg, it is a suburb. 

No one cantell where Hamburg begins and 
Altona leaves off any more than one can tell 
where Yorkville leaves off and Harlem be- 
gins, Itisa biz suburb. According to people 
who know all about these things, the city of 
Hamburg consists of Allstadt and Neustadt 
formerly surrounded by fortifications, and 
St. Paull, together with several adjacent vii- 
lages. “But Altona has been left out in the 
col 
THE greatest attraction of Hamburg is the 
Binen-Alster, Which is usually called the 
Alster- Kassin by the people of Hamburg. It 
is a beautiful sheet of water ofan irregular 
form and more than a mile in circumference. 
It is pounded on three sides with quays 
planted with trees and flanked with palatial 
hotels and handsome private dwellings. 
These quays are called the Alte, the Nene 
Jungfernsteig and the Alsterdamm. The 
fourth side, towards the Aussen-Alster, is 
laid out in promenades connected by the 
Lombardsbruche. The water is covered with 
launches and rowboats on summer evenings, 
and the swans have an uncomfortable time 
amid the pleasure seekers. 

Tne banks arethe favorite promenade of 
the city. Adjoining the Alte Jungfersteig on 
the southeast-are the Alster Arcades, where 
are found the fashionable shops. The ram- 
parts near Lombardsbruche overlook the Bin- 
nen- Alster, Which is three or four times as 
large as the other basin. The banks are 
studded with villas, which are overcrowded 

ust now by rich people, who are getting as 
— away as possible from the infested parts 
of the city. There are no cases of cholera in 
this fashionable part of Hamburg. 

The houses of therich people are modern 
and attractive. The houses of the poor have 
the appearance of great age and look rickety. 
The poorer quarters suggest great difficulty 
in maintaining good sanitary conditions.

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the Elbe intothe mouths ofthe people. But 
now the Government says the people may not 
drink of the waters of the river. 

The streets of Hamburg are well paved, 
and it strikes the visitor from New York as 
being a particularly cleanly city. In fact the 
streets seema most delightful contrast to 
Broadway. There is never any dustin the 
city. This is accounted for by the fact that it 
rainsin Hamburg nearly alithe time. The 
official records show that rain falls 3850 days 
inthe year. Sometimes it sprinkles for only 
a few minutes and then it pours for days and 
days. During the first week ih Autgust 
last, four days passed without any rain fall- 
ing, and it almost created a panic. No one 
could remember of sucha thing happening 
before. 

The city is soold that no one knows when 
it beganto be. But it is certain that as early 
as 811 the Dig and strong Charlemagne 
founded a castle at Hamburg, to which he 
soon added a church, presided over by a 
bishop, whose business it was to propagate 
Christianity in those northern regions. 

In 1810 Hamburg was annexed to the 
French empire, She rebelled in 1813, and then 
it wasthat Marshal Davoust wreaked ven- 
geance upon those to whom the sarcophagas 
is erected inthecemetery. After the peace 
of Vienna Hamburg got aleeg comfortably 
until 1842, when the city was almost de- 
stroyed by fire. It recovered from that and 
grewapace. Butits real ‘* m,’’ as they 
say in this country, began with the formation 
of the empire in 1870. Since that 
time the bulk of the foreign 
commerce of Germany has passed through 
Hamburg. Its population has increased al- 
most withthe rapidity of the cities‘of the 
West, andits increase in wealth has been 
even greater. In 1886 its population was 
about three hundred thousand. According to 
the German census oflast year Hamburg had 
a population of 620,000. This does not in- 
clude a number of its suburbs, like Altona, 
Altona has 200,000 people. Hamburgtis there- 
fore about the same sige as Glasgow and Liv- 
erpovoi, 

Many railroads run into Hamburg from the 
interiorand bring thousands of emigrants. 
It has become the chief embarking point for 
emigrants from Russia and Poland, It was 
gome of the Russian emigrants who are sup- 
posed to have brought the disease into Ham- 
burg. Between 30,000 and 40,000 emigrants 
leave Hamburg for America every year.

AN AFRICAN HERO, 


A Letter From Lieut. Von Buelow Describ- 
ing the Dangers of Africa. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 
BERLIN, Sept. 12.—A letter written to a 
friend in Berlin a week before his death by 
Lieut. Von Buelow, who lost his life in the 
Kilimandscharo expedition, has just been 
published in the. Militaer Wochendlatt, and 
throws considerable light on the terribie 
undertaking which the young hero contem- 
plated and which cost him his life. ‘‘Justat 
present,’’ he wrote, ‘‘Iam drilling my men. 
My entire company, consisting of 200 men, Is 
never complete, and I must fight with the 
force at my command as well as I can. My 
Sudanese soldiers are good reliable fellows 


and I am glad of it, for in a few days I shall 
be ordered to lead 

against the most 

of the Kilimandscharo, 

least twenty times stronger thanlI. But this 
isno more than our commonlot. We are 
often compelled to fight where either victory 
or annihilation stares usin the face, yet no 
one cares. Thechief Meli, who is expecting 
me, proposes toattack me nearavery dan- 
gerous mountain pass, and those who are not 
kiiled outright will be driven over into the 
abyss, Itisa perilous undertaking. but the 
way to Melileads only over this pass, My 
soldiers drill and shoot quite well, and they 
are good men on whom | may not vainly rely. 
There will be three divisions. A guide, one 
Lieutenant and two German subalterns, one 
cannon, a hospital assistant and a number of 
Carriers, who carry the knock-down gun, 
ammunition, tents, cooking utensils and the 
whole camping outfit on their worthy 
heads, will form one division ; 
one subaltern with thirty men must be left 
to guard the main station at Ikungen, in the 
Pare Mouritains: a Sergeant with twenty 
men holds Massinde, and with the coast 
guards at Kisiwani and Manamata, anda 
few malil-carriers, there is but little of fight- 
ing element left for the poor commander, 

‘*Beside filling the post of Commander ofthe 
company, lam also Imperial Commissary of 
the Kilimandscharo and Pare Dominions, the 
duties of which are quite onerous. ‘ThenlI 
bought a little patch of land in Tanga, where 
I established a lime-kiln, and have also had 
cotton and cocoa planted there. A few small 
vessels on the ocean are doing my trad- 
ing between my disiand of Jamba, hear 
Tanga and my coast lands. Some day when 
I grow tired of being on the wing d and 
night, I shall retire to my isiand, and devote 
myself to agriculture and cattle raising, for 
those, who, like myself, have lived seven 
years in Africa, are not content with Euro- 
pean climates, but remain here, nota bene, if 
no one kills them.’’ 

This letter was written onthe eve of this 
brave young hero’s death, anc reached its 
destination only a short time ago. Better 
than anything that could be said, it demon- 
strates the dauntiess courage of men, who 
take their lives in their handsin thé face of 
such unequal conditions, which make death 
certain, even before it is faced.

POWDERLY AND PROTECTION, 


HE WANTS FOREIGN LABOR AS WELL AS PROD- 
UCTS TAXED. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Sept. 24.—The Journal of the 
Knights of Labor, issued yesterday, contains 
a iong article from Mr. Powderly’s pen, 
boldly criticising Chairman Harrity and Gov. 
Pattison and denouncing free trade, Same 
time agothe North American Review published 
an article entitled ‘’Labor and Protection,’’ 
written by Mr. Powderly. The Democratic 
National Committee saw fit to print severa 
extracts from this paper and circulate them 
as campaign documents in the interest of 
free trade. Mr. Powderly has been hitherto 
a Democrat, but he _ strongly objects 
to anything he may have written 
being distortea into a demand for 


free trade. In his present article in tne 
Kiughts of Labor, Mr. Powderly refers to the 
proposed Pennsylvania constitutional con- 
vention which he says was ‘‘side-tracked’’ 
by Mr. Harritv, He then says: 

‘*Had that constitutional convention been 
held the people of this State would have been 
ina position to dethrone the imperial Read- 
ing combine, which insoiently slaps this State 
into silence througu its cowardly, or worse, 
oljiciais. It does more—it dictates what or- 
ganizations woriimen shall join; it organtzes 
an insurance scheme for the purpose of rob- 
binw its employes, notwithstanding the fact 
that it has not procured a ciiarter from 
the State of which Mr. Harrity isthe Secre 
tary; it browbeatsits employes; it deprives 
them oftheirrightsas American citizens; It 
is an enemy to American labor, ana on top of 
allthat itis supported and upheld by the 
Chairman ofthe Democratic National Com- 
mittee, who now attempts to make use of my 
words to help the cause that he is interested 
ln and which he wouid have people believe to 
be  friendiy to American labor, In my 
North American Review article I have 
not discussed the pferits of protection. 
One phase of it alone is referred 
to and, in saying that it does not adequately 
protcet the American workingman, I statea 
truth Which can inno way alda party which 
dare noi avow itself in favor of free traude— 
the opposite of protection. In Pennsylvania 
its candidates for Congress are running on 
their own platforms, some of them avowing 
thatthey do not agree with the national 
platforin or with Mr. Cleveland.

BABY FARMING. 


Another Chapter of the Misston Scandal 
et Hartford, Conn. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 24.—The second 
chapter in the Hartford City Mission baby 
farming scanaal was reached.to-day, a jong 
defense of Virginia T. Smith, the City Mis- 
sionary, being made public over the signa- 
ture of vonn Hooker. The defense is as long 
as a President’s message, filling twelve col- 


umns of a newspaper, and is of the most 
elaborate character. Mr. Hooker, whois a 
close friend of Mrs. Smith, is Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, a member of an honored 
family, and personally of the highest 
integrity. His wife, Isabella Beecher Hooker, 
is a sister of Henry Ward Beecher. The 
defense ig written in reply to a report by 
First Selectman Fowler, charging, among 
other things, that the City Mission has en- 
couraged Hlegitimacy by farming out infants 
and thus helped along the ruin of young 
women. The City Mission scandal has been 
the ruling sensation ever since the birth re- 
cently of an illegitimate child at irs. Smith’s 

rivate residence. This is because of the 
high social standing -of all those implicated 
inthe case. Thetown ihas split on the ques- 
tion, owing tothe extreme ioyalty of Mrs. 
Smith’s friends and the bitterness of her 
enemies. 

The charges of Selectman Fowler, as Mr. 
Hooker complies them, are: First, infrac- 
tion of the law owilne to the neglect of 
women boarding. children to notify the se- 
lectman;isecond, financial fraud in putting 
children pui for adoption; third, encourag- 
ing illegitimacy; fourth,maintaining secrecy 
in her actlons; fifth, encouraging young girls 
to sin. 

The defense openly acknowledges the first 
charge that the law has been vioiated, but 
says that no harm has been done, and it was 
wholly dwe toignorance of the statute. The 
second charge—that Mra Smith has mace 
money out of putting out enil- 
dren for adoption—the defemse alleges, 
hinges om the unreliable testimony of one 
woman. ‘This ts Airs. Catharine C, Daley, 
who says that Mrs. Smith took $20 from her, 
when the cost of adoption was much less. 

In retenence tothe charge of encouraging 
illegitimacy, the report says: ‘‘Mrs. Smith, 
as appears by the record in the mission office, 
has had, inthe fifteen anda half years that 
she has been City siissionary, over 1,209 
childrenin all pass through her hands on 
their way from wretchedness tocomfort and 
hope, and of these only twenty- 
nine were known, or supposed to 
be illegitimate. In the cases ofthe older 
children, and especially where they ceme 
from other countries, their condition in this 
respect was not always Known, but of all the 
babies that. ever came under her care lam 
assured that only twenty-nine were lIllegiti- 
mate, and of the illegitimate ones more than 
half were placed in the boarding places by 
the mothers, who paid for their board, she 
having nothing mere todo with the matter 
than, In some cases, to niake the mission 
responsible, and to receive the $2 a week and 
pay iteover, keeping a full account ofthe 
whole transaction on the books.’’ 

The charge of pernicious secrecy, is thus 
deait with, 

‘*Well, there has been scerecy in some of 
these cases, but this secrecy has been main- 
ly, in most cases . wholly for the sake of the 
child. This secrecy too, is sometimes used 
for the benefit of the unfortunate women. 
They are generally merely girls, led astray, 
and in their exegency are on a pointof 
a deeper descentof the respectability, andif 
publicity were given to degradation or of 
un ascent to their fall, it might 
destroy all hope of a better life 
ontheirpart. If they can be helped up, 
shall not everything be done that can be for 
that end? Is there any public interest in their 
bein crushed? I believe it to be the general 
rule in all the charitable societies that 
care for such women, to help them 
to recover their self-regpect, and with the 
awful lesgon taught thém, tostartonanew 
life with a feeiing that there is yet a respect- 
able place in the world forthem, and in such 
to keep their error trom 
public Knowledge, disclosing it privately to 
those who may employ them, and would 
have a right to know.’’

exposure and punishment, is emphatically 
deniedin an affidavit by Mrs. Smith and 
other affidavits by Miss Josephine Griswold 
and Mrs. Warriner, who are Mrs. Smith’s 
assistantsin city mission work.

When a man ora firm has builtup a repu-

In afdition to these chanves there is reason 
to beileve that Pr. Carradine will not be re- 
appointed to the First Methodist Church. He 
elluded to the probabie changein his pastoral 
relation at a late meeting of the congrega- 
tion quite feelingiy. He continues to preach 
his pecullar views on entire santification, or 
a perfect Christi life, and antagonized 
by such of his parishioners as are not willing 
toaccept such radical doctrine as scriptur- 
ally authorized.

'ehurehes, he makes upthe list of appcint- 


ments, which are supposed not to be known 
even tothe presiding elders until he reads 
out the names just before adjournment. 
The preacher has either to accept the ap- 
pointment and serve the church designated, 
or else lay down his credentialsand quit. A 
few years ago Dr. Irl Hicks, the weather 
prophet, was a member of the St, Louis Con- 
ference; he was appointed to be the presid- 
ing elder over one of the districts in the 
Boutheastern part of the State, declined to 
accept the appointment, and became a Con- 
gregationalist, having charge of the Church 
of the Redeemer, near the Fair Grounds, 


‘ which he gave up when he became celebrated 


as a weather philosopher, Several other able 
Methodist preachers have quit the ministry 
fatherthban eccept the appointment given 
them by the bishops. itis a theory among 
Methodists that the Bishop is providentially 
vided in making appointments, and faithful 
ethodist preachers are supposed to have 
thing to do with the list until called upon 
by the Bishopto fill the place assigned to 
em. An arbitrary appointment of the 
ishop sometimes displeases the congrega- 
tion as well asthe preacher, but loyal Meth- 
odists usually accept the pastor assigned 
them with due resignation, as they know 
that the next conference is but one year off 
anda moreagreeable change may then be 
ade.

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HOW THE SACRED WRITINGS HAVE 
BEEN PRESERVED UNTIL TO-DAY.

' , S8tudentsof Biblical criticism as well as 

- Egyptologists have been thrown into 

- feverish excitement by the recent announce- 

. Ment ofthe discovery in Egypt ofa papyrus 
Manuscript supposed by some authort- 
ties the « oldest Biblical manuscript 
extant. The precious document consists of 
a bundle of papyrus leaves, which when in- 
tact were 10 inches long by 7 inches in width, 
each sheet containing twenty-eight lines, 
written on both sides, with from fourteen to 
seventeen words onaline. The sheets were 
Dound together in the shape ofa book, ina 
primative though careful manner with strips 
ofparchment. The text in Greek without in- 
tervais between the words, The manuscript, 
judging from the place of its discovery, be- 
longs to the Alexandrine recension and 
probably antedates the Vatican or Alex- 
andrine codices, which would make it the 
most ancient of the Greek manuscripts 
extant. The interest aroused by this won- 
derful discovery may not make amiss some- 
thing about the other precious biblical manu- 
scripts in existence. | 

In the first place different languages were 
used in the original composition of the sacred 
writings. 

HEBREW AND CHALDAIC. 

The Old Testament was almost wholly writ- 
ten in Hebrew. Twochapters ofthe prophet 
Jeremiah, a greater part of the books of 
Daniel and Esdras and allof Tobias and Ju- 
dith were written in Chaldaic. The second 
book of Machabees, parts of Wisdom and 
almost all of the New Testament was written 
in Greek. The original gospelof St. Matthew 
and supposedly the epistle of St. Paul to the 
Hebrews were written in Syro-Chaldaic. 

Of course there are no longer autograp hs 
of the sacred writers, and the. material 
whereon they inscribed their inspired words 
is unknown, In the ancient days records 
were first carved on stone. Moses received 
the commandments engraved on tablets of 
stone, and Josephus telis us that the de- 
scendants of Seth, with foreknowledge that 
the world would be scourged with fire and 
water, inscribed their discoveries on tablets 
of brick and stone, one to withstand water, 
the other flame. Discoveries in Babylonia, As- 
syria and Egypt show that brass, terra cotta, 
wood andlead were used to perpetuate the 
history of the nation so that perhaps some 
day a startling biblical transcription of vast 
antiquity may yet be brought to light. In 
later days papyrus or byblus, a species of 
Dullrush that grows on the banks of the 
Nile, was usedas a writing material. Al- 
though the time of its discovery is not Known 
it was improved during the reign of Alex- 
ander the Great. Eumenes, King of Perga- 
mos, invented vellum in 250 B. C. 

JEWISH VERSIONS. 

There are no Hebrew manuscripts extant 
older than the eleventh century. The Span- 
ish, French, Italian and German Jews 
all had manuscript copies of which the wmost 
correct were those made bythe Spaniards. 
The Jews acknowledge two principal recen- 
sions or editions of the Bible proceeding 
from the celebrated academiesof Tibenas 
and Babylon which flourished from the fifth 
to eleventh century. The discrepancies 
between these two editions have 
been noted, after a diligent collation 
of the manuscripts of the Western (Tiberias) 
and Eastern (Babylon) Jews, made by Aaron 

Ben Ascher, President of the Academy of 
Tiberias, and Jacob Ben Nephtalie, President 
of the Academy of Babylon,towards theclose 
of the eleventh century. De Long in his 
Bibliotheca Dacea givesa complete list of 
the famous Hebrew manuscripts. The 
first printed edition of the en- 
tire Hebrew bible was issued in 1488 from 
the town of Incino in Lombardy. What man- 
uscripts were used is not known. The second 
edition was brought out in Brescia in 1494 in 
octavo. It was from this that Luther made 
his German translation of the Bible. 

In point of time the Greek manuscripts far 
antedate the Hebrew. There are quite a num- 
ber of them extant in fair preservation and 
the study and comparison of them has given 
birth toa library of books on biblical criti- 
cism. According to the opinion common 
among critics numerous Greek manuscripts 
that have. been jollated are fodnd to agree 
in so ‘many Characteristics that they 
are proved to belong toone class or family. 
These are called recensions because sup- 
posed to represent eacha distinct revised 
edition of the text. "The matter stands only 
as a supposition, however. Among those 
who admit families of manuscripts there is 
some division on the number of these. 

CLASSIFICATION OF MANUSCRIPTS. 

According to Griésbach, who gave this mat- 
ter profound attention, the Greek manu- 
scripts are redacible to three classes or re- 
censions: First, the Alexandrine, so called 
because in its characteristics it agrees 
with the quotations of the early Alexan- 
drine writers, notably Origen and Clement; 
secondly, the occidental or Western to which 
the quotations of Tertullian and Cyprian an- 
swer; thirdly, the Byzantine or oriental be- 
cause supposed to have been taken from an 
edition of the text madeabout the fourth 
century and used in the churches of the 
patriarchate of Constantinople. Michaelis 
adds to the above a fourth, the Edessene re- 
cension, made from that edition of the 
text that is represented by the 
Peschito or old Syriac version of the New 
Testament, Other critics have made various 
other divisions, while latterly some have 
asserted that the attempts to reduce the 
manuscripts to ciasses or families has proved 
utterly futile and vain. 

Among the most ancient and highly valued 
manuscripts of the Greek Testament now in 
existence are, first the Oodex Aor Alexan- 
drine, It was preseated by Cycil Lucar, 
Patriarch of Constantinople, to Charles I. of 
England, and is preserved in the British 
Museum. Besides the New Testament 
it contains the Septuagent version of the 
oid. The New Testament is defective in the 
beginning, and it also lacks a portion of St. 
John’s gospel and some chapters of the sec- 
ond epistle to the Corinthians. It 
is more ancient than = stichometry, 
a practice invented by a_ Ddishop 
of Alexandria of copying the texts in 
otixoi or lines containing as many words as 
ought to be read uninterruptedly. These 
phrases were of great use to the reader be- 
fore punctuation points were introduced, 
Hug refers the manuscript to the fifth cen- 
tury, but many critics have assigned it a 
more ancient date. 

Codex B or the Vatican manuscript, so 
called because preserved in the Vatican 
library at Rome, is written onvellum. It 
contains the Old and New Testament, 
though a great portion of Genesis and some 
of the Psalms are lacking in the formerand a 
great deal of the latter. Itisalso of the 
ante-stichometrical class. Hug, who has 
written a work on it, assigns it even a 
higher antiquity than the Alexandrine and 
refers it to the fourth century. Many 
critics will not allow it such antiquity, but it 
is generally admitted to belong to the fifth 
century. 

AGE OF THR VATICAN COPY, 

It was long @ matter of dispute among the 
jearned whether the Vatican or the Alex- 
andrine should be given the preference for 
antiquity and internal excellence. The 
general opinion seems nowto be in favor of 
the Vatican codex as the most reliable Greek 
manuscript that has yet been collated. 

Codex © or the ‘*Oodex rescriptus 
Ephremi’’ is an old and valuable manu- 
script written on vellum. It is a palimp- 
gest, the original writing having been in part 
erased to make room for the worksof 8&t. 

The original writing,

| Four’Gospels and Acts of the Apostles, writ- 


ten on vellum. It is preserved in the Library 
of the University of Cambridge, to which it 
was presented in 1581 by Theodore Beza. 
The Latin translation isconsidered as pre- 
sentinga portion of the old anti-Hierony- 
mian version of the New Testament, The age 
of the manuscript has been much contested, 
some placing it as belonging to the eighth 
century, while Michaeles thinks that of all 
Known Manuscripts it is the most ancient. 
It is stichometrical. Hug places it as belong- 
ing to the fifth century. , 

There is another codex marked D, con- 
taining a different portion of the New Testa- 
ment from the Cambridge manuscript. It is 
saidto have been procured Dy Beza from 
Clermont in France. It is a GreeKk-Latin 
copy of St. Paul’s epistles, written on vel- 
lum. It is preserved at the National Library 
in Paris, and is thought to have been written 
in the sixth or seventhcentury. Some held 
it to be the second part of the Cambridge 
Codex. 

Codex E contains the manuscript of St. 
Paul’s epistles, It formerly belonged tothe 
Abbey St. Germain des Pres in Paris. The 
seventh codex is known as the Laudian, from 
having been presented to the University of 
Oxford by Laud. It contains the greater part 
of the Acts of the Apostles and is the Jast of 
the stichometrical manuscripts. 

Only two importaut manuscripts are ex- 
tant that were written after stichometry 
had been laidasiae Oneis the manuscript 
of Oyprus, now in the Royal Library at 
Paris. It contains the four gospels, writ- 
ten on parchment, and is ascribed to the 
nineteenth century. The second is the man- 
uscript of Basil, preserved in the 
library of that city. It is also of the ninth 
century, written in capitals with the points 
according to the present system of punctua- 
tion. 

Prof. Heckler, the possessor of the lately 
found papyrus, says that itis the pressing 
duty of Biblical scholars to institute an organ. 
ized apd = scientific search for papyri in 
Egypt,'as tregsures incomprehensible may 
thereby be placed at the disposal of modern 
scholarship.

His armory increased 
with the importance of thecase on hand 
and with his ‘‘knucks,’’ biily, persuaders, 
cuffs and revolver, his ‘‘kit’’ is almost as ex- 
tensive in its way as that of the burglar 
whom he is seeking to apprehend, The 
French detective carries no implements of 
trade. He relies on his ingenuity, his per- 
sonal influence or, when the occasion re- 
quires it, his good right hand to assist him 
in making an arrest. Like the uniquely in- 
genious policeman already spoken of, the 
occasion will suggest some method of 
bringing a refractory prisoner to terms, 
For instance if the captive prove likely to 
run away’Monsieur will make him remove 


one boot, so that his limp will make recap- 


ture easy. Ifthe prisoner’sarmsare troub- 
lesome his nether garments are unbuttoned, 
sothat one arm will be kept busy holding 
them up. It is this resourcefulness and 
ready wit that have made him the well- 
known character he is to-day. SkKilled ro- 
mancers have woven his achlevements into 
thrilling narratives, and though the 
detective of French fiction is ‘an 
overdrawn, highly-colored character 
there are to-day on the Paris 
detective force men whose untold achieve- 
ments are as wonderful as anything that has

ever been celebrated on printed page. It is 
the novelist that has madethe Parisian de- 
tective a cosmopolitan hero. He illustrates 
very strikingly the ancient proverb anent 
the prophet and his own country. At home 
he isa member of the smallest though not 
insignificant portion of the police force. This 
brings up the consideration of the peculiar 
formation of the Paris police force. 

There are nearly 9,000 meninthe depart- 
ment all under the head of the Prefect de 
Police. He has three subdivisions under him 
—the office department, municipal police 
and criminal police or detectives. The latter 
body consists of 300 men. The Prefect or 
Chief holds office under the Minister of the 
Interior and generally goes out with his 
party; a very unwise thing, considering that 
ministries change almost as often as the 
weatherin France. M, Loze, the present in- 
cumbent, has remained in during the last 
two ministries. 

The office department is made up of bu- 
reaux and commissaries de police. The for- 
mer are nothing but machines for promoting 
delay and hindrances, the latter are of no 
earthly use for maintaining order or pre- 
venting crime. The office department exists 
solely for the purpose of making reports, a 
very bad thing where expedition is the one 
thing necessary, and delay invites fallure. 
Yet the bureau continues to exist and manu- 
facture reports. As nothing can be done 
without these, andasthe office department 
suspends operations on the Sabbath, dls- 
tracting complications occasionally artse. 

The Commissaire de Police is a personage

However, red tape rules in Paris and they 
don’t see it In that way. There are about 
eighty of these gentlemen stationed around 
in different parts of the city, and they repre- 
sent to some extent the Prefecture. If

the local commissaire, who forthwith 
makesareporttothe Prefect and he then 
issues the necessary requisition Or order to 
the proper department, For instance, ifa 
murder happensinthe middle ofthe night, 
the Commissaire must be waked out of bed In 
order that he may report to headquarters. 
The Prefect issues an order on the criminal 
police to place so many men under his 
charge. The marvelous success of the 
Parisian detective working under such an 
antiquated and dilatory system shows what 
a remarkably shrewd individual he Is. 

The municipal police foree consists of 
two divisions, the gardien de la paix, 
or uniformed police officers, and the 
ununiformed or special police. The guard- 
lans of the peace perform the regular routine 
work of the police force, maintain public or- 
der by their ubiquity and if anything hap- 
pens inform the Commissaire. The special 
or plain-clothes men have various 
duties. Some are lodging-house inspec- 
tors, who keep posted on 
the inmates of all sortsand conditions of 
establishments and inform themselves thor.

The criminal police or detectives, though 
few in number, are the really efficient corps 
of the Parisian policeforce. The department 


is called the service de la Purete, and is un- ‘ 


der a chief, at present M. Goron. He has 
four ‘grades of men under him, chief 
inspectors, brigadiers, sub-brigadiers 
and inspectors. The department con- 
sists of 300 men all told and has 
the duty of seeing to the repression of crime 
and the discovery and arrest of criminals. 
Considering the lack of numbers and disad- 
vantages labored under, the department 
does wonderfully clever work. This is prin- 
cipally due to the fact that every man is an 
artist, soto speak, in his line. Promotion to 
the rank of detective goes by worth alone, so 
that the men are thoroughly experienced. 
They are nota highly educated set, repeated 
experiments have proved that education is 
of nonssistance. Devotiontoduty, a habit 
of discipline, tireless energy, quick wit, 
courage, nerves, and above all a loveof his 
work are the qualities that make a successful 
detective.

Orion, Saul and Soudars. Of these perhaps 
Rossigral is the most celebrated. Of 
Sigantic build, herculean strength and 
possessed of the utmost sang froid, 
he is as much a hero among the classes 
who regard the police astheir natural born 
enemies as he is among the people to whom 
his existence is a safeguard. By day and 
night he explores every nook and corner of 
Paris. He wanders through the alleys and 
slums, into hell holes and thieves’ kitchens. 
He is welcomed everywhere and the crimi- 
nals who have suffered through his skill are 
proud ofa nod or word or recognition, 

Unlike the heroes of Gaborian’s romances, 
the French detective is not a lightning 
change artist,,who revels in bewildering dis- 
guises. Whenacrime has been committed 
and he is put to work onthe case he forms 
his theory. Sometimes from experienced 
judgment, sometimes by intuition. His next 
business is to locate his victim. If forced to 
it, he may callinthe assistance of the lodg- 
ing house police, but he will notdo it {ff he 
can help it, for the utmost jealousy exists be- 
tween them. When hehas located hismanhe 
adopts whatever disguise will give him an 
opportunity to study his prey, unnoticed, at 
close quarters. When the arrest is made he 
is finished. The Anthiopometric Depart- 
ment makes the identification, the Judge 
da’ Instruction must attend tothe trial, and 
it remains fora sentimental jury to convict 
or turn the culprit loose on the community. 

The faults of the French police system are 
its lack of members, the jealousy that exists 
between departments, cumbersome and 
complicated methods and above all the fact 
that its most faithful.and efficient members 


are underpald.

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For the last 130 years the tunnies have ap- 
peared inlarge schools on the Istrian and 
Tunisian coasts, while the Spanish coast has 
become strangely depopulated of the mack- 
erel monsters that used to inhabit the waters 
which wash the Hibernian peninsula. This 
is accounted for by the earthquake of Lisbon 
in 1755, which caused a decided sinking ofthe 
entire Spanish coast-lands.

A TRICK WITH BEAN PODS. 


Curious Contrivance Whichthe Unknow: 
ing Cannot Explain 

Make two parallel slits along the under 

neath part of one of the pods, asin Fig. 1, 30 

as to free the fibrous string which runs from 


end to end, leaving it uncut at the two ex- 
tremities; (Fig. 4). VUarefully shave the 
inner surface of this string until it is flexible, 
and take ali the beans from the pod. 

Make a hole through the middle of a bean 
(Fig. 3) large enough to admit of the passage 


of the string doubled. Cut off the ends of 
another bean, leaving the string which 
unites them intact (Fig. 2). 

You have now, in Figs. 1, 2and 3, the mae 
terlal for the execution of the seeming freak 
of nature represented in Fig. 7. Press/the 
ends of the first pod slightly towards each 
other (Fig. 4), sO as to bend it, and letthe 


‘detached string or the second bean, as sho 


in Fig.5. Allow the first pod to resume it 
natural position. As the pod straightens 
itself tne string will be drawn through the 
hole, bringing with it, in a loop, the string of 
the second pod, 

Now the question is: Howcan the bean be 
removed without breaking the bean or elther 
string? Todothis you have only to reverse 
the process here explained. Nothing can be 
more simple—when one knows how.

Paris, Sept. 14.—The publication of that 
most delightful book, ‘‘The Englishman in 
Waris,’’ which was issued in Lendon some 
weeks ago, has brought the name of the late 
Sir Richard Wallace prominently to the fore- 
“ground once more. Heis the undoubted au- 
thor of the work, and though it has been 
given tothe world without the name of the 
writer nobody that is at all interested in hig 
identity can have any difficulty In recognizing 
the popular sonof the Marquis of Hertford 
under the thin vell of anonymousness that is 
thrown over his personality. 

When visited Parisin the early summer 
of 1870 just before the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian War, that remarkable compound of 
vice and virulent temper with fine artistic 
tastes, the Marquis ot Hertford, lay dying 
in his exquisite villa Bagatelle in the Boils de 
Boulogne. To this house hangs atale. When 
Baron Haussman was completing his em- 
bellishments of Paris a decree was promul- 
gated that no private residences should be 
suffered to exist in the Boils. When the owner 


of Bagatelle was informed of this fact, he 


simply remarked with suave countesy: ‘‘I 
greatly regret the Baron/s decision, asI had 
made a will bequeathing my villa and its con- 
tents tothe Prince Imperial, and now I shall 
haveto make a new will, which will bea 
great bother.’’ 

This speech was instantly repeated to Na- 
poleon Ill., who forthwith issueda special 
permission to Lord Hertford to keep his 
beautifal house in the Boils. When the old 
simmer died his will contained ro 
mention whatever of the Prince 
Imperial. He had gained his point, 
and he had no Idea of leaving his possessions 
toany foreign Prince. He hated his lawful 
heir, the inheritor of his title, with un- 
bounded deiestation, and bequeathed all his 
unentailed property, which constituted the 
greater part of his vast fortune, to his ilie- 
gitimate son, Richard Wallace, afterwards 
knighted by Queen Victoria for nis great ser- 
Vices to the cause ofcharity. But he Kept his 
£0N all through his own life ina state of sus- 
pense as to his intentions, tbreatening 
him continually with a future of 
penery, and making his existence aS 
miserable as caprice and exactions could 
contrive. This son, aided by his motner, 
wWdtched over the deathbed of the vicious 
old man, whoscarcely deserved such unre- 
mitting care attheirhands. When he died it 
Was found that-be had left his son every- 
thing that was in his power to bequeath, not 
that he loved his offspring the more, but that 
he detested socoriially mis legitimate suc- 
cessor.

That was my first introduction to one 
of tho great private art collections 
of Paris. Most of the objects that then 
amazed and charmed ge have since 
adorned the galleries of Hertford-lHouse, the 
Loudon home of Sir Richard Wallace. I re- 
memberthem well, and especially the bed 
and window curtains and coverlid in the bed- 
chumber ofthe Marquis. They were ali in 
white satin, covered with flowers in colored 
siiks in the most exquisite embroidery that 
can be imagined. The set had been prepared 
by the city of Lyonsasa wedding gift to Marie 
Anttoinette, and had cost its purchaser 
a iew years before, no less a sum than $12,009. 
The water set, comprismmg the carafe, 
tumbler, sugar-bowl and small bottle for 
brandy, which always stood on a small table 
beside his bed, had formerly belonged to the 
Empress Josephine, aod have her mono- 
gram, surmounted bythe imperial crown, 
engraved upon each piece in high relief, It 
was an object to be enclosed in a cabinet for 
the drawing-room, not to be put to 
uses. ‘Then there were 
pictures everywhere, including several 
of the choicest ofthe incomparable series of 
Melssoniers now adorning the walls of Hert- 
ford House, and the famous replico of Ary 
Beheffer’s ‘‘Francisco and Paolo,’’ from 
Dante’s ‘‘Inferno,’’ the history of which is 
as foilows: 

‘*That artist, then in the height of his 
fame, never would consent to duplicate any 
of his works. Lord Hertford visited his studio 
in company with Prince Borghese to see 
this painting which had just been bought 
by the Prince. The Marquis took a 
fancy toit and asked what Scheffer would 
charge him io reproduce it for him. *‘Twen 
ty thousand dollars,’’ repiled the painter, 
thinking to get rid of his Lordship by that 
statement, forsucha price fora picture was 
as unheard of at that epoch as $100,000 would 
be to-day. But the Marquis merely aan- 
‘*T accept the terms,’’ and the 
painting was accordingly executed .for him. 

In singular «contrast to these art 
treasures was the series of 
mintatures that covered the 
waliofthe bed-chamber opposite the bed. 
There were scores of them, if not hundreds,

Even the balustrade of the principal stair- 
case is a marvel of workmanship. It 
originally ornamented the staifcase of. the 
National Library in Paris, and is one of the 
best specimens of the productions in ham- 
merediron of the Louls XIV. epoch that is 
knownto exist. The architects employed 
by the Government of the Second Empire to 
alter and enlarge the building alloted to the 
library, which was originally the hotel of the 
Cardinal Mazarin, caused the balastrade to 
be thrown outside as worthless amongst the 
rubbish of the demolitions, and the 
Marquis of Hertford bought it for a mere 
song. It is now valued at something like 
$18 , 000. 

The collection of old sevres porcelain fs in- 
camparably fine, and includes hundreds of 
vases Of all dimensions and of the most ex- 
quisite workmanship. Two of the articles 
‘are unique in their line and are consequently 
priceless, These are two milk pans with 
covers and long handles, painted with lines 


perfect preservation. They formed part of 
the plenishing of the Queen’s dairy at 
the Little Trianon, when Marie Antoinette 
amused herself with playing milkmaid, 

The great preoccupation of the hour in En- 
glish art circles is the question of the final 
disposal of this marvelous collection. sir 
Richard Wallace married a Frenchwoman, 
and as he died childless, his only son having 
preceded Him to the grave some years before, 
he bequeathed his art treastiresto his widow. 
Lady Wallace preserves ail her sympatties 
and her fondness for her native land which 
was also that of her husband’s birth, so it is 
very probable that at her death the collec- 
tion will be transferred to Paris as the founda- 
tion of the Wallace Gallery, which will form 
the best possible monument to Sir Richard’s 
memory.

THE OTHER SIDE. 


THIS TIME THE LOOK IS AT THAT DI- 
VERSION KNOWN AS SLUMMING.,

NEw York, Sept. 20.—A few years ago a 
new diversion Was created by that class of 
persons in this city who are concerned to 
think of new diversions for themselves. This 
new pleasure has gained in popularity with 
each year and is now one of the most popular 
fashionable amusements of the day. That 
there should be no possible misunderstand- 
ing of what slumming really is, and since it 
is hardly to be supposed that the unas- 
sisted imagination would be equal to guess- 
ing it, the following presentation of this 
amusement is set down. Aparty of men 
and women dine together and go to 
the theater afterwards, After the theater 
there is a supper and after the supper, as 
they sit around the table, sleepy but unwil- 
lingtogo home and to bed, someone hasa 
bright idea. 

‘‘Let us go slumming!’* hecries. There ts 
a general assent, in which the voices of the 
women are loudest. The chairs are shoved 
back, the party packed into cabs and whirled 
off to the tenement districts of the East Side. 
It is early morning, andthere are but few 
pedestrians on the upper streets, where long 
lines of cabs going uptown glisten for an in- 
stant under the lamp-posts and then melt 
into the darkness. Down, down Into the 
narrow deep streets east of the Third ave- 
nue goes the party. These streets are still 
filled with lights and that ‘harsh scraping of 
shuffling feet that teach one’s ears, if one’s 
eyes and nose did not declare it, that one is 
on the East Side, where people have not yet 
learned how to walk. Inspite of the light in 
the streets, the houses are dark and still, 
framing in occasional small squares of light 
where some worker or watcher, perhaps, has 
open eyes where other eyes are closed. | 

In front of one of these—any one will do, 
they are unspeakably squalid and fetid and 
damp—the carriages halt andthe party file 
into the low, narrow hall, Atthe first door 
the little groups pause and gather themselves 
together. One of them strikes sharply on 
the door with his heavy stick. There is no 
answer; everfbody is sound asleep. He 
strikes again and again, each time with 
greater decision than before, There are two or 
three sleepy tones inside, than a man’s 
voice, an instant’s shufflingof heavy feet 
acrossthe floor and the locks are turned 
and the door is opened. The man in the room 
strikes a light, he has been trained to do it, 
and the party intheir fine evening clothes 
press into the little room... Beside the man, 
there is a woman and there are several chil- 
dren, thrusting their little heads up through 
their rags like shy little animalsin a covert. 
Sometimes there are more men and more 
women; they sleep any where-—in the corners, 
on the table, if there is one, ona board set 
upon a barrel, in the barrel like so many 
kittens, wherever there “are square feet 
enough. 

This may be necessity, and it may be their 
taste, but whichever it Is it is quite their own 
affair. The heads pop out everywhere, with 
perhaps a ragged body to follow, with the 
Sleep sticking out all over it. Dull, dirty 
faces stare heavily and resentfully as the ex- 
quisitely dressed figures push in and out of 
the darkness, and gaze greedily and curiously 
allaboutthem, There are little, inarticulate 
murmurs from the ladies, perhaps of com- 
passion, perhaps of disgust. The leader 
asks a question or two sharply, then some 
one of the women edges towards the door. 
‘*That’s all,’’ says the leader, as they file 
out intothe hall and move on towards another 
row, 

So they go on, up into the highest lofts they 
can find, down into the deepest burrows un- 
der ground, This party of well-bred, refined 
menand womenhave a wonderful instinct 
for misery. Once on the scent they gostraight 
tothe most horrible lairs in thecity, They 
see men and women, filthy and covered with 
disease, lying Mke animals incellars where 
the water stands in pools all about them and 
where there is notone ventilating hole to let 
in even the foul air that reeks outside, They 
see little girls and little chilaren lying in beds 
with sick old people and incorners without 
beds. They see women soddenindrink and 
immodesty. They see mortal iliness and 
suffering that should be sacred to pitying 
eyes. For afew short hours they see the 
whole world groaning and travailing togeth- 
er; they drink in misery and supon sin, And 
then they go home. 

Have they come through this valley of the 
shadow of sin and woe inthe spiritof com- 
passion and help? Have they come as offl- 
cers of the law, to see that such sanitary pre- 
oautions as are possible are observed? Have 
they come with any human hope ofameliora- 
tion! They come tothese places, they go up 
and down and toand froand seethere plilti- 
ful human beings, for amusement, out of cu- 
riosity,to give themselves the pleasant shock 
of a new sensation, to De able to go away and 
importantly ‘‘tell about it.’’ 

This is ssumming and theseare slummers. 

It comes about in this way that such an 
outrage as thisupon the decent instincts of 
human nature Is possible. Necessarily these 
places are hot- beds of disease and contagion. 
In order to enforce such sanitary precautions 
as are possible the police and the health offi- 
cers of the city and their deputies have the 
right to demand entrance in any of the tene- 
ment districts at any hourof the night or 
day. This has passed intoaproverbD among 
tenement-dwellers, At the tone of authority 
their doors open. The doors once open they 
are able to distinguisn between authority and 
curiosity, but they do not think of resenting 
it; such is the inbogn habit of ac- 
quiescence in these foreigners, Be- 
sides, there is something else—some- 
thing that the callers do not 
take into account, something certainly 
that they themselves do not manifest—cour- 
tesy. Mr. Jacob Rilis—than whom there Is 
no better authority on these matters—says 
thatamong the poorest and most ignorant 
and most sodden foreigners there is always 
an instinct of the greatest courtesy, When 
one steps across the threshold of a Hebrew 
emigrant, the father asSumes at once some- 
thing of the air of an ancient patriach. The 
comer, no matter how latrusive and unwar- 
ranted his coming may be, is sure of being 
treated as if he were an honored guest while 
he is under the square bit of ceiling that 
stands for the patriarch’s roof.. 

The Italians, though less formalin cour- 
tesy, are not less kindly by nature. The Ger- 
mans have an exquisite instinct of politeness 
and of deference to those whom they consid- 
ertheir superiors. ‘‘I don’t dink he wos a

Slum ming results in no possible good to 
these people. It does resuit in evil. It 
pushes the two classes farther apart and It 
makes each class more distinctly consciohs 
ofthe breach. These people are always piti- 
able, often ignorant and stupid, sometimes 
vicious, but that is no reason why they 
should not be treated with human respect, 
Their dirty little rooms are just as much 
their castle as the finest homes on Fifth av; 
enue. The logical reverse of this proceeding 
would be for a party of tenement-dwellers to 
turn about some fine night and go up tothe 
| finest homes on the avenues, to batter at the 
| doors and callthe ownerdown. Then to say 
ito him: ‘*We havea fancy to know how you 
live. You have been slummingin our homes, 
now we are slumming inyours, We received 
you, now do you receive us!’’ 

Not many months ago Father Huntingdon 
gathered some of his slummed-to-death 
friends from their tenement homes and pre- 
sented them one night at the door of one of 
the uptown houses. The surprised owner 
was summoned and when the exploratory 
purpose of the expedition was explained to 
him the indignation that followed was such 
as might have been ex pected. 

It is just as impossible that slumming 
Should benefit the siummers as it is that it 
Should benefit the slummed. It is sad that 
human nature should become so easily harda- 
ened to the sight of numan misery as it does, 
Any one of us who its honest with himself 
must feel that insensibly, almost, but cer- 
tainly each year he does become calloused to 
the suffering and wrotchedness and poverty 
he sees onthe streets and all about him in 
certain parts ofthiscity. Said a Southerner 
to the writer not long ago: ‘‘I couldn’t live 
in this big, beautiful city of yours unless I 
could give millions of dollars away each year. 
I should die of other people’s miseries.’* If 
| this man were to live two years in New York 
| he would be able to walk through the most 
|afflicting portions ofthe East side and still 
| Keep an appetite for dinner. 

It is not to be inferred from this that slum- 
ming parties are supposed to go through the 
Sights they are soanxious to see without a 
pangof pity and occasionalaims. But no 


has any business to purchase for himself the 
satisfaction of a pang of pity by ignoring the 
first rightot these people—the right to se- 
clusionintheilrown homes. ‘‘But at least 
it makes us thankful for our own Diessing;,’’ 
sighs some sentimentalist, ‘‘and we go home 
contented for once to bearthe hardships in 
our own lives.’’ My dear sir and Phar- 
isee, do you imagine that the chief 
use of all the poverty and suffering and 
sorrow in the world isto give your own selfish 
contentments a chance to grow? And what 
kind of a gratitude do youcall that which 
needs such sights as these to give it an impe- 
tus? You would better plead guilty toany 
spiritual returns for your visit tothe slums 
thanthese. It ought to send you home with 
a single new resolution never again to have 
more than one coatto your back. If you let 
this into your soul there will not be room for 
anything more. As forthe occasional alms— 
it is of the ieast possible help. It is like drop- 
ping a pebble into an ocean of water and ex- 
pecting to see the level of the water raised. 

The whole scheme of slumming is cruel and 
impertinent and mischievous. Itisa gross 
insult to the liberty of which we boast De- 
fore these foreign brothers, and of which 
they have expected somuch. It panders to 
the meanest, sordidest and most selfish in- 
stincts of the prosperous and Keeps an active 
if hidden resentmentinthe breasts of the 
unfortunate. Thatitexists at all is some- 
thing to be sad about.

GEORGE WASHINGTON’s CHINA. 


A Pitcher Owned Here Which Belonged to 
the First President. 

Mr. J. L. Bernard, an employe in the Mis- 
souri Pacific Rallroad, living at 2227 Scott 
avenue, has in his possession a rare felic in 
Chinaware. It is in the form of a cream 
pitcher, which, itis claimed, was a part of 
a China set belonging to George Washington, 


A description of the pitcheris contained in 
the following copy of an affidavit, which 


Mr. Bernard produces to support the claims 
of genuineness for his relic: 


Mrs. Annie Crawford of Bellirive, Jefferson 
County and Stwete of Lilinois, has presented to John 

. Bernard of St Charles, Mo., a small china, 
eg co pitcher, holding about a pint. It has 
a purplish biue band two inches wide around the 
bowl, and another band of the same color and about 
half an inch wide nearthetop. ‘The handle of the 
pitcher is white and partly ridged, representing two 
acanthus leaves. It is cracked near the bottom, 
The bowl contains two allegorical pictures in white 
relief on the colored band on each side of the pitcher 
and one in front ofthe pitcher. The representations 
on the sides are encircled by white bands with a fan 
inthe middle of the top line. The picture on the 
right side ofthe pitcher represents achariot drawn 
by two boys and occupied by a female with an Infant 
inherlap. In her left hand she holds a fan at arm’s 
length and in her right over her right shoulder 
an ornament, In front of the chariot and 
between the two boys isarod encircled by a vine, 
The infant in the woman’s lap has its rightarm ele- 
vated and its left arm hanging by its side. 

The representation on the left side of the pitcher 
is achariot drawn by two panthersand occupied by 
a female, who is holdinga wreath with both hands 
at arin’s length over the left side of herchariot. In 
her lap there is a rod tied with rivbons. Above and 
between the female and the panthers is a male figur 
in a walking position and carrying a balance over his 
shoulders, with his arms resting upon the balance 


ar. 

In frontofthe pitcher and under the spout ts an 
oak tree on the right side of which is a fence. 
There are two small cracks on the rim of the pitcher 
and a piece is broken from the left side of the spout. 

The aboue described pitcher was a piece of Gen, 
Geo. W. Washington, the first resident ofthe United 
States, chinaware. It was given by Gen. Washing- 
ton’s niece, Elizabeth Warner Washington, to my 
mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Gill, about fifty years ago 
inthe State of Virginia. We were then neighbors 
of the Washington family in Clark County, Va.

IN DEFIANCE FROM PAUL 


IT FLAPPED 
JONES’ SHIP.

tional encampment of the Grand Army 

the Republic at Washington there will be 
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exhibited a relic that, it 1s expected, will 


cause the old veterans to raise the rafters fm 
transports of enthusiasm, It is the first 
Stars and 8stripes ever made. The flag is 
now in the possession of its venerable owner, 
Mrs. S. B. Stafford of ‘this city, She wilf 
hefself carry the precious burden to Wash- 
ington. ‘ =F 

Mrs. Stafford moved here from Natick, 
Mass., in 1887, bringing the fag withher. I§ 
ig the self-same flag that floated over Paul 
Jones’ ship Bon Homme Richard im her ene 
gagement with the Serapis, off the English 
Coast, Sept. 8, 1779; The fag was designed 
from Washington’s coat-of-arms and wag 
made under the direction of one John Browy, 
by the Misses Mary and Sarah Austin, The 
house in whichit was made Is still standing. 
in Philadelphia. The five-pointed star was 
used by direction of Gen. Washington, the 
stars on his coat-of-arms having bat fivd 
points. The flag was made in 1777 and car- 
ried by Paul Joneson a small vessel in the 
Schuylkill River. When he sallea for the 
English coast on the Bon Homme Richard, 
Jones took the flag with him. In this gréat 
naval engagement of the Revolution, Paul 
Jones lashed his shiptothe Serapis lest the 
Bon Homme Richard should be sunk. Aftey 
two hours of battle the Serapis gurren- 
dered and the next morning the Richaré 
sank. James B. Stafford, the father of Mra, 
Stafford’s husband, was a Neutenent on the 
Richard. During the engagement mast 
bearing the flag was shot away and Old Glory 
fellintothe sea. Lieut. Stafford plunged in 
after it, seized it and nailed it toanother 
mast. These nail-holes are plainly shown in 
the flagto-day. In rescuing the flag Lieut. 
Stafford received a wound, a saber cut in the 
shoulder, that maimed him for life. 

The flag was iater borne by the United 
States frigate Alliance. It was presented to 


its brave rescuer, Lieut. Stafford, who be- 


queathed it to his son, now the venerable 
Samuel Bayard Stafford of Lanham, Md. Mr, 
Stafford is an_ invalid, and visited his wife 
here this summer. 

The flag is tattered and torn, and its many 
bullet holes are carefully patched. One stripe 
is not an original, but was patched in entire, 
The flag has but twelve stars, as it was made 
before Georgia came into the Union. It ig 
about 6 feet square, A part of one end Is torn 
off. Mrs, Stafford, afew years ago, washed 


Ahe flag, removing from it blood stains and 


patches of hair. 

The flag was also historical in being the 
first fag saluted by a foreign power, for, 
shortly after the battle with the Serapis, the 
French vessels formally recognized these 
colors. . 

Mrs. Stafford has made arrangements to 
have the flag placed in the Smithsonian Insti-. 
tute at herdeath, as well as an old sword 
carried Dy Paul Jones and musket taken from 
the Bon Homme Richard, which has King 
George’s name and crest upon it. 

Lieut. Stafford’s career did not close with 
the engagement with the Serapis, for, al- 
though an invalid from his wound, he was 
sent to England and did some excellent 
secret service work there during the revolus 
tion. Lieut. Stafford settled in Allentown, 
N. J., at the close ofthe war. He was ofa 
literary turn of mind and wrote the follow- 
ing verses, which have never before appeared 
ina newspaper, although Mrs. Stafford oc- 
casionally presents copies of the poem to her 
friends. The poem is called ‘‘Paul Jones’s 
Victory :*’ 

An American frigate—a frigate of fame

Paris, Sept. 14.—The publication of that 
most delightful book, ‘‘The Englishman in 
Paris,’’ which was issued in London some 
weeks ago, has brought the name of the late 
Sir Richard Wallace prominently to the fore- 
ground once more. Heisthe undoubted au- 
thor of the work, and though it has been 
given tothe world without the name of the 
writer nobody that is at all interested in his 
identity can have any difficulty in recognizing 
the popular sonof the Marquis of Hertford 
under the thin vell of anonymousness that is 
thrown Over his personality. 

When visited Parisin the early summer 
of 1870 Just before the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian War, that remarkable compound of 
Vice and virulent temper with fine artistic 
tastes, the Marquis ot Hertford, lay dying 
in his exquisite villa Bagatelle in the Bols de 
Boulogne. To this house hangs atale. When 
Baron Haussman was completing his em- 
Dellishments of Paris a decree was promul- 
gated that no private residences should be 

-suffered to exist in the Bois. When the owner 

of Bagatelle was informed of this fact, he 
simply remarked with suave countesy: ‘‘I 
greatly regret the Baron/s decision, asI had 
made a will bequeathing my villa and its con- 
tents tothe Prince Imperial, and now I shall 
haveto make a new will, which will bea 
great bother.’’ 

This speech was instantly repeated to Na- 
poleon III., who forthwith issueda special 
permission to Lord Hertford to keep his 
beautifal house in the Bois. When the old 
Sinner died his will contained no 
mention whatever of the Prince 
Imperial. He had gained his point, 
and he had no !déa offleaving his possessions 
to any foreign Prince, He hated his lawful 
heir, the inheritor jof his title, with un- 
bounded detestation,jand bequeathed all his 
unentailed property,) which constituted the 
greater part of his vast fortune, to his ilie- 
gitimate son, pechake Wallace, afterwards 
knighted by Queen Victoria for nis great ser- 
vices to the cause of¢harity. But he kept his 
son ail through his own life inastate of sus- 
pense as to his intentions, threatening 
him continually iwith a future of 
penury, and making his existence as 
miserable as caprice and exactions could 
contrive. This son| aided by his mother, 
watched over the dpathbed of the vicious 
old man, whoscarcely deserved such unre- 
mitting-care attheirihands. When he died it 
Was found that he} had left his son every- 
thing that was in his|power to bequeath, not 
that he loved his offspring the more, but that 
he detested socoridially mts legitimate suc- 
cessor. Nothing thaticould be alienated from

In 1870, through fhe kindness of some 
friends residing in Paris, I obtained permis- 
sion to visit Lord Hartford’s splendid home 
on the Boulevard deg Itallens.. It wasa first 
floor suite of apartments over the well-known 
tailor-shop of M. Latirent Richard, and, Ike 
most Parisian residerces, however sump- 
tuous, presented no  exierior evidences 
of the riches ensirined within. He came to 
inhabit that house ima rather odd way. He 
had rented the rooms in question for a term 
of years, but his ways were not those of 
pleasantness, his fellow-tenants complained 
bitterly of him, anid the landlord conse- 
quently gave him warningtodepart. Hedld 
not want fto go; the situation in thea 
midst of the jgreat restaurants of 
Paris, ‘with the ever-varying panorama 
of promenaders on the great boule - 
vVards passing wuaceasingly before his 
windows, suited hinj to perfection. Soin this 
dilemma he consulted an intimate friend as 
to what course he had best pursue. 

**Buy the house,’’’was the curt but sensl- 
bie counsel. ‘ 

The Marquis took his friend’s advice. He 
paid rather a fancy price for the proporty, 
but with his colossal wealth the sacrifice ofa 
few thousands madé¢ nodifference to him so 
long as his wishes could be gratified. 

That was my first introduction to one 
of the great private art collections 
of Paris. Most of/the objects that then 
amazed and chagmeq ge have _ since 
adorned the galleries of Hertford-louse, the 
London home of Sir Richard Wallace. I re- 
member them well, |and especially the bed 
and window curtaing and coverlid in the bed- 
chumber ofthe Martjuis. They were ali in 
white satin, covered with flowers in colored 
silks in the most exXiquisite embroidery that 
can beimagined. ‘The set had been prepared 
by the city of Lyons as a wedding gift to Marie 
Antoinette, and had cost its purchaser 
afew years before, no less a sum than $12,009. 
The water set, cGomprismg the carafe, 
tumbler, sugar-bowi and small bottle for 
brandy, which always stood on a small table 
beside his bed, had formerly belonged to the 
Empress Josephine, aod have her mono- 
gram, surmounted)! by the imperial crown, 
engraved upon eachi piece in high relief. It 
was an object to be @nclosed in a cabinet for 
the drawing-room, not to be _ put to 
everyday uses. ‘Then there were 
piciures everywhere, including several 
ofthe choicest of the incomparable series of 
Meissoniers now adorning the walls of Hert- 
ford House, and thie famous replico of Ary 
Beheffer’s ‘‘Francisco and Paolo,’’ from 
Dante’s ‘‘Inferno,’’ the history of which is 
as foilows: | 

“*That artist, then in the height of his 
fame, never would | consent to duplicate any 
of his works. Lord Mertford visited his studio 
in company with: Prince Borghese to see 
this painting which) had just. been bought 
by the Prince. The Marquis took a 
fancy toit and asked what Scheffer would 
charge him io reproduce it forhim. **Twena 
ty thousand dollars,’’ repiled the painter, 
thinking to get rid bf his Lordship by that 
statement, for suchia price fora picture was 
@s unheard of at that epoch as $100,000 would 
De to-day. But the Marquis merely an- 
sywered, ‘‘I accept the terms,’’ and the 
painting was accordingly executed .for him, 

In singular contrast to these art 
treasures was | the series of 
miintatures that covered the 
Wallofthe bed-chamber opposite the bed. 
There were scores of them, if not hundreds, 

. alioftranscendent merit in point of éxecu- 
tion, some modern,jothers dating from the 
@ighteenth century; and every one repre- 
senting a subject ofithe grossest indelicacy. 
Whatsucha co liection. should exist hidden 
Bway under lock anil key would, even under 
~ guich circumstances, have been matter of 
gravest reprobation for its possessor, But 
such a shameless syjreading forth of pictured 
Obscenity proved mbre respecting the tastes 
and habits of their Owners, than volumes of 
written facts and ciliticism could have done.

as though a very glight addition would cause 
its contents tg overflow into the street. 
Even the balustrade of the principal stair- 
case is a marvel of workmanship. It 
originally ornamented the staifcase of. the 
National Library in Paris, and is one of the 
best specimens of the productions in ham-< 
mered iron of the Louls XIV. epoch that is 
knownto exist. The architects employed 
by the Government of the Second Empire to 
alter and enlarge the building alloted to the 
library, which was originally the hotel of the 
Cardinal Mazarin, caused the baldastrade to 
be thrown outside as worthless amongst the 
rubbish of the demolitions, and the 
Marquis of Hertford bought it for a mere 
song. It is now valued at something like 
$18 , 000. 

The collection of old sevres porcelain fs in- 
comparably fine, and includes hundreds of 
vases of all dimensions and of the most ex- 
quisite workmanship. Two of the articles 
are unique in their Iine and are consequently 
priceless. These are two milk pans with 
covers and long bandles, painted with lines 


of royal blue and with rustic scenes, and in. 


perfect preservation. They formed part of 
the plenishing of the Queen’s dairy at 
the Little Trianon, when Marie Antoinette 
amused herself with playing milkmaid, 

The great preoccupation of the hour in Bn- 
giish art circles is the question of the final 
disposal of this marvelous collection. Ssifr 
Richard Wallace married a Frenchwoman, 
and as he died childless, his only son having 
preceded Him to the grave some years before, 
he bequeathed his art trenstresto his widow. 
Lady Wallace preserves ail her sympatties 
and her fondness for her native land which 
was also that of her husband’s birth, so it is 
very probable that at her death the collec- 
tion will be transferred to Paris as the founda- 
tion of the Wallace Gallery, which will form 
the best possible monument to Sir Richard’s 
memory.

THE OTHER SIDE. 


THIS TIME THE LOOK IS AT THAT DI- 
VERSION ENOWN AS SLUMMING, 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOst-D1sPpATCH. 

NEw YorkK, Sept. 20.—A few years ago a 
new diversion Was created by that class of 
persons in this city who are concerned to 
think of new diversions for themselves. This 
new pleasure has gained in popularity with 
each year and is now one of the most popular 
fashionable amusements of the day. That 
there should be no possible misunderstand-~ 
ing of what slumming really is, and since it 
is hardly to be supposed that the unas- 
sisted imagination would be equal to guess- 
ing it, the following presentation of this 
amusement is set down. Aparty of men 
and women dine together and go to 
the theater afterwards, After the theater 
there is a supper and after the supper, as 
they sit around the table, sleepy but unwil- 
lingtogo home and to bed, some one lasa 
bright idea. 

‘*Let us go slumming!’* hecries. There ts 
a general assent, in which the voices of the 
women are loudest. The chairs are shoved 
back, the party packed into cabs and whirled 
off to the tenement districts of the East Side. 
It is early morning, andthere are but few 
pedestrians on the upper streets, where long 
lines of cabs going uptown glisten for an In- 
stant under the lamp-posts and then melt 
into the darkness. Down, down into the 
narrow deep streets east of the Third ave- 
nue goes the party. These streets are still 
filled with lights and that ‘harsh scraping of 
shuffling feet that teach one’s ears, if one’s 
eyes and nose did not declare it, that one Is 
on the East Side, where people have not yet 
learned how to walk. In spite of the light In 
the streets, the houses are dark and still, 
framing in occasional small squares of light 
where some worker or watcher, perhaps, has 
open eyes where other eyes are closed. 

In front of one of these—any one will do, 
they are unspeakably squalid and fetid and 
damp—the carriages halt andthe party file 
into the low, narrow hall, Atthe first door 
the little groups pause and gather themselves 
together. One of them strikes sharply on 
the door with his heavy stick. There is no 
answer; everfbody is sound asleep. He 
strikes again and again, each time with 
greater decision than before, There aretwo or 
three sleepy tones inside, than a man’s 
voice, an instant’s shufflingof heavy feet 
acrossthe floor and the locks are turned 
and the door is opened. The man in the room 
strikes a light, he has been trained to do it, 
and the party intheirfine evening clothes 
press into the little room.. Beside the man, 
there is a woman and there are several chil- 
dren, thrusting their little heads up through 
their rags like shy little animalsin a covert. 
Sometimes there are more men and more 
women; they sleep anywhere-—in the corners, 
on the table, if there is one, ona board set 
upon a barrel, in the barrel like so many 
kittens, wherever there “are square feet 
enough. 

This may be necessity, and it may be their 
taste, but whichever it Is it is quite their own 
affair. The heads pop out everywhere, with 
perhaps a ragged body to follow, with the 
Sleep sticking out all over it. Dull, dirty 
faces stare heavily and resentfully as the ex- 
quisitely dressed figures push in and out of 
the darkness, and gaze greedily and curiously 
allaboutthem. There are little, inarticulate 
murmurs from the ladies, perhaps of com- 
passion, perhaps of disgust. The leader 
asks a question or two sharply, then some 
one of the women edges towards the door. 
‘*That’s all,’’ says the leader, as they file 
out intothe hall and move on towards another 
row, 

So they go on, up into the highest lofts they 
can find, down into the deepest burrows un- 
der ground, This party of well-bred, refined 
menand women have a wonderful instinct 
for misery. Once on the scent they gostraight 
tothe most horrible lairs in thecity. They 
see men and women, filthy and covered with 
disease, lying Hke animals incellars where 
the water stands in pools all about them and 
where there is notone ventilating hole to let 
in even the foul air that reeks outside, They 
see little girls and little chilaren lying in beds 
with sick old people and incorners without 
beds. They see women soddenindrink and 
immodesty. They see mortal iliness and 
suffering that should be sacred to pitying 
eyes. For afew short hours they see the 
whole world groaning and travaliling togeth- 
er; they drink in misery and sup on sin, And 
then they go home. 

Have they come through this valley ofthe 
shadow of sin and woe inthe splritof com- 
passion and help? Have they come as offl- 
cers of the law, to see that such sanitary pre- 
cautions as are possible are observed? Have 
they come with any human hope ofameliora- 
tion! They come tothese places, they go up 
and down andtoand froand seethere piti- 
ful human beings, for amusement, out of cu- 
riosity,to give themselves the pleasant shock 
of a new sensation, to be able to go away and 
importantly ‘‘tell about it.’’ 

This is slumming and theseare slummers. 

It comes about in this way that such an 
outrage as thisupon the decent instincts of 
human nature Is possible. Necessarily these 
places are hot- beds of disease and contagion. 
In order to enforce such sanitary precautions 
as are possible the policeand the health ofmi- 
cers of the city and their deputies have the 
right to demand entrance in any of the tene- 
ment districts at any hourof the night or 
day. This has passed intoaproverbd among 
tenement-dwellers, At the tone of authority 
their doors open. The doors once open they 
are able to distinguish between authority and 
curiosity, but they do not think of resenting 
it; such is the inbogn habit of ac- 
quiescence in these foreigners. Be- 
sides, there is something else—some- 
thing that the callers do not 
take into account, something certainly 
that they themselves do not manifest—cour- 
tesy. Mr. Jacob Rils—than whom there Is 
no better authority on these matters—says 
thatamong the poorest and most-ignorant 
and most sodden foreigners there is always 
an instinct of the greatest courtesy. When 
one steps across the threshold of a Hebrew 
emigrant, the father uasSumes at once some- 
thing of the air of an ancient patriach. The 


comer, no matter how latrusive and unwar- | 


ranted his coming may be, is sure of being 
treated as if he were an honored guest while 
he is under the square bit of celling that 
stands for the patriarch’s roof, 

The Italians, though less formalin cour- 
tesy, are not less Kindly by nature, The Ger- 
mans have an exquisite instinct of politeness 
and of deference to those whom they consid- 
ertheir superiors, ‘‘I don’t dink he wosa 
goot gentleman,’’ sald a German woman not 
long ago, of a man who had 
her littie room with offersof help, ‘‘he didn’t 


pass me no compliments and he didn’t say it | 


wosa fine day and he sat on de table w’en I 
And sothe poor soul, 
exacting evenin her great @istress, had re 


fused the offers of help, so strong was her | 


instinct of distrust toward a gentleman who 
could not meet her courtesy with courtesy as 
great. The young women of the colieze set- 
tiement use these two words ‘‘exqulisite po- 


liteness’’ to characterize the attitude of the | 


tenement-dwellers toward themselves. 

These are the reasons that make slumming 
possible—the necessities of the law on the 
one hand, and on the other the Instinctive 


courtesy of the tenement people, who resent | 


the invading of their homes by the curious 
rich, but who never think of resisting it. 
Their very helplessness makes the offense 
against them greater. Asudden mischievous 
curiosity on the part of a lot of carefully 
bred, carefully fed people uptown asto**how 
the other half lives,’’ is no possible reason 
for thrusting themselves without a word of 
explanation or apology, without any desire to 
help or even to understand thelr situation, 
into the homes of these tried, miserabie 
people who do not understand, but who are 
anxious not to offend, and who allow such 
liberties because they 


really anxious to help others do not begin by 
pushing themselves into their homes in the 

mens and waking themupoutof a sound 
eep. 

Slamming results in no possible good to 
these people. It does resuit in evil. It 
pushes the two classes farther apart and It 
makes each class more distinctly consciohs 
ofthe breach. These people are always piti- 
able, often ignorant and stupid, sometimes 
vicious, but that is no r“ason why they 
should not be treated with human respect, 
Their dirty little rooms are just as much 
their castle as the finest homes on Fifth av; 
enue. The logical reverse of this proceeding 
would be for a party of tenement-dwellers to 


turn about some fine night and zoup tothe 
finest homes on the avenues, to batter at the 
doors and callthe ownerdown. Thento say 
to him: ‘*‘We havea fancy to know how you 
live. You have been slumming in our homes, 
now we are slumming inyours. We received 
you, now do you receive us!’’ 

Not many months ago Father Huntingdon 
gathered some of his slummed-to-death 
friends from their tenement homes and pre- 
sented them one night at the door of one of 
the uptown houses. ‘The surprised owner 
was summoned and when the exploratory 
purpose of the expedition was explained to 


as might have been ex pected. ' 

It is just as impossible that slumming 
Should benefit the silummers as it is that it 
Should benefit the slummed. It is sad that 
human nature should become so easily harda- 
ened to the sight of numan misery as it does. 
Any one of us who is honest with himself 
must feel that insensibly, almost, but cer- 
tainly each year he does become calloused to 
the suffering and wrotchedness and poverty 
he sees onthe streets and ali about him in 
certain partsofthiscity. Said a Southerner 
to the writer not long ago: ‘‘I couldn’t live 
in this big, beautiful city of yours unless I 
could give millions of dollars away each year.

I should die of other people’s miseries.’* If 
this man were to live two years in New York 

he would beable to walk through the most 
afflicting portions ofthe Bast side and still 
| Keep an appetite for dinner. 

It is not to be inferred from this that slum- 
ming parties are supposed to go through the 
sights they are so anxious to see without a 
pangof pity and occasionalalims. But no 
person,however solicitous of new sensations, 
has any business to purchase for himself the 
satisfaction of a pang of pity by ignoring the 
first rightot these people—the right to se- 
clusioninthelrown homes. ‘‘But at least 
it makes us thankful for our own bDiessings;,’’ 
sighs some sentimentalist, ‘‘and we go home 
contented for once to bearthe hardships in 
our own lives.’’ My dear sir and Phar- 
isee, do you imagine that the chief 
use of all the poverty and suffering and 
sorrow in the world isto give yourown selfish 
contentments a chance to grow? And what 
kind of a gratitude do youcal} that which 
needs such sights as these to give it an impe- 
tus? You would better plead guilty toany 
spiritual returns for your visit tothe slums 
thanthese. It ought to send you home with 
a single new resolution never again to have 
more than one coatto your back. If you let 
this into your soul there will not be room for 
anything more. As forthe occasional alms— 
it is of the ieast possible help. It is iike drop- 
ping a pebble into an ocean of water and ex- 
pecting to see the level of the water raised. 

The whole scheme of slumming is cruel and 
impertinent and mischievous. Itisa gross 
insult to the liberty of which we boast bDe- 
fore these foreign brothers, and of which 
they have expected so much, It panders to 
the meanest, sordidest and most selfish in- 
stincts of the prosperous and Keeps an active 
if hidden resentmentinthe breasts of the 
unfortunate. Thatitexists at all is some- 
thing to be sad about.

GEORGE WASHINGTON’sS CHINA. 


A Pitcher Owned Here Which Belonged to 
the First President. 

Mr. J. L. Bernard, an employe in the Mis- 
sourit Pacific Rallroad, living at 2227 Scott 
avenue, has in his possession a rare felic in 
Chinaware,. It is in the form of a cream 
pitcher, which, itis claimed, was a part of 
a China set belonging toGeorge Washington, 


A description of the pitcheris contained in 
the following copy of an affidavit, which 


Mr. Bernard produces to support the claims 
of genuineness for his relic: 


Mrs. Annie Crawford of Belirive, Jefferson 
County and Stete of Illinois, has presented to John 
L. Bernard of St Charlies, Mo., a small china, 
ng tm pitcher, holding about a pint. It has 
a purplish biue band two inches wide around the 
bowl, and another band of the same color and about 
half an inch wide nearthetop. ‘The handle of the 
pitcher is white and partly ridged, representing two 
acanthus leaves. It is cracked near the bottom, 
The bowl contains two allegorical pictures in white 
relief on the colored band on each side of the pitcher 
and one in front of the pitcher. The representations 
on the sides are encircled by white bands with a fan 
in the middle of the top line. The picture on the 
right side ofthe pitcher represents achariot drawn 
by two boys and occupied by a female with an Infant 
inherlap. Inher left hand she holds a fan at arm’s 
length and in her right over her right shoulder 
an ornament, In front of the chariot and 
between the two boys isa rod encircled by a vine, 
The infant in the woman’s lap has its rightarm ele- 
vated and its left arm hanging by its side. 

The representation on the left side of the pitcher 
is achariot drawn by two panthers and occupied by 
a female, who is holding a wreath with both hands 
} at arin’s length over the left side of herchariot. In 
her lap there is a rod tied with rinbons. Above and 
between the female and the panthers is a male figur 
in a walking position and carrying a balance over hig 
shoulders, with hisarms resting upoao the balance 


ar. 

In frontofthe pitcher and under the spout ts an 
oak tree on the right side of which is a fence. 
There are two small cracks on the rim of the pitcher 
and a piece is broken from the left side of the spout. 

The aboue described pitcher was a piece of Gen, 
Geo. W. Washington, the first !’resident ofthe United 
States, chinaware. It was given by Gen. Washing- 
ton’s niece, Elizabeth Warner Washington, to my 
mother, Mrs. Blizabeth Gill, about fifty years ago 
in the State of Virginia. We were then neighbors 
of the Washington family in Ciark County, Va.

IT FLAPPED IN DEFIANCE FROM PAUL 
JONES’ SHIP.

COTTAGE Cirr, Mass,, Sept. 23.—At the 
tional encampment of the Grand Army 
the Republic at Washington there will be 
exhibited a relic that, it 1s expected, will 
cause the old veterans to raise the rafters im 
transports of enthusiasm, It is the firs® 
Stars and Stripes ever made. The flag is 
now in the possession of its venerable owner, 
Mrs. S. B. Stafford of this city, She will 
hefself carry the precious burden to Wash<- 
ington. x g 

Mrs. Stafford moved here from Natick, 
Mass., in 1887, bringing the fag withher. I8 
isthe self-same flag that floated over Paul 
Jones’ ship Bon Homme Richard Im her ene 
gagement with the Serapls, off the English 
Coast, Sept. 8, 1779; The flag was designed 
from Washington’s coat-of-arms and was 
made under the direction of one John Brown 
by the Misses Mary and Sarah Austin, The 
house in whichit was made Is still standing 
in Philadelphia. The five- pointed star was 
used by direction of Gen. Washington, the 
stars on his coat-of-arms having bat fivé 
points. The fag was made in 1777 and car- 
ried by Paul Joneson a small vessel inthe 
Schuylkill River. When he sallea for the 
English coast on the Bon Homme Richard, 
Jones took the flag with him. In this gréat 
naval engagement of the Revolution, Paul 
Jones lashed his shiptothe Serapis lest the 
Bon Homme Richard should be sunk. Aftey 
two hours of battle the Serapis éurren- 
dered and the next morning the Richar@ 
sank. James B, Stafford, the father of Mra, 
Stafforda’s husband, was a NMeutenent on the 
Richard. During the engagement mast 
bearing the flag was shot away and Old Glory 
fellintothe sea, Lieut. Stafford plunged in 
after it, seized it and nailed it toanother 
mast. These nail-holes are plainly showmin 
the fagto-day. In rescuing the fag Lieut. 
Stafford received a wound, a saber cut in the 
shoulder, that maimed him for life, 

The flag was later borne by the United 
States frigate Alliance. It was presented to 
its brave rescuer, Lieut. Stafford, who be- 
queathed it to his son, now the venerabig 
Samuel Bayard Stafford of Lanham, Md. Mr, 
Stafford is an invalid, and visited his wife 
here this summer. 

The flag is tattered and torn, and its many 
bullet holes are carefully patched. One stripe 
is not an original, but was patched in entire. 
The flag has but twelve stars, as it was made 
before Georgia came into the Union. It ig 
about 6 feet square, A part of one end Is torn 
off. Mrs, Stafford, a few years ago, washed 
Ale flag, removing from it blood stains and 
patches of hair. 

The flag was also historical in being the 
first fag saluted by a foreign power, for, 
shortly after the battle with the Serapis, the 
—— vessels formally recognized these 
colors. . 


Mrs. Stafford has made arrangements to 


have the flag placed in the Smithsonian Insti-. 


tute at her death, as well as an old sword 
carried Dy Paul Jones and musket taken from 
the Bon Homme Richard, which has King 
George’s hame and crest upon it. 

Lieut. Stafford’s career did not close with 
the engagement with the Serapis, for, al- 
though an invalid from his wound, he was 
sent to England and did some excellent 
secret service work there during the revolue 
tion. Lieut. Stafford settied in Allentown, 
N. J., at the close ofthe war. He was ofa 
literary turn of mind and wrote the follow- 
ing verses, which have never before appeared 
ina newspaper, although Mrs. Stafford oc- 
casionally presents copies of the poem to her 
friends. The poem is called ‘‘Paul Jones’s 
Victory:*’ 

An American frigate—a frigate of fame 
With guns oy ne forty, the Richard by name, 
Sailed to cruise in the chanuels of old England, 


With a valiant commander, Pauli Jones was 
name. 


Cuorvus—Hurrah! Hurrah! Our country forever, 
jurrah! 


We had not cruised long before he espies 
A large forty-four and a twenty likewise! 
Well manned with bold seamen, well laid in with 
stores. 
In consort to drive us from Old England’s shores. —

Certainly nosuch idea 
was in my mind when I dictated the circular. 

‘‘Is itmot a oit singular,’’ Mr. Hackett 
added, ‘‘that the Democrats should always 
be suspecting us of trying to use money to 
to influence votes? Is it not because their 
own skirts are not altogetherclear on that 


score?’’ . 
From the language employed it is claimed 


by the Democrats that Mr. Hackett, whois 
the chairman of the Executive committee, 
has latd himself open to prosecution for try- 
ing to purchase votes. 

The Democrats say that the Republicans 
are just training to showthe cloven hoof, 
and intend to revive the celebrated ‘‘blocks 
of five’’ of Col. Dudley in this campaign. 
They say that Senator Quay is represented at 
headquarters by Martin. Gen. Olarkson is 
the right bower of Ohairman Carter, and 
Dudley is in constant communication with 
the Republican managers.

Why should there be s&e- 
crecy about any such plain, open and legiti- 
mate way of ‘inducing’ converts to vote the 
Republican ticket? Look at the pains that 
are taken to secure privacy. ‘Place your 
letter in the inelosed envelope.’ What does 
this mean except that the information may 
be sent without evenrevealing by chance, 
through knowledge of handwriting, the 
informant? Why should there be for any 
legitimate and open services, which any 
good man would be willing to render volun- 
tarily,s0 explicit a pledge as ‘You may 
be sure that any service that you may render 
will not be forgotten?’

The timothy hay arriving dur- 
ing the week has generally been of an In- 
ferior quailty, suchas grassy mixed, over- 
ripe, peorcolor or otherwise objectionable 
to feeders, And as there is 
only a limited demand at any 
time and an extremely Nght one now 
the stocks have steadily accumulated until 
thereisavery large supply of poor hay on 
hanadfor which the holders are unable to 
findan outiet. Current receipts of good hay 
have been very light, for which there wasa 
steady good demand at the top prices of the 
week before. An occasional car of extra 
good generally broughta premiuin of 50c aad 
in some cases $1 per ton, but offering of 
such hay was a rarity. There 
was a steady cemand and fair 
trading in all good grades, each day’s re- 
ceipts being absorbed. There was very little 
prairie {below prime arriving, the receipts 
showing about an equal proportion of all 
grades from prime to fancy.

Liverpool Corn Trade News, Sept. 6—The 
growth of the foreign department of the 
grain trade during the last year or two has 
been astonishing. A few years ago a total 
of 20,000,000 qrs of wheat exchanged between 
Russia, America and Great Britain and 
‘France in a twelvemonth was deemed a 
lares business, and in 1889-90 the total was 
only some 80,000,000 qrs, to be followed by 40,- 
000,000 ars in 1890-91, While during the past 
season, 1891-92,the aggregate has exceeded 50,- 
000,000 qrs., much of which, costing 40s per 
qr., must have representeda sum total of 
£100,000,000. This important branch of the 
entire grain trade of Kurope it is regrettable 
to think is conducted upona smaller margin 
of profit than any other trade whatever of 
which any rellable accounts are extant; in- 
deed during the past season it has beena 
record of loss upon loss almost from the very 
start tothe finish. The losses of the British 
merchant, it is true, have been relatively 
light compared with those of his neighbors 
in France, Belgium and Germany.

American Elevator and Grain Trade—There 
is no fixed or established amount of water in 
hay, butthe quantity varies with cireum- 
stances. Farmers, deciding according to 
their judgment, differin the amount of dry- 
ing to which they would subject the drying 
grass. The more nearly the grass ripens the 
freer from water it commonly becomes. Ina 
dry, hot summer it is usually found dryer than 
ina wet season. If made quite dry it would 
not lose much, if any, in weight the next 
spring. Where weighing has been frequently 
practiced ithas been found actually toin- 
creasein weight as the weather became 
more moistin autumnafter a dry summer. 
The amount of ioss of water would vary with 
the mode of stowing itaway. Ifinsmalland 
loose masses it would dry or become heavier 
faster than when placed in alarge and solid 
stack, orif packed away solid in alarge 
barn. Asa generalrule it may be laid down 
thatthe same quantity of hay ts Hghterin 
April thanin the previous August, and al- 
though the weight is subject to various fluc- 
tuations, on tbe whole it becomes lighter In 
time, but less so than many suppose.

Still these same traders will send their 
neighbor a load of goods, allow him to welgh 
it or count it and accept his statements as to 
He wij! sell his 
neighbor aload of apples or grapes out of 
the carontrack and take bts count without 
question and settle according'y. No statute 
is required to keep ‘Ihird street hustlers 
within the bounds of honesty in that direc- 
tion. Doubtless other lines show siinilar 
peculiarities, but we venture that few 
Classes of dealers trust each other’s word 
more implicitly in such cases than the rust- 
lers on North Third street.

The combination formed by the large man- 
ufacturers of broom-corn early last fallis 
going to nieces and the prices on broom-corn 
have declined.

COUNTRY BANKS SOMEWHAT EMBAR- 
RASSED TO SUPPLY CUSTOMERS. 


‘ 


Surplus Reserves at New York Very Small 
aud Nearly All Held by Two or Three 
Banks-—Sudden Heavy Western De- 
mand Due to the Carrying Over of 
Crops. 


New YorK, Sept. 24.—Thne money situation 
is still the most interesing financial topic. 
The heavy movement of currency to the West 
continues. The deposits in the New York 


banks between August and to-day decreased 


$48,582,000. The country banks are drawing 
out as fast as pdssible the money which they 
Geposited here a few months ago because 
they were unable to find employment for it 
at better rates than the 2 per cent offered by 
city banks to country customers. These de- 
posits are still $85,277,000 greater than were 
those ofa yearago. The country banks are 
Grawing out their ‘deposits because there is 
An active demand for money all over the 
country, so active in fact that the banks are 
s0mewhat embarrassed to supply their cus- 
tomers. In many instances the Presidents of 
our city banks have been compelled to 
refuse to renew loans, simply be- 
fause they had not the cash to 
loan, sorapid has been the withdrawal of 
their deposits. Some money has been re- 
ceived from Philadelphia, butas a rule the 
bankers report themselves unable to obtain 
money fromthatcity. New York funds are 
pta premium there. The surplus reserves at 
this center are very small, and they are 
nearly all held by two or three banks. The 
demand for money throughout the country fs 
to harvest and carry the crops. These 
fre smaller than those of a year 
ago, but more money @will be need- 
ed to carry them. Last year 
grain prices were high and there was a 
scarcity in Europe which induced a heavy 
export movement, This year prices are low 
and the European demand is much less than 
that of ayear ago. Consequently the grain 
must be carried instead of being sold, This 
Means that the money to carry it must be 
drawn from our currency, whereas, if it had 
been sold immediately to Europe, bills would 
have been drawn against it, thus adding to, 
instead of contracting our funds. 

Statistics from the South show the cotton 
movement tobe much less than thatof a 
year ago. This bears out our statements 
made heretofore that there is little demand 
for cotton at present, for the reasonthat 
there are heavy stocks in Liverpool and New 
York, while at the same time the English and 
New England spinners are stocked up to the 
Ist of January. Thus the present crop of cot- 
ton and the tin stock must be carried for some 
time to come, and, asin the case of grain, 
our currency will be contracted to just 
that extent; whereas, ifthe cotton had been

instead. These circumstances 

' point to another unusual feature of the situ- 

‘ation. It is doubtful whenthe money now 

going tothe interior willreturn. It depends 

entirely on how tong the stocks of grain and 

cotton must be carried. We need not then 

look forthe usualprompt returnof money 

from the interior after the gjmoving of the 
crops is completed. 

It mightat first seem that, Inasmuch as 
these deposits represent an abnormal and 
anhealthy condition, their withdrawal would 
be hailed with delight. This would be so 
were not the withdrawal so rapid that it has 
upset equilibriums. As deposits are with- 
Grawn, loans are, of course, reduced corre- 
spondingly. This forces a liquida- 
tion which is not pleasant to bor- 
rowers, The large deposits in the 
banks last summer, on whichthe banks had 
to pay interest, redweed the lattertoa state 
of desperation and loans were made much 
more freely than would otherwise have been 
the case. Now that deposits are being with- 
drawn those loans are being liquidated to the 
displeasure of the borrowers and the embar- 
rassmert of the bankers. 

Ordinarily an enforced liquidation of loans 
has a disastrous effect upon the security mar- 
kets, as the collateral for the unrenewed 
loans is thrown upon the markets. One thing 
only has saved us from such an unpleasant 
condition. That is the extreme ease of money 
in London, The ruling discount rate over 
there is #@1. To the London capitalists in 
their desperation, such rates as we have had 
in our money ‘market during the last two 
weeks have looked very tempting. The re- 
sult has been that foreign bankers have 
drawn sterling bills to a considerable extent, 
sold them in this market and loaned out the 
money. There re mony instances on 
record of rokers who, haying 
been forced by the banks to 
liquidate their loans, went to the foreign 
brokers and received accommodation. ‘his 
has had the weicome effect of weakening the 
market for sterling exchange very decidedly 
and driving from our minds all thoughts of 
gold exports for the time. It has also had 
the effect of taking the edge off of the rates 
for time and call money. Kates for commer- 
cial paper have been only sympathetically 
affected, because foreign money seldom finds 
its way into the commercial paper market. 
Altogether this sudden influx of British funds 
—not gold, but credit, which ts Just as zood— 
has been of great service to us. It has 
stopped gold exports and probably saved 
spasms in the money and security market, 
During the period when the silver question 
was agitating the public mind money could 
not be loaned at anything Mke satisfactory 
rates wben there was a gold clause inthe 

is, a clause siating that 
the principal and interest 
must bein gold coin. Now that the gold 
scare has subsided, at least for the time, 
foreign bankers can sell their bills and loan 
out the money obtained at 44e@5 per cent 
with a gold clause in the notes. Kates for 
currency loans are 1@1\%2 per cent higher. 
But 44%4@5 percentis entirely satisfactory to 
foreigh bankers. Accumulation of money in 
London will probably continue to aetuasa 
preventive against serious monetary strin- 
gency inthis country for some months to 
come. | 

Of course no more money is added to the 
stock in this country by the drawing of 
these sterling exhange bills, at least until so 
many of them ere drawn that gold is 
imported from England. Butthey add to the 
strength ofour monetary situation just as 
much. Forthey increase our credit just as 
they decrease the credit of the London bank- 
ers who accept them. It ig the credit, 
the security, that is wanted, not 
the actual cash. In fact, when we 
come to that, only’'a very small portion of 

what we callcash is anything but credit—

Resolved, that we favor the enactment of 
laws as will insure a rigid system of State inspection 
of building and loan associations doing business in 
this State, which inspection shall be made at least. 
annually and shall consider matters of expense, 
system, securities and methods of business of the 
association and shall be made by a State olficer ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

Third. Resolved, that we favor the reinstatement 
of the section in the laws of 1887 relating to the ex- 
emption from taxation of building and loan agsocia- 
tion shares. 

Fourth Resolved, that we ask for the enactment 
of a law giving specific authority for the transfer of 
shares pledged to the association as collateral secur- 
ws for a loan subject to the lien of . he association. 

‘ifth. Resolved, that we favor the repeal of that 
portion of our present law which provides for the 
deduction irom the free shares of the ayerege 
premium paid by the borrower, 

>ixth. esolved, that we favor the enactment of a 
law that will limit the total monthly expense of a 
building association tv 5 per cent of the current 
monthly income consisting of dues, interest, prem- 
ium and fines and shall be ascertained by taking the 
sum total of one month’s dues on shares then ac- 
tually inforce and one month’s interest, premium 
and lines.

I believe that to be 
more important than the principles of attack, 
because it is comparatively easy to repulse 
an attack if you have good eyesight and good 
ducking ability.

His tailis docked and he holds it 
atanangleof 45 deg,, while his hoofs have 
been sand-papered and polished till they 
gleam, His mane ts *troached,’’ Altogether, 
with his natural points and these attentions 
of the groom, heis as tidy an animal as 
shows up on Bellevue avenue, 

Fashion has something to do with the 
modes for horses just as it has withthe 
modes forhumans. But certain things seem 
to be considered the proper for one class of 
horses which are not regarded with favor for 
mnother, It is the style of the horse which 1s 
looked tos Thecoblends himself best to a 
docked tail and a ‘froached’’ mane, These 
give himin the eyes ofthe horse world a 
more ‘‘breedy’’ look. He hasasmarter ap- 
pearance when subjected to these abbrevia- 
tions. This sortof horse, too, looks better 
with a rather heavy style of harness with 
brass mounting, just as he looks more in 
piace tn a dog-Cart than he would ip a road- 
wagon, 

With a trotting horse, and especially a 
racer, the full length of tall which nature has 
bestowed is left toadornthe animal. A pair 
of well-mated, clean-limbed trotters in a 
Brewster wagon ora buck-board look well 
withliongtails which almost sweep the 
ground whenthey are standing and which 
stream behind them, borne lightly on the 
wind, when they get down to a good brisk 
gait. This represents one extreme of the 
fashion fora horse’stail. There are degrees

of curtailment before the utmost reduction in 
this usefulappendage is reached. Next to 
the fulllength which touches the ground, 
comes the ‘‘banged’’ tail, Hunters often 
wear their tails *‘*banged.’’ None of the 
fiéshy part of the tail is cut off forthis style, 
but the hair is cut square off just below the 
fleshy part, Then comes the ‘‘docked’’ tail, 
and there are degrees and variations to this. 
When the tailis *‘docked’’ the endis all cut 
off and tte wound seared with some of the 
burnt hair of the horse’s own tgil. This leaves 
the horse with a triangular brush for a tail. 

Frequently this style of tail is also 
‘*pricked.’’ There are six cords ing horse’s 
tail, two above, twoat the sides and two be- 
low. The two side cords and the two bottom 
ones are cut, the tail is pulled up by a pulley 
and kept in that position for a few days. The 
result is that the parts where the cords were 
cut fill in and heal up, leaving inthe talila 
tendency to stand up. 

Sometimes the hair on the docked tail ts 
trimmed until you have only the pointed 
stub of atail on the horse. This may look

You may have seena big Percheron some- 
times, with his tail braided and the ends 
fastened with clean wisps of straw. This ts

is released. When ahorse istobe shipped 
anywhere the tail is.braided or tied up in red 
flannel, so that he won’t rub it off by whisk- 
ing itaboutin narrow quaviers, 

Another beautifying process isto clip the 
nair all over the horse’s body. There is no 
doubt that it gives him a trim, sleek appear- 
ance. People think this, like the docking, is 
cruelifthe clipping takes place when the 
weather iscool, Butasan argument for it 
the stablemen say a horse with long hair is 
very uncomfortable with it when it gets wet 
from sweat. 

The London cabbies treat their nags to an 
original style of clipping. They clip them so 
as to leave a patch about a foot deep on each 
side of the horse’s spine, and they leaye the 
nair on the legs up to within a few inches of 
the chest. They do this in the spring to keep 
the nags cooler.. Certainly there is

BARON HIRSCH’S COLONY. 


Discord Breaks Out in the Now Jersey 
Camp of Russion Refugees. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—A Hebrew colony 
was started about a year ago by the agents 
of Baron Hirsch down in Cape May County, 
New Jersey. Attract of land was purchased 
just outside the village of Woodbine. It was 
divided up into smail farms and house plots 
and neat little cottages were erected. They 
were designed to accommodate Russian He- 
brews driven to this country by persecution. 
Each man of family sent to Woodbine was to 
be given a plece of land totilland a cottage 
in which to live. If he was industrious, made 
his land fruitful and saved his money the 


property would in a comparatively short 
space oftime become his own. ‘the idea of 
becoming the possessor of a home was nature 
ally very alluring to the persecuted outcasts. 

The agents of Baron Hirsch foresaw that 
for a year ortwothe revenue from the land 
might not prove sufficient to support all the 
colonists, and so they persuaded two or three 
big manufacturing firms in New York to es- 
tablish branch workshops at Woodbine, 
This, it was thought, would enable the 
girls, aud also in the winter time, 

men to secure remunerative em- 
ployment. Some of the refugees sent 
tothe colony had money to pay down on 
their farms when they arrived. Arthur 
Reichow was made the manager of the colony 
and visited it frequently. His office is at No, 
378 Grand street and on his door 1s the sign: 
**Woodbine Land and Improvement Co.'’ 

The colony seemed to bé getting on swime- 
mingly until about two weeks ago. Then 
there began to be some grumbling among 
colonists. Some one was evidently breeding 
discontent. On Wednesday matters reached 
a erisis, when all of the forty-two 
heads of families came to New 
York, declaring they would not return 
to their homes till their troubles, real or 
imaginary, were settled. Some of the men 
had to borrow money from the others to pay 
their railway fare. hey called on Manager 
Reichow in a body and many of them on 
Manager Frank of the United Hebrew 
Charities. 

The point they were particularly anx!ous to 
determine was as to Who was responsible for 
the fulfilment of their contracts, and who 
would eventually puaranves their title to the 
land they occupied, Manager Reichow was 
in Woodbine yesterday investigating the 
source of discontent. Manager Frank said 
he knew little of the trouble, but that as near 
as he could Judge some meddlesome person 
hed been circulating about the Uolony stir- 
ing up discord, 

“‘They have good homes and plenty to 
eat,’’ he said, ‘‘and they have documents to 
xuarantee them their rights in all business 
transactions with the company. We shall 
know more when Mir. Reichow returns.’’ 
In the meantime the forty-two men are wait- 
ing in New York. Most of them have friends 
or relatives to stop with but fifteen have been 
taken in by the Jewish charitable institutions 
at No. 210 Madison street. A reporter found 
some of the refugees to-day. They were 
inclined to be surly, and, through an inter- 
preter, declined to state the cause of their 
discontent,

from Venezuela tothe United States under 
the Caracas awards. There was some talk 
of sending a United States naval vessel there 
to enforce payment. Previously, also, dur- 
ing Mr. Blaine’sterm as Secretary of State 
in the Cabinet of President Garfield, he was 
called upon to intervene to prevent an imme- 


1844 preliminaries fora treaty were entered 
into, the Venezuelans claiming that the Esse- 
quibo River was the frontier, whilethe Brit- 
ish claimed that the Morocco River was the 
boundary. 

In 1850, the public mind in Venezuela was 
again greatly exasperated by information to 
the effect that Great Britain proposed to 
seize Venezuelan Guiana. Mr. Wilson, then 
British charge d@’affaires in Venezuela, hast- 
ened to contradict it and affirmed that his 
government had no intention of occupying 
the territory in dispute and that it would not 
doso. Atthesame time he asked for and 
obtained a declaration to the same effect 
from the Venezuelan government. The ter- 
ritory in dispute at that time was not Ffpeci- 
fled, but it was naturally supposed, from the 
terms of:the proposition of the British pleni- 
potentiary in 1844, to lle between the Esse- 
guibo and Pomaron rivers. 

In 1876 Venezuela again urged a settlement 
of the question, to which, five years after- 
wards,Lord Granville replied by a new prop- 
osition, fixing the boundary ata point on the 
Atlantic coast, twenty-nine miles east of the 
right bank of the Barima River, thus greatly 
enlarging British pretensions. 

In 1683, the British Government proposed a 
joint settlement of boundaries, the 30 per 
cent tax laid by Venezuela on imports from 
the British Antilles and certain claims for 
pecuniary indemnity, and during the nego-

THE VENZUELAN REVOLT. 

Venzuela has long been ina disturbed con- 
dition and the revolt against President Car- 
los M. Palacio broke outin March last. 

The first revolt was headed by Crespo in the 
Guarico. This movement was of no material

tiation of thetreaty the Venezuelan plen!i- 
potentiary obtained the written promise of 
the British Government that all questions 
between their respective countries should be 
settied by arbitration. A change of the Brit- 
ish ministry occurred before the treaty was 
signed, and the successor of Lord Granville 
announced that Great Britain would not ar- 
bitrate questions of limits. 

In 1886 Lord Roseberry presented a new 
judiciary proposition, coupled with a pro- 
viso for free navigation and commerce on the 
Orinoco River, which Venezuela declared to 
be an inadmissible proposition and refused to 
accept. 

Pending the negotiations in London, the 
authorities of British Guiana proceeded to 
occupy a portion of Venezuelan Guiana. The 
Government of Venezuela promptly pro- 
tested against this occupation,and demanded 
of Great Britain to withdraw her pretensions; 
and, the latter having failed to comply with 
this demand, Venezuela dissolved diplomatic 
relations with that Government. 

During the same day Forts San Carlos and 
El Vijia were quietly manned by Urdaneta’s 
troops and soon Garcia Gomez, who 
has been won over by the new dictator’s 
cause, was sent up to Caracas to demand 
Villegas’ resignation and the immediate de- 
livery of the capital intothe League’s hand. 
He soon broke with Crespo. 

Urdaneta, the new Dictator, led his troops 
into Caracas and is now virtually in full pos- 
session of the national government. Gen. 
Iturbe, the Second Vice-President, and Vil-

So much for the answer of the Commis- 
sioners and for the administration of the 
Penitentiary under the present Governor. 
But as the ruling spirit that now controls this 
institution seems to be Commissioner Jones, 
and ashe has practically controlled it for a 
great many years it may throw some light on 
the present management to notice his acts 
priorto the beginning of the present State 
administration.

The answer to the charge that the convicts 
could have beenemployed at crushing stone 
or preparing material for. the public roads of 
the Stateis also evasive, the commission- 
ers . stating ‘‘that it would deprive 
laborers engaged in that industry of the just 
rewards of their labor, and would be coming 
into competition with the gravel beds sur- 
rounding the city of Joliet.’’ 

Stone crushed by convicts and used by the 
Btate on its own roads surely would not in- 
terfere with any other line of business. 

**But the most remarkable feature of the 
whole matter,’’ says Judge Altgeld, ‘‘was 
that the Penitentiary Commissioners have 
are especially active and vigilant, not only 

circumventing and defeating the law, but 
in lobbying at the State-house, doing their 
utmost in every manner possible to prevent 
any action by the Legislature® in relation to 

nitenttary affairs.’ And yet they charge

HIS ATTACK ON GOV. FIFER’S ADMINISTRATION 
STRENGTHENS THE DEMOCRATS. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 24.—It was pretty 
generally conceded before the nomination 
that Gov. Fifer would be again chosen, irre- 
spective ofthe flerce opposition among cer. 
tain elements in his own party. The chief 
reason assigned was that He hadthe whole 
machinery of the State at hig back to be ef.- 
fectively used, as well as a; strong following 
otherwise. The affirmation of that faith has 
passed into history. 

When Judge Altgeld was placed in nomina- 
tion against him the Republicans said and 
felt that he was @ man who would be beaten 
because he was scarcely known outside of 
Cook County; that he had not been long 
enough on the bench to establish a State rep- 
utation, even if he had the ability; that while 
he was on the bencha number of cases had 
been appealed from his court and reversed; 


that if he was not: exactly an anarchist, 
he had strong  soc.alistic leanings; 
that the books he had written showed clearly 
that fact; that he was grinding almost to 
cruelty in his ‘dealings with his tenants and 
finally that he had nothing to recommend 
him but his barrel and that it was for that 
reason the Democrats pilaced him in the 
race.

He had shown his abil- 
ity asa lawyer by the rapid steps he made in 
advancement in his profession and during 
his term onthe bench there was never a 
breath of suspicion against his integrity or 
ability. He left the bench of his own 
accord, What he would have 
accomplished by way of reputation had he 
reinained there no one is now discussiny. 
There were a number of cases reversed 
axainst his decisions. He was never an 
Anarchist and his socialistic feelings went to 
the extent that he belleved there was some- 
thing wrong in existing laws which had a 
tendency if they did not exactly result in 
making the rich richer and the 
poor poorer. The books he has writ- 
ten were on economic legal reform, 
criminal and other questions. Up to the 
present time his opponents have rarely 
quoted a sentence from his booksand other 
writings against him. His weaith has been 
acquired on Dusiness principles coupled with 
prudence, thrift and energy. In dealing 
with his tenants there was no sympathy in 
his leases and he looked for payment when 
payment was due. These leases Contained a 
Clause that the payments ghould be 
made in gold, He does not. col- 
lect the rents himself and no one 
has ever heard of any hardships 
or any undue advantage being taken. He 
has money. He began life poor. He made it 
all bimself and he is giving his attention not 
only to its preservation, but to lis legitimate 
increase. iie has used none ofthe ‘*‘barrel’’ 
to assist in his Campaign, contrary to all as- 
sertions as to wiiat he would do in that 
direction, and his success and popularity are 
becoming more apparent every day. 

At first the Repuviicans said he dare not 
make a speech, but was sneaking about 
through the state shaking hands. He 
listened, but worked onin silence, When 
he thought the time was ripe he began to 
talk. The Republicans immediately ceased 
to speak of his oratorical powers 
or his powers of observation 
and refiection. A machine is 
always as weak as its weakest part. It may 
be so with an administration. When Gov. 
Fifer spoke in Jollet he ltet loose about his 
ears a swarm of hornets; when Altgeld spoke 
there recently he set the whole State talking 
and drove the Governor intoa fit of anger 
from which he has not yet recovered.

Of course, 
this brought a deniai from the commission- 


ers in a published letter and a further denial 
by Gov. Fifer in a speech, but Altgeld re- 
newed the attack, and made the second one 
even stronger than the first, if possible. He 
showed that these violations were either 
through the Goyernor’s connivance or his 
Carelessness, but whether or no they 
took place with the direct sanction 
of the commissioners for the benefit of con- 
tractors;that expiring contracts were re- 
newed far beyond the originallimitso as to 
avoid the provisions of the constitution, and 
all with the direct result of working an in- 
jury to honest labor. He did not stop with 
the Joliet penitentiary, but threw out strong 
hints regarding the one at Chester. ‘The 
charitabie institutions come in fora large 
share of his censure, showing as he did how 
money was uselessly and worse than care- 
lessly squandered, and all for the purpose of 
rewarding rsonal friends and adding 
strength to the administration, 
All this and much. more that has been said 
has setthe people to talk and shake their 
heads. Office-holding Republicans sneer and 
Say they defy their accusers. Other Repub- 
licans, who wantto see justice in pubiic, as 
well as other places, shake their heads and 
quietly admit that it looks very bad for the 
party, whethertrue or not. Democracy Is 
jubilant, and its members say that Altgela’s 
speeches arethe only campaign documents 
a! need. 
The candidates are very little at home now. 
When they come they do so in a wearied 
manner and as soon as possible leave for the 
field of action again. They feel that no time 
is to be lost. These latter remarks refer to 
the Republicans, but then the Democrats are 
working with an equal energy. None of 
them, however, come here to roost, except 
Congressman -fpringer, and he not very 
often now and, perhaps, much more seldom 
until Congress meets,

A Political House Moving and Its Effect 
onthe Assembly. 

As a general rule candidates for the House 
of Delegates are men who have lived in their 
wards for a long time and seldom move. The 
scurrying about for new homes, in which the 
members have been engaged for the last 
three months, is, therefore, remarkable.

Deie- 
gate O’Brien was not wishing to be ground 
up between the Noonan and anti-Noonan 
factions up there, and as soon as he could 
find a nice vacant house in the Fourteenth, 
he moved into it. Delegate E. J. 
MeGroarty of the Sixteenth 
thrown into the Twelfth, but he 
promptly hunted upa real estate man, sold 
him his Tweifth Ward house and bought 
another in the new Sixteenth. 

Delegate Thomas Bradshaw of the Twenty.

COAL WILL COME HIGH. 


The Anthracite Combine Putting Frices 
Up Sky High. 

Anthracite or hard coal will soon be out of 
reach of all but the well-to-do, if the coal 
barons keep on advancing the price atthe 
rate of 25 cents per ton a month, as they 
have been doing since May of this year. 
An advance of $1.30 per ton has been 
made during the past six months, and 
after Oct. 15 hard coal will be selling to con- 
sumers for $8.2; to$9aton. Ithas been com- 
puted by Eastern mathematicians what the 
public will have contributed te the coal com- 
bine this year over the prices paid last year 
and the figures are given at $42,000,000. it is 
estimated thatthe outputthis year will be 
42,000,000 tons, and the advance of only $1 a 
ton paid fur this will give that sum, while 
the price has actually gone up $1.05 and may 
go up further. 

W. W. Sylvester of the Sylvester Coal Co. 
set forth the claims of the coal combine yes- 
terday for advancing the price of that great 
commodity. ‘*During the years between 1885 
and 1889,’’ he said, ‘‘hard coal was 
at the prices now quoted, or very near 
there. In 1889 there came a decline, 
whether it was caused by an over 
supply or competition,.I cannot say, but coal 
was low from 1889 until May of this year, 
when it began to take a shoot upwards and 
has been on the go ever since. The mil- 
lionaires interested in the hard coal mines of 
the East were not united. Every mine owner 
was fixing his own prices and coal gotso low 
that for the past few years the 
mines have actually not paid 
ments. ‘ihe coal men saw that something 
should be 
several meetings of mineowners were leld 
in New York. We soon discovered thuta 
combine had been formed, and, in May, we 
were forcibly made aware of it by anada. 
vance mm coal of 25 cents a ton. In 
June, the month of rises, came an-

$1.05 in all, and all within five months. To our 
surprise we have just been informed that 
freight rates would be raised 25 cents a ton 
on coal about Oct. 25, and that will make an 
advance of $!.800n a ton since last winter. 
We have not received any notice as ‘et from 
the combine as to whether the price will be 
advanced again, butthe mine Owners have 
not held a meeting so farthis month, and |] 
would not be surprised to hear of another ad. 
vance for October. The coal combine, like 
any other combine, on finding itself in com.

the market for all there is init. soft coa] 
also will be high this year for

The Corporations Control the Legislature 
in Arkansas, 


NO RAILROAD COMMISSION OR RESTRICT- 
ING LAWS TO BE ALLOWED. 


The Question of Loasing the Penitentiary 
Again to Pe 4 gitated—Jud¢e Altgeld’s 
Brilliant Campaign in Illinois—A Kan- 
sas Candidate for Congress Wants to 
Enrich Everybody. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 24.—Speculation 
as to what the coming Legislature will do is 
now freely indulged in. The body is com- 
posed ofa younger and more enterprising 
class of citizens than were ever 
before elected in Arkansas to make 
laws forthe State. There are few farmers 
in either House, the majority ot the member- 
ship being composed of lawyers, physicians 
and editors. There were fewer farmers 
elected this year than ever before in a legis- 
lative contest in this State. The profes- 
sional politician got left, both at 
the primaries and in the election. It is 
unanimously conceded that the session of 
this Legislature willbe devoted almost en- 
tirely to business Of @ non-political nature. 
Of course the question of the adoption of the 
polltax amendment tothe constitution will 
provoke some discussion at the start, but 
the speaker will decide that it has been 
carried and the Supreme Court will then be 
appealed to by the Republicans who will ask 
thatthe decision be reversed. Aside from 
this question there is none other in which pol- 
itics is Involved that is Hable to be 
seriously considered. The penitentiary lease 
expires next May and much time will be con- 
sumed in settling this question. Many be- 
lieve that it will be re-leased, and there are 
not less than a half dozen companies, or- 
ganized ina quiet was, willing to relieve the 
State for ten years of the responsibility of 
providing for the inmates of this institution, 
who number about 700. The question of 
providing Arkansas with a good road law, 
one that will be acceptable to all sec- 
tions, will eccupy mach of the time of the 
members. The road law has never been 
satisfactory, andthe statesinan who solves 
the question is certain to become the most 
popular manin Arkansas. Several members 
arein favor of abolishing the penitentiary 
by requiring each county totake care of all of 
its State as well as county convicts, and 
keep them continually at work upon 
the roads. By this arrangement, they 
contend, an easy settlement both of the pen- 
itentiary and the road question would be 
effected. Anamendment to the constitution 
permitting cities and towns toissue bonds 
and borrow money and one doing away with 
the obnoxious usury law will be brought up 
and will be thoroughly debated. 
THE RAILROADS IN POWER. 

Considerable attention will be given to rall- 
road legislation, but no bill calculated to 
draw the lines any tighter upon these cor- 
porations than they now are is likely to pass 
either house. Every county in the State 
wants arallrcad andall are willing to con- 
tribute liberally to those who will 
build them. Two years agoa hard fight 
was made for a rafirnad commission. This 
year noné of the Tediiers whd favored the Dill 
were re-elected. Should the measure be re- 
introduced it will attract very little atten- 
tion. The organizatiion of the Senate and 
Houseis being more generally talked about 
just now than anythingelse of a legislative 
nature. Three weeks ago it was conceded 
by nearly every politicianin the State that 
E, E. White of Nevada, would be the Speaker 
of the House. White was the “first 
to introduce in the Legislature 
two years agoan Australian ballot law. It 
was very defective, but was amended and 
otherwise changed to,suit a majority of the 
members. White received the credit of being 
the father of the bill, and the Democrats 
were so well pleased with it that when he ex- 
pressed a desire to he elected Speaker of the 
House in 1893, all agreed to do all 
they could to gratify his ambition. 
On this account there was no 
candidate in the fleld for the speakership 
untila week after the election. It required 
about a week to obtain the official returns 
from Nevada County, and it was these re- 
turns which forced Mr. White out of the race 
for Speaker. He.was defeated for the Legis- 
lature by a third party man. As soonas 
his failure of election Was announced, 
Db. L. Kilgore of Columbia, J. L. Sellers of 
Perry, OC. A. Bridewell of Hempstead, Jerry 
C. South of Baxter, H.M. Hutton of Lee and 
T. C. Humphrey of Sebastian, became prom- 
inent candidates for the speakership, 

CANDIDATES FOR SPEAKER. 

All are good parliamentarians. Kilgore 
was Speaker of the House six years ago. 
Sellers was a prominent candidate for 
the position two years ago, Dutit was found 
that he had served in Clayton’s militia when 
he was a boy,and the fight made against him 
became so warm that he was forced to with- 
draw. He has always been a Democrat, and 
inthe race he is now making no mention 
whatever will be made of the mistakes of his 
youth as an argument to defeat his election.

In this beautiful land of 
poetry each flower has its own season or 
month, and October is the month of chrysan- 
themums. 

They grow in profusion everywhere. Pots 
of chrysanthemum flowers fill the windows 
and line the doorways; rich banks of them 
are visible behind the latticed screens of the 
gardens. Vessels of bronze, carved wood or 
porcelain, overflowing with full-grown 
beauties, are disposed about every nook and 
corner of the house, or the natural bamboo 
cane, cut into fantastic shapes, is used fora 
flower-holder. The household shrines which 
are found in the humbilest Japanese home, as 
wellasg in the most pretentious, are sur- 
rounded with the most gorgeous of 
these handsome blooms.

fully among the luscious fruit; fan shops and 
cake booths have profusely distributed them 
about their wares, and the flower shops are 
fillea to overflowing with autumn’s glorious 
bloums. The streets of Tokio and Enoshima 
remind one of a Parisian flower show ora 
Vienna corso, for as one passes through them 
chrysanthemums nod trom every window 
ana door, sprout from every available but- 
tonhole and nestle in every woman’s corsage 
during that bright and peerless season of 
**‘Queen Kiku.’’

Ali the Churches Will Hola Services— 
Schools to Have Befitting Exercises— 
Father Colifee’s Letter to the Catholic 


a Fast Day. ' 


The great national holiday. of 1892, Oct. 21, 
or Columbus Day, tocommemorate the 400th! 
anniversary of the discovery of the Httle 
island, off the American Coast, by Columbus, 
wlll be observed by all glasses and conditions 
ofmenin the United States, and prepara- 
tions for the event are daily becoming more 
general andcomplete. Everyone recognizes 
the greatness of the occasion and all 
sorts of ~ orgapigations. are planning 
festival programmes. The various religious 
denominations of the country have entered 
into the spirit of the day with heart and goul, 
aud each of them is striving to rival the 
athers in the character, magnitude and so- 
lemnity of their observance. Perhaps the 
churches took thelr cue from the words of 
President Harrison in his proclamation: 

In the churches and in other places of assembly of 
the people let there be expression of gratitude to 
divine Providence for the devout faith of the dis- 
coyerer, and for the divine care and guidance which 
has directed our history and seabundantly blessed 
our people, 

The American superintendents of educa- 
tion at their Brooklyn meeting last February 
appointedan Executive Committee on the 
National Celebration of Columbus Day,to ad- 
dress the ministers of the gospel in America 
upon the subject of a religious recognli- 
tion of America’s 400th anniversary. 
This committee was com posed of 
Francis sellamy, Boston, Chairman; 
John W. Dickinson, Secretary of the Massa- 
ehusetts Board of Education; Thomas B. 
Stockwell, Commissioner of Rhode Island 
Pubiic Sehools; W. R. Garrett, Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction of Tennessee, and 
Ferris 8. Fitch, Superintendent of Public In- 
struction of Michigag. During the past week 
the committee has had published a letter to 
the ministers of the United States. The letter 
insists upon the propriety of mak- 
ing they quadro-centennial the oc- 
casion of rejoicing over the 
wonders worked inthe landof Columbus by 
the free public-school system. The ministers 
are urged to lay stress on this point in their 
religious exercises. 

EXHORTATION TO MINISTERS. 

The letter closes as follows: 

May the committee suggest to the pastors ef the 
churches of America, without distinction of creed, 
that Oct. 16, the Sunday preceding Columbus Day, 
be obsérved as a ‘‘Columbian Sunday;’’ that not 
only the popular services of the day give recognition 
to divine Providence, which has so marvelously led 
and abundantly blessed this people, but also that 
the sermeus of the day, in view of the national cele- 
bration ofthe following Friday, give special ein- 
phasis to the educational idea which has with such 
wisdom been made the center of all the local cele- 
brations. ’ 

The.vyarious churches of St. Louis wil ob- 
serve the great national holiday, proclaimed 
by the President by direction of Congress,and 
they will without doubt prepare special pro- 
grammes forthe preceding Sunday, Oct. 16. 

The Catholics of the Untted States have 
taken special interest In the coming Colum- 
bian festivities because the great discoverer 
was of their faith and was equipped fer hts 
famous voyage by ‘‘their Catholic majes- 
ties,’’ Ferdinand and Isa”ella of Spain. The 
Pope has warmly approved of the!r zeal, and 
inaletter dated July 16, 13892, he decrees 
that elther on  Oet. 12 or the following 
Sunday a solemn mass shall be celebrated in 
thanksgiving for the memorable event of the 
discovery of America by the great Christopher 
Columbus. Inaccordance withthe Povpe’s 
decree, Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore Issued 
a letter some time agoin which he earnestly 
exhorted the Catholics of his diocese and of 
the United States to observe the 
Celumbian festival with every mark 
of patriotism and joy. Hie also 
recommended the Catholics to go further 
than the simple directions of the Pope’s de- 
cree and take partin the civic festivities of 
Oct. 21, the national holiday proclaimed by 
the President. Almost all the bishops of 
the country bave followed in the same strain 
in letters to thelr priests. 

FATHBR COFFEE’S CIRCULAR. 

A circular letter relative ta the Columbian 
celebration just issued to the priests of the 
diocese of St. Louls by Rev. Father Coffee, 
the pro-Chancelior, is as follows; 

REV. AND DEAR Sm—lIt is the desire of our Most 
Rev. Archbishop that the faithful of this diocese, 
in compligfice with the instructions.of our Holy 
Father, Pope Leo X1I1., unite with their fellow 
Catholics throughout the worid in solemn thanks- 
giving to Aimighty God for the boon bestowed upon 
mankind in the discovery of our glorious America 
py Colambus the Catholic, 400 years ago. 

The day designated by the Pope is Oct. 12. If pos- 
sible it would be well to hold the Thanksgiving serv- 
ices on that day; but where circumstances prevent, 
the selection of the following Sunday, Oct. 16, would 
be most suitabie. ;

‘Ihen faith- 
ful Catholies, the world over, eat plenty of 
turkey and flesh meats, but on no other dvy.

PROPERLY FORMED CHAIRS. 


The Straight-Back of Our Ancesters Is 
Not a Comfortable Seat. 

The history of the chair as a seat dates 
back with the history of man, and on con- 
sulting the ‘‘Encyclopedia Britannica’’ we 
find that, in general shape, the early 
Egyptian chairs do not differ from those in 
use in modern times. Four legs,a seat and 
an upright back seem to have characterized 
the resting- place of niankind throughout all 
ages, 

Notwitustanding the antiquity of the ehair, 
and it having bven in use for centuries, it has 
undergone less change and improvement 
than any other article in constant use. One 
scarcely thinks of the Pharaohs, between 
3000 and 5000 years B.C., having used chairs 


(upholstered) very much resembling ours of 
the present day, yet such Is the fact. 

Not very long azoa ciear idea was given in 
this paper of the amount of support a human 
being receives from this upright back. As 
the article states, the greatest suffering and 
fatigue is experienced by railway travelers 
while sitting inthe ordinary car seat, where 
the pos#ion fs cramped ana the strained 
muscles absorb the ;vibratary motion of the 
running train, which makés railway travel 
so dreaded by delicate people.

Prof. Huxiey in his elementary book on 
physiology says: ‘‘The upright position, easy 
as it seems, ig the resultof the contraction of 
a multitude of muscles which oppose and 
balance one another.’' Acertain amount of 
muscular exertiou is required to maintain 
an erect position, while either sitting or 
standing, the more therefore that we can 
diminish the muscular effort to sit erect, the 
less will be the fatigue and the greater the 
comfort. It will thus be seen that the amount 
of rest and comfort to be derived from a chair 
depends entirely on the mature of the sup- 

rt. 

In ap article in. Science et Nature a writer 
says, ‘‘The spinal column is inserted in the 
pelvis, notin the form of a straight line but 
ofacurve. This inflection on the part of the 
backhone imposes onit the necessity ofa 
continual balancing movement, the center 
of gravity being shifted every time the head 
sways to one side or the other,’’

lance that the ordinary chair or seat back 

uraishes no support for the heador loins 
where itis most needed. Betweeen the head 
and the loins the muscles of the back forma 
curved line more or less prominent in differ- 
ent individuals, andthis part of the body, 
the shoulder blades, alone is in contact 
with the back of the chair.

DEMONSTRATIONS WILL BE MADE IB ALL 
LARGE AMERICAN CITIE#,~ 


ItIs the Anniversary of the First Settie- 
ment of Germans in America Over Two 
Hundred Years Age--Political Signifi- 
canes. the Celebrations Are Assuming 
—Pian to Vote as a Unit. 


To-day will he celebrated as ‘‘German 
Day’’* in many of the larger cities of the 
country. The demonstration is in commem- 
oration of the arst settlement of Germans in 
America, at Germantown, now a part of 
Philadelphia, in 1683, The story of this first 
colony is an interesting one, 

In 1681 William Penn had received from 
Charlies II, patents for territory that now 
comprises the State of Pennsylyania. In his 
desire to settle the country he 
visited Germany and went to Frank- 
furt-am-Main, where was a hady of 
Pietists under superintendence ef Jacob 
Spener. Penn, asa Quaker, was no doubt 
drawn to these simple-minded religiqnists. 
Some years before he had visited Germany 
ona sort of missionary tour, and it was his 
desire toestabHsh in Americaa retreat or 
asylum forall who were suffering persecu- 
tion in Europe for conscience’s sake. 
He offered the Pietistg 15,000 acres of 
land in the region covered by his 
patent; and there resulted the formation of 
the ‘‘Frankfurt Campagnie,’’ which chose 
as its leader a young lawyer named Franz

But before the Frankfurt Campagnie could 
make the voyage, another body of German 
colonists arrived on board the Concord on 
Oct. 6, and it is this arrival which is the basis 
of the ‘*German Day’’ celebration. This par- 
ty embraced thirteen ‘linen weavers from 
Crefeld. Pastorius, the legder of the Frank- 
furters, had already come over in ad@ance, 
arriving on Aug. 20. 

The Crefield weavers lost no time in pro- 
ceeding to establish themseives at German- 
tawn. Within two days they selected their 
ground and proceeded to dig cellars and 
bulld houses. They had the usual expe- 
riences of colonists ima virgin region, but 
year by year their condition improved, and 
there was not a year in which they were not 
strengthened and cheered by accessions 
fromtheold home. At first the colony was 
purely an agricultural one, but as it raised 
much more than it could consume, it 
Geveloped quite a trade with foreign 
countries, sending pelfry, etc., to Eng- 
land and grain and cattle tothe West Indies 
and recelying in exchange sugar, syrup, 
brandy and other needful commodities. 

It was a cheering discoyery when the 
Rhinelanders found wild grapes growing in 
Pennsylyania, for wine culture immediately 
began. Another gratifying disclosure was 
the fact that flax could be profitably grown, 
and this laid the foundation for the cele- 
brated Germantown spinning and weaving, 
a distinction this quaint old suburb of Phila- 
delphiq still enjoys. It was a happy 
and a truthful stroke that induced them 
to select for the seal of the municipality the 
motto—‘‘Vinum, linum et  textrinum’’— 
which they rendered ‘*Wein, lein und 
webeschrein’’ and which, translated into 
English, reads ‘‘wine, flax and weaying’’— 
although ‘‘webeschrein’’ indicates a poetic 
streak on the part of some one, as it means 
& shrine or sanctuary devoted to weaving. 
Germantown was incorporated In May, 1791. 

In building up the new colony Pastorius 
showed uncommon judgment andendurance, 
and his name is fimperishably interwoven 
with the history of that period. The achieve- 
ments of that early settlement were very Ccon- 
Spicuous, and the results were so far-reach- 
ing and salutary that the Germans of Amer- 
icaregard that no apology is necessary for 
celebrating the occasion. On the contrary, 
they think they would be false to every pa- 
triotic impulse if they did not do so. 

POLITICAL PHASE OF THE DAY. 

This is the innocent origin of **German 
Day,’’ but there are indications that the an- 
piversary is coming to mean much more. 
The political uses Of such a demonstration 
are discussed in German papers and else- 
where. It has not yet been pra poses to fourad 
a German-American party, but there ig a 
hint of a unifying of German intorests and of 
eoncerted action, regardless of party lines, 
where German interests are inyolved. One 
writer would make the occasion a protest 
against the alleged bigetry, Rate and intoler- 
ance against foreigners, especially Germans. 
In New York, Chicago and other large cities, 
imposing demonstrations have been held for 
several years. These demonstrations have 
impressed many Germans with the idea that 
they might be useful aot merely to show the 
Germans their numerical strength, but to im- 
press them with a sense of their tImportance 
and their eer as factors in American 
civil life, and with the obligation restin 
upon them to use their pawee for the comme 
weal. With such the problem is how 
to make this German element politically ef- 
fective without regard tothe political of re- 
ligious views of individual Germans. Inthe

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


It Will Be the First Purely Ornamental 

- \ Statue Erected in St. Louis—The Fig- 
ure Is Nine Feet High—The Roman 
Legend Which It Is Intended to Illus- 
trate. eet 


The people of St, Louis will no doubt re- 
member the magnificent plaster group called 
**Mercury Amusing Himself,’’ which deco- 
rated the west entrance of the Exposition 
Jast falland which was exhibited by Mr. F. 
W. RBuckstuhl. This work of art has been 
cast in bronze in Philadelphia and is now on 
its way tothis city. Assoonas it arrives it 
will be setup in Portland place near Forest 
Park.

Apollo left the 
Temple before the sacrifice was consumed,

INFORMATION FOR THE BENEFIT OF 
PROPERTY OWNERS, 


How to Go About Having an Alley or a 
Street Opened—What Is Necessary to 
Secure the Removal of Obdstructions— 

. Knowledge Which All Taxpayers 
Should Have. 


A little pamphlet entitled *‘How to Obtain 
Public Improvements in the City of St. 
Louis,’’ has just been completed by Mr, F. 
L. Stemme, Superintendent of the Street De- 
partment. In hisintroduction Mr. Stemme 


states that the result sought to be accom- | 
plished isto make property owners, reales- | 
tate dealers, builders and the publicin gen- | 


eral, acquainted withthe method of obtain- 
ing public improvements. The pamphlet is 
in pocketform andthe printing matter is 
duplicated in both English and German. It 
contains cuts of the Mayor, President of the 
Council, Speaker of the House, Street Com- 
missioner and the author, besides several 
buildings and boulevards, As thousands of 
inquiries are made on the subject of which it 
treats, the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH gives the 
following extracts for the benefit of its read- 
ers: 
OPENING A STREET OR ALLEY. 


There are two ways of opening a street or 
alley, first by dedication, and second by the 
60-called condenination process, 

When property owners see the necessity to 
open a street, either for public convenience 
or in order to make their property more val- 
wable and to bring it on the market, they 
may dedicate a strip of ground to public use 
asastreetoralley. This is done in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

After concluding unanimously to give up 
their property without any compensation 
the propery owners will submit to the Board 
of Public Improvements a map (a tracing not 
to exceed 21x34 inches), upon which the pro- 

sed street or alley is distinctly outlined, 
with a pledge affixed to same, similar tothe 
following: 

**We, the undersigned property owners, 
hereby agree to dedicate to the public use 
foreverastrip of land sixty feet wide, as 
shown on the above map,to be used as a 
street.’’ , 

(Acknowledgment of Notary Public.) 

(Seals. ) 

This map ts placed before the Board of 
Public Improvements for approval, If said 
board gives the matter a favorable consid- 
eration and accepts the dedication two 
copies (blue prints) of the dedication map 
are made, one is retained at the Street Com- 
missioner’s office for file, one 1s sentto the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds to be recorded 
and the original map is returned to the 
owners. After the matter has been recorded 
the street becomes a public highway. 


OPENING A STREET BY ORDINANCE. 


Should property owners not be wiliing to | 
dedicate, they may petition for the opening | 


ofa street or alley under ordinance. Printed 
forms of such petitions can be obtained at 
the office of the treet Commissioner. The 
petition should read simiiar to the following: 
**We, the undersigne:! property owners in 
the vicinity of King’s highway, hereby peti- 
tion your honorabie board to designate a day 
upon which it will consider the opening of 
Esther avenue from King’s highway to Union 
avenue, andtorecoinmendto the Municipal 
Assembly an ordinance for sald opening.’’ 
This petition is circulated among the prop- 
erty owners to obtain their signatures,then it 
is submitted tothe iieard of Public lImprove- 
ments, then at a meeting of said Board it is 
read before the members, signed by the 
President.of said board, numbered and re- 
ferred to the Street Commissioner, who will 
in due time havea map prepared, prelimin-

affected by the contemplated opening. Then 
the matter may be advertised fora public 


hearing, and the property owners, by this 4 


advertisement, are invited to appear before 
the Board of Public Improvements ona cer- 
tain day mentioned in the publication.

place the matter before the board and sub- 
mit an ordinance without notifying the 
property owners thereoi, if he chooses.

In the cpening of an alley, the taxation 
cannot extend beyond the block in which the 
alley is located. 

REMOVAL OF OBSTRUCTIONS. 

Whenever a street or an alley which has 
been duly dedicated or established by law as 
above mentioned, has not becn opened, or is 
in any way or manner obstructed, the Street 
Commissioner may, upon hisown motion or 
at the request of any person _ interested 
therein, inform the Board of Puplic Improve- 
ments thereof, and if said board finds that 
said opening or removal of obstructions is 
desirable as a matter of public convenience 
or necessity, be will give the Tity Counselor 
information thereofin writing, which’ shall 
be accompanied by a p!at showing such ob- 
structions or encroachments tobe removed. 

Woon the receipt of such information and 
plat the City Counselor wiil forward to the 
City Marshal a written order signed by the 
Mayor and himself to enforce the law. The 
City Counselor will give the owners fronting 
upon the said obstructions at least five days’ 
notice in writing, to the effect that If said ob- 
structions are not removed upon the expira- 
tion of the time mentioned in said notice, 
that the same wil! be removed by him at the 
expense of such owners. the sayor, how- 
ever, has the authority of grafting a stay of 
execution, and property owners may apply 
to him for same. 

GRADES OF STREETS AND ALLEYS. 


The gradés of streets and alleys are fixed 
in the Street Conimissioner’s office and are 
established by the Municipal Assembly.

STREET AND ALLEY IMPROVEMENT, 


The first step the property owners will 
have to take to get a street or alley im- 
proved, is to petition for said improvement. 
Blank petitions are furnished by the Street 
Commissioner. The petition must bear the 
signatures of persons owning property abut- 
ting the respective street or alley. Signa- 
tures of lessees are not considered. This pe- 
tition is submitted to the Board of Public Im- 
provements, numbered and referred to the 
Street Commissioner with the signature of 
the President ofthe board affixed upon it. 
All petitions are considered in their enumert- 
cal order unless the Street Commissioner 
finds it necessary to consider it sooner. 

When such petition is to be taken up by the 
board for consideration the Street Commis- 


sioner will have a map constructed of said } 


street or alley, showing the abutting prop- 
erty thereon; the assessed valuation of the 
property ts obtained,a levelment of the street 
or alley is made and after an estimate of the 
improvement has been prepared the Board of 
Public Improvements will select a day upon 
which the petition will be considered. 

The matter is advertised in the official pa- 
pers, both in EngHsh and German, fortwo 
weeks, the day and hour being named in 
the publication and all Mmterested property 
owners are invited toappear before the board 
on such day and hour as designated. 

All grading and crosswalks are paid for by 
the city, the remainder of the improvement 
is paid ror by the property owners fronting 
on said street or alley. 

As property owners can only be compelled 
to pay 2 per centof the assessed valuation of 
their property, it occurs very often, where 
this assessed valuation is too low, that the 
board will recommend the improvement 
with the proviso that within sixty days the 
owners shall signify their willingness to pay 
the amount in excess of the 25 per cent of the 
assessed valuation. 

AN EXAMPLE. 

Suppose the valuation of the property Is $8 
afront foot, 25 per cent of this would be $2; 
now if the improvement of the street would 
cost $4 per front foot, there would be an ex- 
cess of $20n each foot. Therefore, a person 
being the owner of [0 feet frontage would 
have to pay 50 times $2, equal 3100 as a special 
tax, and 50 times $2, equal $10) he 


of $i per front feot for the improvement or 
the street. If the board decides that the 
property owners Siiail pay the socalled ex- 
cess, notices are sent out requesting them to 
declare their willingness within sixty days to 
pay saidamount. If said owners conclude to 
pay the excess they may submit the follow- 
ing agreement to the Board of Public im- 
provements: 

‘*We, the undersigned owners of property 
fronting on Grand avenue,,s hereby agree to 


pay the sum of $5,000, this being the amount | 


in excess of 2> percent of the assessed vaiu- 
ation, toward the improvement of said Grand 
avenue between Arsenal street and Cherokee 
streets.’’ {Seals}. 

After this agreement has been submitted 
an ordinance is written ont in the Street 
Commissiover’s office and submitted by the 
board to the Municipal Assembly. 

After said ordinance has been passed and 
is approved by the Mayor tae property- 
owners are again granted twenty days to de- 
posit the amount in question. should they 
tall to do tis within the stated time the or- 
dinance becomes null and void and the Inter- 
ested property-owners would have to pett- 
tion aga.ninorderto obtain said improve 
inent. 

fallthese requirements haye been com- 
plied with the work can, after having been 
duly advertised, be let tothe lowest bidder, 

The work 1s done underthe supervision of 
the street Commissioner. 

After its completion the improvement will 
be measured, a diagram made and submitted 
tothe Special Tax Department, where the 
actual rate per front foot wiil be ascertained 
and the property wili be assessed as to the 
amounts which have to be paid as a special 
tax, the biils are issue:l and submitted to the 
Comptroller from whom the contractor can 
obtain them tocollect iis money. 

The owners are granted thirty days’ grace, 
after the expiration of said tiine the amounts 
will bear iiterest at the rate of 10 percent 
per annum, and if not pail within six months 
after presentation, then atthe rate of 15 per 
Should the bill remain un- 
paid, the debt becomes a lien upon the 
property, same as a mechanic’siien. The 
bills, after having been paid, should be taken 
to the ComptroHer’s office to be cancelled 
from the books. 
PERMIT FOR STREET AND ALLEY IM- 
PROVEMENT, 

Owing to smallappropriati 
Municipal Assembly for stre 
provements, it occurs freequ 
erty owners, if they are wi xy to pay lor 
the grading and crosswalks, whieh otherwise 
would be paid for by the city, improve a pub- 
lic highway privately, this done under a per- 
mit procured from the Board of Public Im- 
provements, 

The work is done under the supervision of 
the Street Department. 

Permits for sidewalks can also be obtained 
from the board.

BEMONSTRANCE, 

Remonstrance against any opening or im- 
provement of a Street or alley must be sub- 
mitted tothe Board of Public Improvements 
in due time s0 it can be considered with the 
petition the same time. 

STREET AND ALLEY REPAIRS, 

The carriage-ways of the streets are main- 
tained and yee in repairs by the city. side- 
walks and alley pavements are maihtained 
and repaired by the abutting property own- 
ers, who are taxed in the same manner as in 
the construction of a street. 

RECONSTRUCTION, 

When a street or aHey is reconstructed the 
owners of property fronting said reconstruc- 
tion can only be taxed 25 percent of the as- 
sessed valuation. 

STREET AND ALLEY LIGHTING. 


Electric lights are procared by applying to 
the Board of Public Improvements.

ARTISTIC SOAP BUBBLES, 


How They May Be Made to Assume Pretty 
Shapes. 

The ancient game of soap bubbles has been 
made something ofasclence and certainlya 
very interesting amusement for young and 
old by the variety of experiments which have 
from time to time been made in this Ine, and 
published for the benefit of others. An im- 
provement in the contents of the suds espe- 
claily has made possible several pretty and 
novel tricks, The Hquid used forthe quaint 


experiments explainedin these columnsisa 
mixture of one-third of giycerine and two- 
thirds of oleate of soda. With this Nquid 
bubbles can be produced which contain more 
than seven gallons of air,and when not made 
of such huge proportions the bubbles can be 
made to last for an hour or more, 
if carefully guarded axvainst strong 
currents of air. -Bubbles of such enormous 
size cannot be produced with ordinary 
soap suds. The pretty little turn-stile wheel, 
herewith described, is made of straws about 
le yard long. These must be straightand free 
from Knots, so as to bend nicely four times in 
making the rectangles 242 inches wide and 6 
inches long, the remaining inch being used 
up by inserting the smaller end into the 
larger one to close the rectangle, There are 
three rectangles in all andallof them are 
made equally long, while inthe width a tri- 
filing difference is madeto allow them to fit 
into each other, forming six angles Df 60 de- 
grees each,

The frame tor the wheel is then constructed 
by making a base andtwouprignts, as shown 
inthe sketch. The uprights are fastened to 
the straws forming the base with a littie 
Sealiig-wax. A horizontal bar finishes the 
frame at the top, while four dragon- 
beams steudy the uprights; slots are 
cut into the latter with a pen- 
Knife, the side-beams shavei down to 
an angle at the ends and Inserted into 
the siots. Withafine piece of wire, heated 
to white heat, the uprights are plerced two- 
thirds from the base, the centers of the 


rectangles forming the wheel are also 
plerced, andthe wire slipped through all 
these holes to hold the. rectangles to the up- 
rights. Atone enda handleis formed ofthe 
wire by which the wheel is turned. A drop 
of sealing wax around the comimon centers 
of the rectangies will hold them together 
nicely. To make the frame more solid the 
base may be fastened to a plece of card- 
board with small clasps made of 
fine wire, Disks of the size 
ofa quarter ofa dollar are thencut out of a 
plece of thin card board; from these disks 
the bubbies are suspended and they are hung 
to the center of the wheel by means of wire 
loops, whiieadropof mucilage is sufficient 
to glue them to the disks. As the dlameter 
is atrifie largerthanthat of the bars, the 
loops can swing around the bars, allowing 
the bubbles to hang vertically all the time. 
The toy fs now completed, and it is 
only necessary to make aé_é $$ suflicient 
number of bubbles about two inches in diam- 
eter, moisten the surface of the disk with a 
drop of the suds, and suspend one bubble 
fromeach disk. The bubblesw ll adhere to 
them, and when the wheel Is turned they will 
glitter and sparkle in all the colors of the 
rainbow, affording a very attractive sight to 
those who have never seen s0 simple an 
amusement turned to such good advantage. 

A simpler experiment, requiring less care 
in preparation, is the incandescent light 
trick, the globe of which ts represented bya 
soap- bubble. Little porcelain flowers, which 
can be had in all toyshops, are jnst the thing 
for this purpose. A fine ptece of wire ts 
fastened into the chalice of fhe flower witha 
drop of sealing wax and. made to represent 
the electric thread, Both the wire 
and the edge of the flower 
are molstened with the liquid, and the 
bubb'e formed around it. It will instantly 
cling to the edge of the flowers. Flowers 
made of wax will answer the purpvuse as 
well. Suspende? from the wall or madeto 
spring from a base, they imitate the electric 
lamps toa nicety. 

Another cunning trick which amuses the 
young is what !s called ‘‘yvapor bath.’’ Into 
a giass bowl, or fruit dish of ordinary sizea 
littie bisque statuette is placed which has 
also been moistened with the Mquid, as well 
as the edge ofthe bowl. The bubble is blown 
over the fizure which it envelopes -entirely, 
and adjusts itself around the edges of the 
dish like a glass globe over a clock. 
By moi!stening the end of the 
straw and biowing cigar smoke through 
it, the whole will disappear in a cloud 
ofsmoke. The juveniie audience may then 
be informed that the doll isin suffocating 
condition and wlil endeavor to catch a breath 
of fresh air by sticking its head through the 
clouds, Jo verify this prediction, takethe 
straw, hold it to the bubble and withdraw 
some of the alrinside the bubble. Instantly 
the bubbie wiil diminish in size and the 
statuette will liftits head above the clouds, 
while the balance of its body will still be hid- 
den from view.

Shan Dacoits in Upper Burmah. 
From the London News. 
In tha British Indian dominions generally 
the appellation of ‘‘dacoits’’ has been cur- 


rent for acentury past, applied to bands of 
robbers and ready manslayers, now 
quite exterminated in every province 
of Hindostan and the Punjab, in 
the Mahratta countries, and to the south, but 
whoin past times were the scourge of a 
peaceful native Indian peasantry; A similar 
evil consequence, though less grievous than 
the tyranny of King ‘theebaw, has in some 
districts of Upper Burmah, since the annexa- 
tion to the British’ Empire, ‘occu- 
pied the Vigilance of the mil- 
itary police. Gangs of outlaws, 
ranging from Bhamo, on the Chinese fron- 
tier, tothe River Salween, and on the high- 
lands southward,attack traveling merchants 
on the road, or plunder defenseless villages, 
and hold stockaded forts in the dense torest 
or upon tie recipitous mountain sides. 
Nuinerous conflicts with these desperate 
brigands have taken place in the last six or 
seven years,

WINDSOR CASTLE. 


THE FAMOUS EMBATTLED PALACE OF 
BRITAIN’S EMPRESS. 


Special Cor. SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. Copyright. 

Winpsor, Engiand, Sept. 14.—If one could 
wholly Cisassociate from his mind the royal 
and historic impressiveness of Windsor 
Castle and, standing upon the battlements 
of its great central Round Tower, merely 
contemplate the place and its surroundings 
asa bit of English scenery, the color, feeling 
and suggestiveness in all the scenes within 
range of vision would still prove éngaging 
and characteristic to a wondrous degree. 

Almost at the very edge ofthe castle walls 
are the gleaming curves of the winding 
Thames, her@wa pure andcrystal stream be- 
tween velvety emerald banks. ‘‘Winding 
Shore’’ the locality was anciently called, 
whence the present corrupted name of 
Windsor. The silvery surface threading 
away to the west underneath fine old stone 
bridges, hints of the river’s source, far be- 
yond classic Oxford, among the hills of Berks 
and Gloucester. 

In its eastern way through broadening 
meads, past noble demesnes and through 
quaint and sleepy hamlets, it carries the 
thought past huge old London and the gleam- 
ing sand-reaches of Maplin and Margate to 
the wiid North Sea, In this one little rib- 
bony strip of England as much potential his- 
tory has had its origin as along the Tiber from 
Ostia back to the crags of Aqullone. 

Just across the pleasant stream, its red 
roofs half hidden beneath masses of cen- 
turies-old trees, is olden Eton town. That 
mass Of low battlements and turrets isa 
vision of Eton College, one of the oldest 
schools of England. You know the picture 
there, if your eyes can only see the setting; 


dogs die they are laid beneath the turf 
where they were bred, exercised and came 
to royal dogs’ estate. An inscribed stone 
tablet marks each canine grave. It may be 
there are those who ioiter in these avenues 
of the dead, pensively scanning such in- 
scriptions as, ‘‘Princie, Scotch .terrier, 
Brought from Balmoral June I4, 1865. Died 
Feb. 6, 1874;’’ ‘*‘Maurice, favorite Mount 
St. Bernard of H. R. H. the Prince UConsort, 
died Nov., 1854;’’ and ‘*Nelije (collie) mother 
of Bess, Fioraand Saflor. Died Oct. 12, 1886. 

My companion, a quite noted Epgiish cler- 
gyinan, remarked with some bitterness: 
**Better a dead dog in this kennel than 
our Master’s striver outside this royal 
demesne !’’ 

I thought not, and told him so. 

‘*fhen you belie American principles,’’ he 
retorted, 

‘fAnd you, the manhood ofa manly Ena- 
glisnman,’’ Icould not but answer. ‘**You 
are railingat the womanly sentiment and 
tenderness of a good woman and your 
Queen,’’ 

**Ah!’*’ he rejoined, prodding ‘‘Princie’s’* 
headstone viciously, ‘‘you Americans are 
very queer people, very.’’ 

Perhaps we are.. But we don’t yap elocu- 
tion and reach for bombs because we dis- 
cover tenderness in woman, 

The royal dairy is as beautiful as some of 
the Lady chapels of the old Engiish cathe- 
drais. It is about thirty feet square. Six 
octagonal columns support the roof. The 
reservoir through which constantly flowsa 
stream of cold water is built of encaustic 
tiles. The windows are of stained glass, 
bordered with designs in buttercups, blos- 
soms and primroses. The walis are lined 
with green bas-relief agricultural subjects 
and medallions of the Queen agd the royal 
family. 

It seems to me that after one has grown a 
little familiar with this most famous of all 
royal residences, Windsor Castle itself, its 
inmatesandall its present splendor take 
less and less hold upon the visitor, and that 
the wraiths of historic associations and 
memories conjured up by what one cannot 
but see and feel, grow more and more imper- 
ative of recognition. 

What a wondrous host they are! King Ar- 
thur beneath his dragon crestea helmet filts 
Silently by. Launcelot, Guinevere, huge 
Tristram and pensive Percivale are following. 
Yes, and there is Merlin grave and his fatal 
enchantress. The Conqueror and his Knights 
rise up before you ghostlike. Falstaff and his 
ragged crew are just as real and quite as near.

the low oaken rooms, dark and rich with 
strange old carvings; the masters gowned 
and grave; the brasses and tabiets com. 
memorating the famous and great who once 
were ‘‘Eton boys;’’ and, beneath hundreds 
of caps and tassels, the fresh young faces of 
those who wiJl rule Engiand in thought and 
act when the twentieth century has come. 


Inevery direction from Windsor the eye 
falls upon meadow-like lawns, great parks 
and forests of gigantic oaks and yews. You 
can count nearly 100 seats of the gentry and 
nobility from where you stand on the tower. 
Interspersed are the quaintest of old-worid 
villages, primitive farm houses, avenues of 
limes and elms, luxuriant hedges, gardens 
fiaming and lush, quaint arched bridges, an- 
cient mills, gray or white turrets breaking 
through trees, roadside inns and cottages 
buried in vines and flowers. It isalla vast 
panorama of pastoral England, center- 
ing in and dominatea by this royal pile of 
historic stone, 


On the north, east and south the royal 
parks of Windsor close in snugly upon the 
town and castle. The Home Park, so named 
from its immediate vicinity to the castle, 1s 
nearly four miles in circumference and com- 
prises about five hundred acres, It is beau- 
tifully studded with clumps of forest trees. 
There are many avenues of stately elms 
planted during the reign of Queen Aane, and 
George III. annually coursed here for hares. 
Besides num berless cascades, artificial ponds, 
grottoes and picturesque bridges, Home Park 
contains many structures and appurtenances 
peculiar to royalty.

The 
stern simplicity of the guard room, the great 
hall enblazoned with the armortal bearing of 
the Garter Knights and lined with portraits 
of British sovereigns from the time of Charles 
II. tothe present, and the historic Waterloo 
chamber where the heroes of the battle as- 
sembled annually on its anniversary, are by 
far, the most striking and impressive. 

More keenly attractive to me hnve always 
been the two chapels of Albert and St. 
George; and as the former was the place of a 
chance meeting with a memorabi person- 
age, it cannot but possess for myself the

PARIS STILL WARM. 


THE GAY CAPITAL REVELING IN HOT 
WEATHER FASHIONS. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PosT- DISPATCH. 

PaRIs, Sept. 5.—We have been hav- 
ing quite a lively seandal to _ keep 
us amused during the present un- 
precedented spell of hot weather, though a 
good thunderstorm would be very much more 
to the purpose. The scandal refers to the 
Franco-Russian fetewhich has been under 
way in the Garden of the Tuileries for some 
days past. Forsome inexplicable reason it 
has turned out a total failure. There were 
lots of attractions offered to hire the 
public to attend, boating and games 
and open airtheaters and concerts,and repro- 
ductions of well-known public buildings in 
Russia, and displays of fireworks every 
evening. S8t{ll people put their francs in 
their pockets and persistently staid away, so 
that the receipts fell far sbort of the ex- 
penses, and the poor artists engaged to act 
orto sing did not get paid at ail, and the 
mob came near making things uncomfortable 
for tbe director, who is by no means the 
individuai the least to be pitted in the whole 
affair. The worst of the matter is 
that the city authorities have gained 
a large share of blame for having given thelr 
authorization for the utilizing of the Tuller: 
jes Garden as a siie for the fete. Forthe 
damage done to tire trees and walks and 
flower beds is such that Lam tolda whole 
year wiil be necessary beforethe garden can 
be restored toits original state. Moreover, 
many of the leading hotels, the Continental, 
Meurice’s, the Wagram, the Windsor, the 
fictel du Jardin an’ others of searcely less 
note, are situated on the Kue de Rivou, 
and their best rooms have windows over- 
looking the Tuileries Garden. Now the per - 
sons atiending the fete, if not numerous, 
were noisy, and they shouted and sang and 
generaily carried on every evening when the 
performance was at an end, anc they started 
togohome, S80, what with the bands inthe 
gardenandthe biowing of penny whistles. 
and other amenities, the guests at the hotel 
aforesaid have been bereft of their rest for 
many Dights past. Naturally, greater 
part of them packed their trunks and fled in 
search of less uolsy quarters. [t does not take 
very much to imduce people todesert any 
European city just now, ifonly in search of 
coolness. lIberlin, Vienna and other chief 
capitalsare, as Bismarck remarked of the 
Parisians during the siege, ‘‘stewing in their 
own gravy.’’ At Bayreuth many persons 
were so overcome by the heat that they de- 
serted the town literally in hot haste, leav- 
ing behind them the tickets for the series of 
Wagner performances that they had ob- 
tained with much troubie and great expense.

PRINCES TO WED. 


INTERESTING GOSSIP ABOUT MARRIAGE 
IN THE BUROPEAN COURTS, 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DisratTcn.- 

PARIS, Sept. 14.—A good deal of surprise 
was manifested recently amongst the people 
interested in royal marriages (and who is 
not?) by the announcement in the official 
newspapers of Vienna of the betrothal of the 
heir presumptive to the impertal throne, the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, eldest son of 
the heir apparent, the Archduke Chartes 
Louis (eldest surviving brother of the 
present Emperor), to the Princess 
Clementine of Belgium. Therefore, it 
was not in the least amazing 
when a contradiction of the report, emanat- 
ing from Brussels, was at once promulgated. 
How the rumor got afloat and found cur+ 
rency in such an authoritative and well 
authenticated manner has not yet been ex-. 
plained. The marriage for the young 
Princess, who ts the only unwedded daughter 
of the King of the Belgians, would have been 
a very brilliant one, but not eventhe pros- 
pectof the damsel’s one day becoming the 
Empress of Austria would, I think, have 
avatted-to induce King Leopold to sanction 
the union of a second daugbter, and that one 
his favorite child, with an Austrian prince. 
The conjugal misfortunes of his second 
daughter, the Archduchess Stephante, the 
widow of the Archduke Rodolph,made a deep 
impression on the parents of that unhappy 
Princess. The once cordial relations bee 
tween the reigning houses of Austria and 
Belgium have, in consequence, been 
exchanged for some time past 
for the extreme of ceremonial 
coolness. The Emperor will not suffer hig 
widowed daughter in law to take heronly 
child, the Archduchess Elizabeth, out of his 
dominions, even to payavisit to her own 
parents. As the Princess Stephanie is @ 
most affectionate mother, she is unwilling to 
leave her little girl, who is nowat the at- 
tractive age of 9 ycars, for any length of 
time, and so she Is virtually kept a prisoner

A French audience ap- 
preciates an intellectual character and esprit 
ofa play which an English audience finds 
unintelligible and tiresome. ‘‘Ouida’’ adds 
thatif Racine and Moliere were alive they 
would write plays for Mounet Sully and the 
Coquelins. Were Shakspeare and Sheridan 
alive they would certainly write poems and 
novels. An audience capable of accepting 
Mary Anderson as @ tragic actressis incapa- 
ble of knowing good from bad. English au- 
diences are uncultured. With few exceptions 
English actors and actresses act illy. They 
never merge themselves into the character 
they represent, These, according to Ouida 
are the reasons that have kept writers of 
eminence off the English stage since the days 
of Lytton, 

It may not be uninteresting to note that Mr. 
Herbert Gardner, the present Minister of 
Agriculture, was atone time a playwright. 
In 1874, under the nom de guerre ofG. OU. Her- 
bert, he produced the one-act play, ‘‘Our 
Bitterest Foe,’’ in which so many amateurs 
have made their first bow. His other plays 
were ‘‘Second ‘i houghts,’’ ‘*‘Time Will Tell’’ 
and ‘*Cousin Jack.’’ In188 he adapted the 
libretto of a musical play, ‘‘A Night in 
Wales.’’ In that year he was elected to 
Parliament, and since that time has devoted 
himself to watching the tragedy, comedy and 
farce in the House of Commons. Now he ap- 
pears in a leading part inthe drama of Gov- 
ernment, anditistobe hoped that he will 
appear as wellasanactor as he did as an 
author.

roduction of ‘‘Signa’’ at the Carlo Felice 
Theater in Genoa during the January car- 
nival. 

Doubts are expressed in musical circles 
whether the new opera which Verdi was un- 
dertaking to write will have ‘‘King Lear’’ for 
its subject, Verdi having early in his career 
abandoned the notion of using ‘‘ King Lear’’ 
as an opera libretto, owing toa deficiency of 
love interest in the plot. 

Two important Hew operas will be pre- 
sented for the coming week from Italy. The 
Milan publisher Sonzogno, to whose enter- 
prise the world is indebted for ‘‘Cavelleria 
Rusticana,’’ which was a prize opera, has in- 
augurated a fresh competition; out of 
sixteen works the judges have se- 
lected two for trial production, 
‘*Festa a Marina,’’ by Sig. Coronora of 
Vicenza, and ‘‘Dompaz,’’ by Sig. Boezi of 
Rome. The prize will be awarded to the bet- 
ter of the two operas. 

The enthusiasiic receptions given in Vienna 
to Mascagni, the composer, are telling upon 
his health. On Wednesday night last, while 
leading the orchestra in the Theatre of the 
Musical and Dramatic Exhibition, 
he swooned after  recetving repeated 
recalls. He recovered sufficiently, however, 
to resume his leadershipon Thursday, but it 
is intended to leave Vienna forthwith instead 
of remaining two weeks ashe decidedto do 
after his arrival here.

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DISEASE BREEDING.

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A Physician So Styles the Condition of 
the City Dispensary. 


GREATER DANGER OF SICKNESS IN THE 
HEALTH OFFICE THAN OUTSIDE. 


The Floors, Wallis, Ceiling and Benches 
Covered With Filth and Disease Germs 
that Have Accumulated for Years— 
Inability of the Health Department to 
Cope With an Epidemic Explained. 


A physician who seemsto have the city’s 
interests at heart and who has evidently had 
some experience with the City Dispensary, 
has written a communication to the Sun- 
DAY Post-DispatTcH, giving some informa- 
tion about that department ofthe city gov- 
ernment which is astonishing. Efforts are 
being made to clean the city and make it as 
near as possible cholera-proof, but no atten- 
tion, it seems, ts paid to the Dispensary, 
which, according tothe physician’s state- 
ment, should be the first point of attack of 
the Health Department in its fight against 
approaching disease. ~The doctor writes in 
a manner that shows he has given the sub- 
jectsome study, as heis ready with a sug- 
gestion which will remedy each defect he 
points out. The following Is his letter: 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


At this time, while we are in daily dread of an 
attack of cholera, attention is directed to the City 
Dispensary and its capability of handling the sick 
should an epidemic occur. It seems strange that 
nothing but the promise of a plague could attract at- 
tention to this important institution, and that only 
now it is discovered to be a disease-breeding and 
neglected spot, which it certainly is. In an office 
such asthe City Dispensary, a part of the Health 
Department of a great city, the most stringent sani- 
tary laws are supposed to be observed. 
The name implies that it 
be clean, and that all precautions 
against the spread of any disease be taken. I can 
say from my own Knowledge that the City Dispen- 
sary is net sucha plac@and that it is on the con- 
trary a disease-breeding institution rather than an 
institute to prevent the spread bf disease. In proof 
of this I will sain that nearly ell the young phvsicians 
who have gone into service there during the past 
few years, strong and healthy, have been attacked 
with sickness which was traceable to the unsanitafy 
condition, the lack of ventilation and the genera! 
filth aud uncleanliness of the piace. 

IT BREEDS SICKNESS. 

Any one acquainted with the Dispensary or who 
has visited itany timein the pastthree years, has 
been struck withthe lack of sanitary precautions, 
the grime of its walls, the ceiling. which 
has not been whitened for years, the 
dirty benches and, worst of ali, the 
filthy floor. On eniering the Dispensary the first 
thing that generally greets a visitor is a sickening 
odor which could be carried off by proper ventila- 
tion. Any physician would know on giancing at the 
walls and ceiling and noting the condition they are 
in, that they are completely covered with all kinds 
of disease. That alone is enough to endanger the 
health of a sound person who remains there long 
On the wallsas high as eieht inehes from the floor 
is a line of crusted dirt, the spittie and hawkings of 
the sick, which has been carelessly mopped up with 
dirty water each day and ieft to accumulate for 
years. The floor is hidden by an old linoleum which 
was laid down five years agoand which has never 
been taken upand cleaned since then. The filth and 
dirt that lies under the.bare ana broken spots of this 
covering may be imagined when it is known that 
twice a day itis moppedin the most careless man- 
ner.

LACK OF AMBULANCES. 

Shorld an epitemic occur herethe eity will find 
out how crippled it is as to ambulanceservice. But 
one ambulanceis now reserved for contagious dis- 
eases, which is sufficient for the present. In case 
another is needed it must bs taken from the wagons 
that go to the hospital and those that make ¢alis for 
injured persons. There are only five and they are 
kept quite busy atthe present time. Another great 
need of the Dispensary, I my say here, is more doc- 
tors. A doctor should go with every ambulance sent 
out for a poisoning @ase oran accident. Five min- 
utes’ time gained will often savea life and a physi- 
cian should go out to attend to such a caseon the 
spot. In the case of anaccident such asa broken 
limp the physician could arrange a tempor splint 
and send the patient home or direct to the City hus- 
pital without the delay of first taking him to the 
City Dispensary. A boxin which emetics, stomach 

umps, splints and bandages ought to be 
cept should be a part of every ambulance. 
It woula save considerable suffering as the 
drivers, who are not supposed to know how to treat 
a case of fracture merely place the injured _—_ 
im the ambulance and hurry with him to the Dispen- 
sary. Ofterm the injured person should go direct 
to the hospitai, but the drivers do notknowltt. A 
young physician, fresh from college, would be glad 
to be an ambulance doctor, ata moderate salary, if 
the promotion to the position of regular dispensary 
physician was held out to him.’’ 

POORLY PAID PHYSICIANS. 

**T have said before that there were not enough 
physicians at the Dispensary to attend to the im- 
mense volume of business which is transacted there 
every day. Thereare now only three doetors, who 
divide up the twenty-four hours into eight-hour 
watches. The hours are not long, but there ought to 
be two doctors in constapt attendance. I will show 
why it is Not long since it hap- 
pened that the doctor had an urgent case 
of confinement in the operating-room when 
@® Man was brought in Dleeding profusely from 
agunshot wound and needed immediate attention. 
The physician wasinadilemma. He left the woman 
long enough to hurry to the man’s sideand tem 
rarily stopthe flow of blood with a bandage. He 
then returned to the woman andit was two hours 
before be was able to give his attention to the 
wounded man, This is also a good illustration of the 
need of having two operating rooms, one for women 
and the otherfor men. It could easily be arranged 
in the present quarters of the Dispensa by 
taking a room that is not now used for 
any special purpose. Separate waiting-rooms 
which would keep the men and women apart could 
also be arranged by putting a partition across the 
big room now used by both, ana. have a doctor to 
attend to each side. Two physicians should be in 
attendance night and day and they should receive a 
living salary, say $100 or $125a month. They now 
receive only $75 a month and are on duty every day 
ofthe year, while sanitary inspectors, street in- 
spectors and ordinary clerks in other departments 
are paid from $100 to $150 a month for 
they do not give equal service to 
city. To be a physician and get a diploma one 
must give two or three years of his life tostudy and 
hard work, but it is not so with an inspector or clerk. 
If the Dispensary was a part of the city government 
the physicians would not be underpaid, or the insti- 
tution left te gotoruinasit is now, and become «s 
disgrace to the city.’’ 

A PHYSICIAN WHO KNOWS. 
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SOMETHING ABOUT COMEDIANS 


With Comments on Individuals On and Off 
the Boards. 
Written for the SUNDAY P@sT-DISPATCH. 

Comedians of this and other countries 
were discussed at considerable length yes- 
terday by a man whoknows them well. He 
has fora number of years enjoyed a small 
competency which enables him to devote his 
»time to leisure, andhe has associated with 
actors all of his life. 

‘*Idon’tknow why itis,’’ he said, as he 
stretched his legs lazily and fellintoa remit- 
niscent mood, ‘‘but 1 have always had actors 
of the lighter school for friends and chums. 
Perhaps it is because my sense of humor is 


Scattered about the sides of the room are benches 
which have been in the Dispensary from time imme- 
morial. These benches are seldom, ifeve", washed 
and every dirty person, some of whom are covered 
with vermin, sit upon them and are followed in turn 
by children and respectable poor, who have to await 
their turn and sit in these same benches. It often 
happens that a diseased vagrant and poor but 
clean mother, with a child in her arms, 


are compelled to sit side by side, awaiting their | 


turn to see the doctor, and that may be from one to 
three hours. There is only one physician to attend 
to the wretched crowd, and, owing tothe lack of 
ambulance service, this loathsome proximity of 

atients, men and women alike, may continue for an 
lour or more after the doctor has attended 
to their cases and ordered them to the City Hospital. 
Such is the condition of the large waiting rooms. 
One would expect to see this conaition improved in 
the operating room but it is not, for the reason that 
the city does not appropriate enough money to hire 
the necessary help to keep it in perfect sanitary con- 
dition. The operating room is separated from the 
waiting room by a mere partition, which leavesa 
space of eight feet between the top and 
the ceiling In the waiting room the air 
is laden with germscoming from the motiey crowd 
of diseased persons who are waiting their turn, and 
is communicated to the patients on the operating 
table and renders them liable to contract same ali- 
ment they did not have when they wentin. A fresh 
wound is extremely susceptible to disease and will 
take it from the surrounding atmosphere. Yet there 
is no way in the Dispensary to separate 
the wounded and freshly cut patient 
from the constantly threatening contagion which 
fililsthe air, The partitions should be built to the 
ceiling and the operating room be made distinctly 
s«parate from the waiting room. Then this danger 
of contagion would be averted,’’ 

NO INSTRUMENTS OR ANTISEPTICS. 

**I do not hesitate to say that the public dispen- 
gary of this city is the puorest in equipment of any 
large city in the country. ‘Lhere never 
was a time when is ° sufficient 
instruments, and i¢ is a place where 
there should be every instrument bhat is necessary 
in a surgical case, as nearly every kind of a case that 
generally falls to the lot oj a surgeon turns up there. 
What instruments there are at the command of the 
physician are not in an aseptic aondition. They are 
never properly cleaned, there is no airtight case to 
keep them in and the dirt and germs of disease cover 
them. To operate in surgery in the modern anti- 
septic manner the instruments must be free of all 
foreign miatter, the water must be pure, distilled 
or filtered, the sponges or cotton fresh and clean 
and the bandages clean and free from contact with 
impure air, A wound treated ina purely antiseptic 
manner will heal at first intention in a week or 80, 
while one that is treated with unclean hands, with 
instruments that have been exposed and with im- 
pure water, will take weeks and sometimes a month 
to heal, and then leave an ugiy scar. Tne Dispen- 
wan y Agee has no hot waterat his command, o 
which he is nearly always in need, especially while 
performing an operation in obstetrics.

‘pated writer on ophthalmic matters says: 
“We point with much pride to the wonderful 
- (iechanism of the eye and Its great perfec- 
tion, and yet if we were to buy a pairof 
opera glasses that were no nearer perfection 
than the average pair of eyes we would re- 
turn them to the merchant the following 
Gay.’’ This is largely due to the fact that 
they are unlike, and this trouble may be the 
result of bad usage or fnheritance, to say 
nothing of bad and unskilled operations, ac- 
cidents, ill health, etc. : 
Twenty-four years ago, when I was a lad, 
it was discovered one day by close students 
of the human‘eye that I had a case of very 
mild strabismus. It was not so severe asto 
worry me, but kind friends, who should have 
known better, decided to turn me overtoa 
physician and surgeon. The man selected was 
one of that silent, morose, brutal kind, who

say little, remain dignified through life and 
die leaving the impression thatthey had an 
‘enormous reserve power of thought which 
they mever used. I haveoften wished thatI 
had been gifted that way, for there is no 
chance to criticise a severe man who never 
saysanjything. He lives and dies a great 
‘manintheeyes of the hoi polloi, for they 
never know when he might possibly say 
something. ‘ 

This doctor cut offlegs and arms with great 
rapidity. He had been in the war of 1812, or 
some such war, and had done a great deal 
toward bringing peace about, for both friend 
and foe decided that he was worse than ar- 

, treason, rapine and death, so war 
closed, 

I was handed overto him just as children 
used to be fed to the crocodiles ofthe Asiatic 
countries. Wewanted his good will evenif 
it cost a lobe of the liver of the oldest child or 
an eye or an ear to make him feel pleasant. 

The reader has doubtless known in hig or 
her life a country doctor of this class; one 
who settles all great questions witha grunt, 
likes to be regarded as taciturn, and has a 
way oflosing his temper in time to prevent 
the discovery of his ignorance. This man 
was one of that kind. 

He had called in a convention of other doc- 
tors to see the operation—doctors from Trim- 
Delle, Eau Galley, Little Bethel neighbor- 
hood, Harriman’s Landing and Be'denville, 
also from Erin Prairie and East Unionfor- 
ever. 

Cocaine was unknown then, and sothe doc- 
tor had a brother physician from Primroy’s 
Bridge hold my head with hands that smelled 
like a pair of saddle-bags. lcan smell them 
yet. The operating surgeon, thesphynx who 
never was known to smile, went intoa little 
dark closet and smiled by himself, coming 
back with his coat off and the odor of cognac 
about his whiskers. 

He had ground up a pair of curved toe- 
nall scissors and had them lying on the olil- 
Cloth of the table. He now picked upa but- 
ton hook which he had used during the Mex- 
ican war and asked me to look intently at the 
collar button on the back of my neck while he 
‘*madean examination.’’ This he did by 
rolling up the lid’ and fastening it in ‘‘the 
forward’’ ashe called it. Then he hooked 
the button hook under the internal rectus 
muscle, as he stated, to‘*hold the eye steady 
and give hima chance atit with his toenail 
scissors. He now took off his cuffs and gave 
them to the doctor from Pleasant Valley to 
hold, wiped his glasses and took some more 
mince pie material, which he breathed on 
me while Operating, and thus cheered me up 
vicariously, so that I felt like another man. 

He cut the rectus muscle entirely off. It 
took him some time, but he did it. A very 
able physician did the same trick for Robert 
Tod Lincoln, now. Ministerto England. The 
blood ran Gown my face quite plenty, while 
the surgeon called the doctors from Erin 
Prairie and Harriman’s Landing to come and 
gee what a beautiful operation it was. They 
said it was by far the most attractive opera- 
tion they hadever seen outside of a post- 
mortem. 

Ithen returned to my studies with a green 
patch over this eye, but I caught a slight 
cold in the eye one evening while being hazed, 

and sohadtoleave college for the time, and 
suffered a great deal with my eye. Years 
afterward the eye began todrift off tothe 
left, and people who came to callon me got 
to calling in pairs, sothat one could look me 
in the eye trom front while the other would 
. take me onthe flank and occupy my atten- 
tion from that direction. Strangers reported 
that I had a glass eye, and some said thatI 
must have avery poor record indeed, asI 
mever seemed able to look one inthe eye. 
This was true. But very few of my years 
could look twointhe eye any better than lI 
could. 

Years afterward Isaw, even with my odd 
and copious vision, that I had suffered from 
the grossest malpractice. The largetin god 
of the countryside became to me what John 
L. Sullivan became to his audience on the 
night of the 7th inst., only so much osseous, 
muscular and adipose tissue dethroned, 
busted and knocked out. 

Yet the peopie generally had not discovereu 
it. My eyes, however, had been opened. 
One of them had been so skillfully opened 
that I could hardly close it while sleeping. 
The lack of muscular attachment on the in- 
ner corner had permitted the eye to protrude 
and give me a choked appearance, as one 
might have if his neighbors had taken the 
law into their own hands. 

It was at this time that Dr. Black-Smith,the 
man who operated on my eye, brought suit 
against the town for damages, and although 
Ihad just attained my majortty, together 
with an undivided one-fourth Interest ina 
mortgage on the farm,which was now falling 
due, I wasthat year drawnas a member of 
the petit Jury, and was one of the highly or.

I went the next:morning before daylight 
and saton the step ti!l the milkman came, 
and he let me into the basement for a dollar, 
There I remained until the maid began dust- 
ing the reception-room; then I got in there 
and looked at the album till the doctor came, 
but eleven people who live near him came 
with him to be attended to, and a clergyman 
from Montana wanted to take an early train, 
s0 he gotin ahead of me also.
